Revolution. 

I. 



1. Obv. In the upper angle a liberty Cap. Inscription ^Commission 
Du Conseil Des Cinq-Cents” (The Directory, Council of the Five Hundred). 

Rev. Scales in equi-poise, inscription “ Loi | Du 19 | Brumaire | An. 
VIII. n Rare, bronze, pentagon 21x22. 

This was struck one year after the close of the Revolution, and after 
Napoleon’s assumption of supreme power as consul, which event took place 
on 18th Brumaire An. VII. (Nov. 9th, 1799). The date “19 Brumaire An. 
VIII” would give us Nov. 10th, 1800. 
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2. Obv. Bust of Napoleon I to left. 

Rev. A ship sailing* to right bearing the American flag. Inscription, 
C’EST DU CUIVRE. (This is copper. ) In exergue a star like ornament, 
rare, C 17L 




3. Obv. Liberty standing, holding staff surmounted with cap of 
libertyjinlright hand and in the leit a wreath, fasces and sprigs of olive. In- 
scription “Republique Francaise,” in exergue “An. VIII” (1800). On the 
sockellorjline separating the exergue the diesinkers name “Gatteaux.” 

Rev.rj“Liberte, Egalite TRIBUN AT.’ ’ The two first words are in 
script and are placed at the upper corners. A fine bronze medal, oblong with 
clipped corners; rare, size 24x30. 
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4. Obv. Napoleon mounted backward upon a jackass, lead by the 
devil. Inscription, “Inseparable Friends,” in exergue ‘ ‘ToJElba. ’ ’£> i “3 
Rev. Inscription, “ We Conquer to Set Free | Emp. of Russia, | K 
of Prussia, | Marquis | Wellington, | Prince Schwartzen | Berg, | March 31, 
1814.” Rare, c 



5. Obv. A globe bearing the lilies of France. Inscription, “Gallia 
Readita Europae, ”( France restored to Europe) in exergue “Aprile 1814.” 
Rev. Inscription. “Francois I. Emp. D’Autriche Ange | De | Paix | — 
Paris.” Rare, C 17. The Emperor of Austria is here called the Angel of 
Peace. 

The following is the legend of the Fleur-de-Lis. The device of Clovis 
was three toads, ( or botes as they were called in Old French )J but after his 
baptism the Arians greatly hated him and assembled a large army under King 
C and at to put down the Christian King. While on his way to meet the here- 
tics, he saw in the heavens his device miraculously changed into three lilies or 
on a banner Azure. Whereupon he instantly caused such a banner|to|be made 
and called it his liflambe. Even before his army came in sight of King 
Candat the host of the heretic lay dead, slain like the army of* Sennacherib 
by a blast from the god of battles. ( Raoul de Presles, Graus Croniques de 
France. )

Rev. A wreath enclosing “Waterloo, June 1.8, 1815.” C 151 
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Obv. Napoleon seated upon a rock in the midst of the oceans, right 
arm extended toward a ship that is receding from view. In exergue “Waar 
Zal Ik Ontkomen” ( where have I arrived ). 

Rev. Inscription, “Bonaparte ' Of | St. Helena 7 ’ (Bonaparte at St.

An Interesting Medal of Charlotte Corday. 

II. 



Obv. Bust to right. Inscription, “ CH.ITE CORDAY DARMANS 
NEE A St. SATURNIN DES LIGUEbets EN 1768. In exergue de’capitee 
EN pais, le 17, JUILL*ET 1793.” An ornamental border surrounds all the 
foregoing. Rev. Blank. Octagonal, gilt and very rare. Size 26. 

(These medals were cast and worn by her friends. ) 

Charlotte Marie Anne Corday D’Arma was born at St. Saturin in 1768. 
She descended from ajnoble family, but early imbibed revolutionary prin- 
ciples. The monstrosities of the Jocobins horrified her, and as many of her 
friends were Girondistsjthat were proscribed by Robespierre and Marat she 
determined to rid her country of, at least, one of the Jocobins, with this object 
in view she went to Paris, while debating with herself the question which one 
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of her leaders she ought to slay, Marat made a demand for two hundred 
thousand more victims for the guillotine. This decided her and marked him 
for her dagger. Twice she sought audience with him but was refused. On the 
third attempt she was successful by pretending to have important news from 
Caen. She met Marat while he was at his bath. He informed her that the 
Girondists, who had fled to Normandy, would soon be executed. This gave 
her the necessary courage to plunge her dagger into the monsters heart, who 
expired with a groan. Charlotte was brought before the Revolutionary 
Tribunal and condemned. The sentence was carried' out July 17, 1793, four 
days after the death of Marat. 

Taine, in his “History of the French Revolution,” describes this cele- 
brated Jocobin in the following language: 

“Marat, filthy and slovenly, with his livid frog-like face, round gleam- 
ing and fixed eyeballs, bold, maniacal stare and steady monotonous rage, a 
homicidal bedlamite. The friend of the heart and conscience of the conven- 
tion, the foul abortion, the charlatan, monomaniac and murderer, finally ob- 
tained the descretionary power he had sought for four years, that of Marius 
and Sylla, Octavius, Anthony and Lepidus, the power of adding or removing 
names from the list of proscriptions.” This was the monster Charlotte Cor- 
dav, removed by the dagger.

Island of Tekoeira. 



Obv. Arms of the Island. Inscription “Maria II. D. G. Port. Et Alg 
Regina.” ( Maria 2nd. by the Grace of God, Queen of Portgual and Allo- 
broges. ( Allobroges is a Celtic word denoting — “people of another land.” 

Rev. A wreath enclosing “80” outside the wreath and just above the 
exergue “1829,” “Inscription “Ilha Terceira Utilitati Publica.” (For public 
utility, Island of Terceira) rare Bell melted size 26. 
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This is the 2nd. largest of the Azores Islands, belonging to Portugal, 
220 square miles, population 50,000. From 1827 to 1833 the throne of Portgual 
was usurped by Don Miguel, when Maria 2nd., the legal sovereign in 1829, lied 
to the Island of Terceira and sought refuge in the convent of the Island, which 
soon after took fire and was burned. Nothing remained but the bell of the 
convent. The Queen, in order to raise revenue, “she having neither gold or 
silver,” had the bell melted and cast into coins of 20, 40 and 80 Reis. The 
above is one of 80 Reis and is a coin of dire necessity.

The Stubenrauuh Medal. 



Undraped bust to left. Inscription, “Charles Stubenrauch, Medalist, 
St. Louis, Mo.” In Exergue “1876.” 

Rev. The Goddess Cybele or figure emblematical of Plenty, leaning 
against a coin press supporting a cornucopia with her left hand, representing 
the pouring from it an abundance of coins. Inscription, “MedalsI^Of All 
Kinds Coined. ” Bronze 18. 

Note. This card is a personal memento of one of the finest raedalests 
known. His death occurred Dec. 8, 1900, at San Antonio, ITexas. In the Jan. 
number of The Numismatist is a short biographical sketch of his life by 
Robert Sneiaer. This is the only specimen I have ever seen bearing the bust 
of this celebrated engraver, although all well filled cabinets contain numerous 
specimens of his handiwork. This specimen was recently sent me by Chas. 
Stegerwalt. Have no information concerning its rarity.

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Blunders of Device.

The devices of coins have, at some periods of history, been strangely 
perverted or misapprehended. An example has been found in the middle 
ages. The early Carlovingian kings adopted a type of money with a Greek 
cross upon one side and, on the other, the front of a Greek temple surmount- 
ed by a long stemmed Greek Cross. On the silver “dernier” of Louis the 
light hearted, this temple was surrounded by the inscription “Christiana Re- 
ligio.” The abbots of Saint Martin of Tours copied this temple on their 
money, but gradually gave it a gothic aspect by running up turrets at the cor- 
ners, between which the small triangular cross-stemmed pediment seemed to 
slide like a trip-hammer or a guillotine blade. The lower part of the front 
presented several articles either for windows or mere decoration but which 
readily suggested the wrist or ankle holes of the stocks. Finally, as if to leave 
the original intent of the clumsily changed device entirely to surmise, the in- 
scription was altered to “Turonus Ciyi,” signifying City of Tours. 

This reverse was admired and imitated by various kings and seigneurs 
and the resultant coins, despite some adaptations, were known as “tournois.” 
The “great tournois” of St. Louis of France had essentially the same device 
and inscription and, as the original temple, after becoming a veritable hiero- 
glyphic to some crude engravers, had assumed the aspect of an instrument of 
confinement or torture, it was supposed by many to commemorate the suffer- 
ings of the pious monarch during infidel captivity. When Genoa in Italy was, 
somewhat later, under French domination, the continued design of the gothic 
temple with its narrow pediment between two towers was popularly supposed 
to be a kind of guillotine used for public executions and thus to assert the 
majesty of the law under the rights of moneymaking and criminal punish- 
ment accorded to the city by the emperor Conrad III. Thus much of the 
money of these periods must have had a very melancholy and depressing in- 
fluence in daily use, for, with the cross, which was the Roman instrument of 
death for malefactors, on the obverse and an inferred representation of the 
stocks or the guillotine on the reverse, there was a punitive combination quite 
appropriate to the dark ages and in striking contrast to emblems of liberty, 
equality, prosperity and serenity on modern coinage. 

As the Greek temple, on the one hand, became, in attempted conversion 
to a gothic, a mere head cutting machine in aspect, so, on the other, the cross, 
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impressive and inspiring as it is in its simplicity to the Christian, acquired in 
Greek form a mere decorative shape associated with the jewels and ribbons of 
courtiers and void of all solemn dignity. Crude designing and engraving 
were responsible for the perverted temple we have noticed, but it was the result 
of incapacity, not of a bewildering intent. Conventional treatment of natural 
forms is, however, a pendantry and affection which should be reserved for 
architectural, book or fabric decoration where aesthetic taste can understand 
its ornamental use and should have no place on money for the people. Eas- 
tern nations have, it is true, used imaginative forms effectively, as in dragons 
and other devices, but the Greeks, with their supreme appreciation of art, 
never attempted to distort natural form for popular gaze. The horses, dogs, 
birds and other objects on their coins are as faithful to life as the heads of 
their rulers or celebrities and there is no possibility of misunderstanding the 
design. 

From what we have considered, a lesson of modern application can be 
drawn as our United States coinage, amid its many errors of taste, has one 
of a class just criticised. The heraldic eagle on recent dates of silver is but a 
witless imitation of the two-headed crowned eagles of old and absolute empires 
of eastern Europe which typify double or triple sovereignty. What business 
have we, in our young and United great republic of equality and freedom, 
with a flayed eagle or with its hints of heraldry and imperialism. If we must 
needs have the rapatious and autocratic bird as an emblem, let him be restor- 
ed as on the dollars of 1838 and ’39, and on the nickel cents, to life and im- 
pressive speed and power or to his natural watchful dignity in repose. 
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War Department Hedals. 

(New York Evening Post.) 

The medal of honor conferred by the War Department is a trophy of 
which the winner may well be proud. ' It means that the person to whom it is 
awarded has performed some act “of such a conspicuous character as to clear- 
ly distinguish him for gallantry and intrepidity among his comrades — service 
that involves extreme jeopardy of life or the performance of extraordinarily 
hazardous duty.” So read the regulations governing the medal issue. Not 
many have been granted of late years — scarcely a hundred to veterans of the 
Spanish-American war and the Philippine service. 

But the value of one of these medals depends very much on the date of 
issue. Of the 2,525 put out since the law was passed in 1863, nearly half are 
little better than counterfeits, Immediately after the civil war the medals 
were often issued with a blundering carelessness, tending to detract from the 
honor which should rightly attach to their possession. The twenty-seventh 
Maine Infantry, for example, was stationed at Arlington heights, just south 
of the capital, in June, 1853. The term of enlistment of most of the men was 
about runout, when the threatened invasion of Pennsylvania by Lee made it 
desirable that they remain in service a few days more. President Lincoln 
promised that all members of the regiment who remained should be presented 
with medals of honor. Only 300 officers and men complied with this request. 
A few days later the battle of Gettysburg was fought, and they were no longer 
needed. As it was, they had not been called into action and were not within 
hearing distance of the battle. But on January 24, 1865, medals of honor, 864 
in number, were issued to all the members of the regiment, although not less 
than 500 had declined to respond to the urgent request of the President, and 
had gone back to their homes. 

In the years following the civil war a number of medals were issued to 
scouts and civilians. One was given to Vanderbilt, who had presented the 
Government with a steamship. Remarkable to relate one was given to Dr. 
Mary Walker. It was not for heroism in assuming male attire in defiance of 
custom that her medal w r as given- Dr. Mary had been a contract “surgeon,” 
and the record reads that the medals were issued for services rendered during 
the war.” The date of the issue was 1866. Dr. Mary did render professional 
services at the hospitals in Washington, but there is no record of distinguish- 
ed gallantry in action or in the presence of the enemy. She is one of the thir- 
teen civilians who have been awarded medals. Eleven of the others were 
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scouts in Indian campaigns, while the twelfth was a quartermaster’s employe. 
In 1865, twenty-nine medals were bestowed upon commissioned and non-com- 
missioned officers who were detailed to accompany Lincoln’s remains from 
Washington to Springfield, 111. 

Eleven years ago an organization' known as the “Medal of Honor 
Legion” was formed with a view to securing more care in the bestowal of 
medals. The Secretary of War issued a new regulation limiting the issue of 
these decorations to cases of distinguished gallantry. An unsuccessful ef- 
fort was made, also to get a law through congress limiting the time of issue 
to three years from the date of the meritorious performance. This would in- 
sure more trustworthy testimony on which to base an award. In 1896 con- 
gress did pass a joint resolution authorizing a certain ribbon to be worn in 
lieu of the medal. It is a small bow of red, white, and blue, adapted to the 
lapel buttonhole. 

Congress has been very negligent about guarding the honors it bestows. 
For example, there is no law against counterfeiting these medals of honor, 
and at one time a Washington speculator made a neat sum by selling them at 
$5 apiece. The Department is now trying to gather in these counterfeits. 
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THE DESTRUCTION OF JERUSALEM. 


Commemorated on a Cotemporary Coin of Vespasian. 



The custom adopted by the Homan Senate of commemorating the vic- 
tories and other remarkable deeds of the emperors on the national coinage, 
has furnished us with a very interesting and important series of authentic and 
contemporaneous monuments of great events, from the reign of Augustus 
down^to the decline of the empire. Among these none have attracted more 
attention than those connected with the destruction of Jerusalem. When 
Vespasian, who was in command of the legions in Judaea prosecuting the 
Jewish war at the time of the death of Vitellius, became emperor, he deputed 
his son Titus, whom he associated in the government, to continue the siege of 
Jerusalem; and the young commander fulfilled Ithe high opinion his father 
entertained ofjhis military skill, bringing the siege and the war to a speedy 
conclusion by the utter destruction of the devoted city. On his return to 
Rome, Titus triumphed along with his father; and the triumphal arch erected 
on the occasion over the Via Triumphalis now forms one of the most con- 
spicuous and beautiful ruins of the ancient Forum Roraanum. Among the 
remarkable sculptures with which this structure is enriched are the seven- 
branched candlestick and other ornaments of the tabernacle : the spoils them- 
selves were deposited in the Temple of Peace, soon afterwards erected, and 
remained there till eventually destroyed by a conflagration in a subsequent 
reign. 

But of the monuments relating to the final subjugation of Judaea to the 
power of Rome, none are so interesting as the various coins, bearing appro- 
priate devices, which were struck by the Senate in compliment to the emperor

and his son after their victories in the East. The best known, and perhaps 
the most remarkable of these, is shown in our engraving, fig. 1. The device 
represents a palm-tree, rising in the centre, as an emblem of the country in 
which it was known to thrive so luxuriantly, a fact which is alluded to by 
Pliny in the passage, “Judaea vero inclyta est vel magis palmis.” If any 
doubt existed as to the true emblematic character of the palm in this device* 
it would be at once removed by reference to a coin of Hadrian, struck to 
commemorate his arrival in Judaea, on which a palm is used, in a precisely 
similar manner, as the emblem of the country. On the right of the tree sits a 
woman, as a personification of Judaea, leaning her head dejectedly upon her 
left hand, in expression of grief and captivity. On the left is a figure of Titus, 
to whom the chief glory of the capture of the city was assigned, wearing the 
military habit of the time, with the addition of the imperial mantle, and hold- 
ing a parazonium and a lance, his left foot placed upon a helmet, in the atti- 
tude of a victor. The superscription, JUDAEA CAPTA (Judaea subdued), 
completes the device. The figure last described has been considered by some 
numismatists to represent the emperor: but as the head of Vespasian appears 
on the obverse of the coin (fig. 2), the marked features of which are unmis- 
takable, while those of this figure are not only much younger, but also re- 
markably similar to those of Titus, as exhibited in all the portraits on his 
own coins, I am induced to consider it that of the emperor’s son, who was at 
the time associated, as “Caesar,” in the government of the empire; and the 
introduction of his portrait on the reverse would therefore have been highly 
appropriate, and quite in accordance with Roman custom in analogous cas- 
es. Beneath the device are the letters S. C., for Senatus Consulto: that is to 
say, “by decree of the Senate.” 

The portrait of the emperor on the obverse of this coin is not without 
interest, perpetuating the features of a man who rose from a very humble 
rank to wield the sceptre of the world with so much wisdom and success, that 
the empire was insured a considerable period of triumphant prosperity: and 
the advantages of such a reign were so fully appreciated that he was the first 
emperor since Augustus who died a natural death, and the first who trans- 
mitted the imperial power to his son. The legend or superscription is IMP. 
CAES. VESPASIAN. AUG. P. M. TR. P. P.P., COS. ILL, which, supplying 
the abbreviations, reads, Imperator Caesar Vespasianus, Augustus, Ponti- 
fex Maximus, Tribun itia Potesta, Pater Patriae, Consul Tertium: that is, 
“The Emperor Caesar Vespasian, Augustus, High Pontiff, holding the Tri- 
bunitian Power, Father of his Country, Consul for the third time:” from 
which it would appear that the coin was struck in the year 71 a. d. 

The types of the reverse of this coin were varied in another issue, on 
which the figure of Titus, in an attitude of triumph, was replaced by that of a 
man with his hands tied behind him as a captive. This figure probably repre- 
sents the ferocious Simon, one of the chiefs of the Jews, who was paraded in 
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the ceremonial of the triumph at Rome, and, according to the cruel practice 
of the times, put to death the same day, his life having been so long spared 
only that his utter humiliation might form a feature in the great procession. 
The captive female who has “sat down and wept” is, in this instance, seated 
on a cuirass, which is thereby denoted to have become useless; and the buck- 
lers scattered around recall the words, “the shield of the mighty is cast away,” 
which was, no doubt, the spirit in which the Roman designer introduced them 
in his artistic and ingenious device. 

In the reign of Titus coins of this last type were again issued, having 
the legend abbreviated as IVD. CAP., and having, of course, on the obverse 
the laureated head of Titus himself. It would appear that even in those 
Pagan times, the subjugation of the Jews was considered a very interesting 
event, and the cotemporary monuments I am speaking of were much more ac- 
curate in their illustrations than those of the Christian ages. For instance, 
when, in the year 1528, Wynkyn de Worde printed “The Dvstruccyon and 
Vengeaunce of Iherusalem,” Vespazyan is exhibited in one of the woodcuts 
surrounded by cannon on wooden carriages ( ! ) and he is holding parley with 
Pilate ( !■) and Archelaus, who are seen standing on the city walls. 

Another coin of the reign of Titus commemorates the completion of the 
vast amphitheatre which was built to celebrate the subjection of Judaea; and 
was erected principally by the labor of above 100,000 Jewish prisoners, who 
had been brought to Rome after the fall of Jerusalem for that purpose, many 
of whom sunk and died beneath the heavy burdens imposed upon them. The 
vast and magnificent structure known as the Flavian Amphitheatre from the 
family name of Vespasian, was at last successfully completed, and its dedi- 
cation the ceremonial games lasted 100 days, and above 5000 wild animals 
were hunted and destroyed within its circuit, for the amusement of the Roman 
populace. The structure afterwards received the name of Colossaeum, from 
its truly colossal dimensions, — a name corrupted in the dark ages into Co- 
liseum, by which it is at present known. One of the coins struck on that oc- 
casion bears on the obverse the full figure of the emperor seated on a curule 
chair, placed on a globe among the spoils of war: in his right hand he holds 
an olive-branch, and in his left a roll or volume. The inscription is DIVO. 
AVG. T. DIVI. VESP. F. VESPASIAN., which, the abbreviations being 
supplied, would read, “Divo Augusto Tito. Divi Vespasiani Filio, Vespasia- 
no:” meaning that the coin was struck by Titus, in honor of his father, Ves- 
pasian, under whose auspices the great monument, the consecration of which 
was commemorated by the coin, had been commenced, and the works partly 
carried through. On the reverse, without inscription, is a curious represen 
tation of the amphitheatre itself ( engraving, fig. 3 ). It is marked, though 
without much detail, by the exact number of stories or arcades by which that 
building is distinguished, and some of the rich sculpture, long since destroyed 
by time or barbarism, with which the exterior was decorated, is indicated by 
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a few spirited touches in this miniature representation. The principal of 
these ornaments was a magnificent quadriga, or chariot drawn by four hors- 
es abreast, in which were, doubtless, the figures of Vespasian and Titus. 
The elaborate piece of sculpture appears to have been placed immediately 
above the principal entrance; and each of the other arcades, it would seem, 
formed a niche or frame for a statute, or some rich ornament. 

It has been said that the ancients did not understand perspective, but in 
this design -perspective of a very difficult kind has been attempted with a fair 
success, — I allude to that kind termed isometrical, by means of which the 
internal as well as external view of an unroofed building can be partially 
shown, by taking the point of sight from above. Thus, in the present repre- 
sentation of the Coliseum, as designed from an imaginary stand-point far 
above the building, all the interior arrangements are shown, exhibiting the 
Tast masses of the Roman populace crowding the seats to the very top of the 
upper galleries, round the cornices of which festoons of fiowers are suspend- 
ed. Far below, near what we should term the “grand tier," a kind of arched 
pavilion is indicated, which is probably the imperial “box:” and in that 
lower portion there are several main divisions plainly marked, possibly those 
assigned to different classes of aristocratic spectators. There is a variation 
of this type, in which the whole of the area is covered in with a vast awning, 
supported on short columns rising from the cornice of the upper gallery, and 
which was, no doubt, used at representations given during the heat of sum- 
mer, when the rays of the Roman sun, plunging into such an area, must have 
been almost unbearable without some such protection. According to Captain 
Smyth, the eminent numismatist, the device of the amphitheatre, as above de- 
scribed, is placed — as it in fact stood — between the Meta Sudans and the 
Domus Aurea: but the objects represented, on either side of the building, ap- 
pear to me rather to represent sacrificial instruments, such as it was usual, in 
Roman designs of this class, to place by the side of the principal object, when 
ts consecration was the circumstance to be celebrated.

Humorous Coin Sold. 

A coin of considerable interest to numismatists has just been sold in 
Germany. It is one of the few coins in the history of the world which can be 
accused of having a humorous side to it. In 1679 the Danes descended on the 
port of Hambyrg, but their attack proved unsuccessful. The inhabitants of the 
town struck a medal to commemorate the occasion. The legend on the coin was 
as follows: “The king of Denmark has been to Hamburg. If thou wouldst 

know what he achieved look on the other side. It is needless to add that “the 
other side” is a blank. 
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London, Dec. 26. — The British, royal mint, by order of the king, will 
strike bronze and gold coins this week for the year 1902 which will bear the 
effigy of Edward VII., the first that will have the likeness of the present ruler. 

Silver coins of the same character will be struck during the month of 
January. 

This means that the money bearing the picture of the late Queen Victoria 
will soon be a rara avis. 

The design of the effigy of the king to be reproduced on the new coins 
has been executed by G. W. DaSaules, the designer to the mint, and has been 
approved by his majesty. 

It consists of a present day portrait of the king’s head, which is said to 
be an excellent likeness. The crown has, of course, not been introduced, in 
view of the fact that the coins will be issued before the coronation has taken 
place. 

The only difference between the new coins and the present ones, beyond 
the substitution of the king’s effigy for Queen Victoria’s, is that the abbrevia- 
tion “Omn,” has been introduced into the inscription on the obverse— Brit. 
Oran. tRex.” His majesty will thus be described as king of all the Britaius, 
this being a recognition of the Britains ^beyond the seas.”

Bank Bills in Car wheels. 

It is commonly accepted belief that the old currency redeemed at the 
treasury department is absolutely destroyed. Such, however, is not the case, 
A single wheel of a locomotive represents many millions of what was once 
good paper currency. From a bank note to a car wheel is quite a radical 
transformation, but it happens every day, and to become a supporting atom 
in the revolving mass is the ultimate fate of every soiled $1, $10 or $1,000 bill. 

Between $50,000,000 and $500,000,000 worth of paper money is cancelled 
every year in the treasury department in Washington, and after being macera- 
ted is converted into filling for railroad car wheels. This pulp makes the 
best kind of wheels and the government gets $4 a ton for it from the manufac- 
turers. 

The destruction of soiled paper currency goes on daily and is in charge 
of three treasury employes, who represent respectively the secretary of the 
treasury, the treasurer of the United States and the comptroller of the cur- 
rency. Bundles of the canceled notes are dumped into the big macerators 
and- crushed into a putty-like mass. The pulp is then treated with an alkali, 
which extracts the ink; the stuff is dried, shipped in bales and forwarded to 
the car wheel ma lufacturers. 

For every note so destroyed, unless it has come from a national bank in 
liquidation is printed at the bureau of printing and engraving. All this 
costs the government nothing. The national banks pay the expenses, although 
the treasury department has full control of the redemption division.

Coronation Medals. 

The “Westminster Gazette,” ( England, ) announces that the King has 
chosen the design for the Coronation medals which are to be struck next June. 
The design is the work of the Austrian sculptor, M. Fuchs. The following 
are the principal features of the design as ratified by His Majesty: On the ob- 
verse is the profile of both the King and Queen, with an elaborate and highly 
effective design; somewhat after the style adopted on the penny. Britannia 
is seated on a shield, but the shield on the medal is emblazoned with the royal 
arras. Just above the shield is the date of the Coronation. To the right of 
the figure of Britannia is a view of Westminster Abbey, and the whole of the 
reverse side is surmounted by an impression from the Crown, from which spring 
sunrays of the conventional pattern. Instructions have, it is understood, been 
issued for the medals to be struck in three series, gold, silver and copper, the 
number manufactured being of course, according to the quality. A certain 
number are to be presented to state officials, while others may be purchased 
by the public. 


Too Hanv Moneys in the Philippines. 

Mr. W. A. Conant, special financial agent of the War Department, has 
just returned to Washington. He has, for some months, been in Manila, and 
Hong Kong to investigate the currency and banking problems in the Philip- 
pines. They have all kinds of Money in the Archipelago at present. There 
are American and Mexican dollars and their fractional parts, Bombay dol- 
lars coined in India and current throughout the far East; Japanese and Chi- 
nese silver and copper coins and the Spanish peso. All this lack of standard 
brings confusion to trade and depreciation so that no man knows the exact 
purchasing power of any coin he may possess. The Philippine commission, 
in its first report, recommended that there be coined a silver peso containing 
two cents worth of silver and redeemed in gold at the rate of two pesos for one 
American dollar. They also recommend that the Mexican coinage in the 
islands and the Bombay dollars be recoined in this form. At Hong Kong 
and Singapore the British authorities, exporters and bankers objected to the 
peso. They say that the Spanish coinage never had any status, but that the 
value of the Bombay and Mexican money is well understood by natives every- 
where in the far East. The value of the Japanese yen was only recently fixed 
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at 48 cents gold, to conform to the Bombay and Mexican standard in order to 
facilitate trade and exchange. 

The commission favored a Philippine Peso because Mexican, Japanese 
and Bombay dollars fluctuate in value and when silver rises in price they 
are withdrawn from circulation and shipped to China. It is proposed that 
the peso should not contain enough silver in it so that it is ever likely to be 
worth more as bullion than currency. There are a few financiers in the 
islands who favor the establishment of the United States system of coinage at 
once, and the withdraw] of all other money in circulation. This would reduce 
chaos to order and would give the islands money that would be accepted any- 
where. The argument against this is that the rural Philippino would never 
understand that an American dollar is as good as two of the Spanish pesos. 
Neither would the rural merchant. The result would be a doubling of wages 
and prizes. This would ruin planters and demoralize agriculture. — Little 
Chronicle. 


Jerusalem Coins. 

In all the European collections of coins they were for a long time class- 
ed as Mohammedan coins, writes Dana Carleton Munro in the International 
Monthly. It was formerly one of the greatest problems in numismatics to ex- 
plain the non-existence of any coins of the Latin Kingdom of Jerusulera. 
Many coins struck by Christians in the Holy Land are still erroneously sup- 
posed to be Arab coins. In the thirteenth century some Christians were 
wounded in their consciences by the minting of such coins with the Moslem 
religious texts. Pope Innocent IV. forbade it under penalty of excommunica- 
tion. Saint Louis forced a modification, so that a Christian Legend replaced 
the Moslem text, and a minute cross was inserted in an inconspicuous place. 
But the Arab letters were still retained for the legend, in order not to shock 
the feelings of the natives, with whom they wished to carry on commerce. It 
is also very interesting to note that some of the Mohammedan rulers adopted 
a similar device in order to further trade with the Christians. “On coins of 
the Urtukis, for Example, a petty dynasty of some crusading fame that ruled a 
few fortresses in Mesopotamia, we meet with not only the figures of Byzantine 
emperors, but those of Christ and the Virgin, with mangled inscriptions of 
Christian import. Figures of a similar character also appear on the coinage 
of the Ayyubis ( Saladin’s Kurdish house ), and that of the Beny Zengy of 
Mosul and Syria, together with the earliest known representation of the two- 
headed eagle, which has since obtained high favor in Europe.”

Uncle Sam’s Greatest Secret. 

If there is any secret which Uncle Sam jealously guards it is the process 
of manufacturing the fiber paper upon which his money notes are printed, 
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says the Ladies’ Home Journal. He pays a Massachusetts firm 13 cents a 
pound for it, and this firm does its work under the surveillance of a govern- 
ment agent. The paper is manufactured of the finest rags, cleaned, boiled 
and mashed into pulp. As it is rolled into thin sheets silk threads are intro- 
duced into it by a secret process. These are the distinguishing marks mak- 
ing imitation of the paper well-nigh impossible. The sheets of paper, already 
counted twice and placed in uniform packages at the paper mill, are stored in 
a treasury vault, an! issued to the bureau of engraving and printing as want- 
ed. Before leaving the treasury they are counted three times more, and the 
receiving official at the bureau must receipt for them. Then the bundles are 
unwrapped and the sheets are counted 28 times by a corps of women. This is 
to insure that each printer gets the recorded number — no more, nor less. If 
one sheet of this precious paper be lost the entire force of men and women 
having access to the room where the misplacement has occurred are kept in, 
like so many school children, to find it. Each sheet is issued from the vault 
for the printing of a definite amount of money upon it. If the lost sheet were 
intended to ultimately represent $4,000 worth of notes the group of employes 
to whom the responsibility of its misplacment has been traced must make 
good that amount if they can not locate it within a reasonable time. The 
most expensive loss which has thus occurred was of a blank sheet issued for 
the printing of $80 upon its face.

The fad just now seems to be the collecting of the encased postage 
stamps that were in circulation for a brief period during the Rebellion. At 
this time small change was scarce and the current unused postage stamps of the 
various denominations were enclosed in a round metallic case to protect them 
from wear and injury and passed current as small change. They were issued 
in July and August of 18fi2 under patent of J. Gault, and in this day are quite 
scarce and brinf.high prices. We have been asked to furnish a list of these 
encased stamps and shall do so at an early day.

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New York Notes. 

On the second day of January an unusually large amount of old money 
was sent by our banks to the sub-treasury, the total receipts aggregating near- 
ly $470,000. This is the so-called “holiday money,” which comes in principal- 
ly' from the uptown banks. The latter have the retail trade, and after the 
holidays are over they send their old bills in to receive new and clean ones in 
exchange. Several up-town banks make a bid for business on the ground that 
they always pay out crisp, new bills, a feature which is popular with their 
female customers. 


During the year 1901 some 4,000,000 more notes were turned into the sub- 
treasury for redemption than was the case in the year proceeding Of this large 
number only about 90 were counterfeits. The latter are nerforated with the 
word “bad,”and are then turned over to the secret service bureau in Wash- 
ington. 

Now that the admirable series of articles in this magazine on “The Cop- 
per Cents of the United States” is concluded, it is only pertinent that I should 
repeat what several collectors have said to me concerning them. 

First Opinion:— That Mr. Rice should publish them in book or pamph- 
let form with illustrations and additions. 

Second Opinion: — That Dr. Heath engage some competent authority to 
describe the half-cents in a similar thorough manner. (I am wondering 
whether the editor will dele this item or whether he will let it go in. )

The Tribune of November 26 to 
November 30 contained a notice of the dissolution. The firm consists of two 
members, Mr. Harlan P. Smith and Mr..

In the eleventh and twelfth centuries superstition or piety caused multi- 
tudes to visit Jerusalem to offer their devotions at the sepulchre of the Lord. 
Many of the wanderers were weak, aged and unarmed, hence were subjected to 
insult and pillage at the hands of the Arabs. To protect these pious pil- 
grims nine French Knights, under Balawvn. united in the year 1118, into a 
military con-fraternity. This brotherhood in arms made solemn compact to 
aid one another clear the roadways, and defend the helpless. This order 
became known as the “Knights Templars.” And on account of their prowess 
in overcoming the Arabs and the general good they were able to accomplish 
the order received the sanction and approval of Pope Alexander III., who 
recognized them in a Bull issued in 11H2. The Templars increased in number 
and in wealth, so that they were able to fit up stations or resting places for 
the crusaders. The Island of Malta was one of the places selected, and in the 
year 1118, the beginning oftheestablishmentoftheKnightsof St. John, wasraade 
in Malta. The order continued until 1798, when Louis de Hompesch surren- 
dered to the French army and fleet of Napoleon Bonapart. 

After the capture of Malta the great body of Knights proceeded to 
Russia, where a few years before, the Czar, Paul I, had been proclaimed the 
protector of the Order. On the 27th of Oct., 1798, a “Chapter” of such of the

The date 2 Dec. 1851 refers to the coup d'ct(it which lead to Nap. III. be- 
coming Emperor of the French. His rule gave dissatisfaction and after the 
disastrous battle, with the loss of his army at Sedan, ( whe re he was taken 
prisoner) he was deposed and on his release went to England where he re- 
mained till his death. The French people did not think he was worthy to take 
the place of his uncle Napoleon I., hence the issue of the above tokens. 

Napoleon III. had many nicknames, “Man of December,” so-called be- 
cause his coup d'etat was Dec. 2nd. Made Emperor Dec. 2nd 1852. “Man of 
Sedan,” because he surrendered his sword to Win I. King of Prussia at Sedan. 
M. Rantipole, i. e. “Mr. Half-fool or Mr. Half-madman. ” Boustrapa, an ingen- 
ious name formed from three words Bou[logne] Strasbourg] and Pa[ris,] the 
places of his noted escapade. 

VIII. 

Medal of the Harvard College Hasty PuddingClub. 

Obv. In the upper field the inscription. “Concordia Discors.” ( Dis- 
cordant Harmony. ) In the center a Sphinx facing the left, below is an 
oval shaped wreath enclosing the letters “R. G. P. ” which are in engraved 
script and doubtless represent tne initials of the recipient of the medal. In 
the exergue the date “1795.” 

Rev. A three-legged iron pot; two hands above, the one on the right 
holding a spoon, that on the left a cup. Above the hand are the letters H. P. 
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C. (H[asty] Padding] C[lub].) Below the pot is a scroll inscribed “Seyes 
Votis Respondent . ” ( The corn-field responds to our vows.) This passage is 

found in Virgil’s Georgies I. 47. 

This medal is rare, octagonal, silver, size 24, Lord Bacon’s ingenious 
resolution of the significance of the sphinx is worthy of careful consideration. 
He says: “The whole represents science , which is regarded by the ignorant 

as a monster . As the figure of the sphinx is heterogeneous so the subjects of 
science are very various. The female face denote volubility of speech, her 
wings show that knowledge like the light is rapidly diffused; her hooked tal- 
ons reminds us of the arguments of science which enter the mind and lay hold 
of it. She is placed on an eminence which is hard to climb. If the riddles of 
the sphinx brought disaster so the riddles of science perplex and harass the 
mind.” 

In mythology the story of the sphinx runs as follows: Laius, King of 
Thebes, was warned by the oracle that his new born son would endanger his 
throne if suffered to grow up. Laius therefore instructed a herdsman to kill 
the child, but this he did not have the heart to do, but he tied together the feet 
of the infant and hung it on a limb of a tree where he was found by a peas- 
ant, who, because of his swollen feet called the child Oedipus. Years after- 
wards Thebes was afflicted with a monster called the sphinx, which lay crouch- 
ed upon a rock and propounded a riddle to all who approached, with the con- 
dition that those who could solve it should pass in safety, but those who failed 
should be killed. Oedipus was no* daunted by the alarming accounts but as- 
sayed the trial. The riddle was this: 

“What goes on four feet, on two feet, and three, But the more feet it 
goes on the weaker it be.” Oedipus readily guessed the riddle and the sphinx 
was so mortified that she cast herself down from the rock and perished. The 
solution of the riddle is quite ingenious. By taking four straight lines we 
form the letter M., childhood. Two [lines form A., manhood. Three lines 
N., old age. The three letters make the word “Afcm.” Rejecting the cross- 
bar of the letter A we find the sum of all the lines used is nine, a figure that 
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plays an important role in ancient mysteries, forming a “trinity of trinities, ” 
which, according to the Pythagorean numbers man is a full chord or eight 
notes and the Diety comes next. Nine being a sacred number we learn that 
there were nine Etruscan Gods; nine fallen angels; nine muses: nine Gallicenae 
or virgin priestesses of ancient Gallic oracle, Deucalions’ ark was tossed about 
by the waters for nine days. The river Styx flows nine times around Avernus. 
We of to-day say “nine points in law.” “A cat has nine lives.” “A nine 
days wonder etc.” When Vulcan was c*st out of Heaven he was nine days fall- 
ing before he reached the Isle of Lemnos. 

Shakespeare in Macbeth makes the witches dance nine times round the 
Cauldron. ( Paradise Lost ii ti45) says: “The Gates of Hell are thrice three 

fold; three fold are brass, three iron, three adamantine rock. They had nine 
folds, nine plates and nine linings. Dryden, in “The Flower and the Leaf,” 
gives “Nine Worthies, ” Joshua, David, Judas Maccabaeus, Hector, Alexan- 
der and Julius Caesar, Arthur, Charlemagne and Godfrey of Bouillon. 

“Nine worthies were they called of different rites, 

Three Jews, three Pagens and three Christian Knights.” 

A notion obtains that the waves of the ocean keep increasing in regular 
series until the ninth, which is the maximum, then the series begins again, 
Tennyson in the “Holy Grail” says: 


“Wave after wave, each mightier than the last, 
Till last, a ninth one, gathering half the deep, 
And full of voices, slowly rose and plunged 
Roaring, and all the wave wns in a flame.”

Three types of coin in silver and 
copper ascribed to it, the silver being scarce and the copper comparatively 
common. 

No. 238. Obv. The head of Saturn with curly hair and beard to right. 
A boat hook or harpoon over left shoulder, with some symbol beneatn. In- 
scription: Svfenas, S(enutus) G(onsulto). 

Rev. Roma seated on a pile of shields is being crowned by Victory. 
Sex( tus ) Noni( us ), Pr( imus ) L( udes ) V(otivos ) P( ublicos ) F( ecit ). 

These Ludi Votivi celebrated by Sextus Nonius during his praetorship 

were religious festivals observed by the Roman generals when they were 
about to depart for war, or when they returned after some special deliverance. 
This denarius was struck by S Nonius Sufenas when he was urban praetor in 
B. C. 84. 

Norbana. 

A plebian but consular family whose name has been lost, and the sur- 
name Norbanus instituted in its stead. Twenty-six coins in silver and gold 
are notea, the latter of high rarity. 

No. 289. Obv. The diademed head of Venus to right. The numerals 
XI or some other at back. C(a ius) Norbanvs. 

Rev. The consular fasces with an axe between ,the prow of a ship, and 
the caduceus and ear of wheat, emblematic of law, navigation, plenty and 
peace. 

This denarius was probably struck in B. C. 84, in allusion to Caius 
Norbanus, who was praetor in Sicily, B. C. 89, and who controlled peace in 
that Island during an exciting and eventful period, and who rescued Rhegium 
from the Samnites. 
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Numitoria. 

A plebian family represented by five varieties of coins in silver and 
bronze, the former very rare. 

No. 290. Obv. Ttie head of Pallas to right. In front, the denarial 
mark, and behind, Roma. 

Rev. An erect figure in a triumphal guadriga to right being crowned 
by a dying Victory. C(aius) Nvmatori( ws. ) 

This family is one of great antiquity, referring its origin to Numitor, 
the grand-father of Romulus and Remus. The denarius in question was 
probably struck by Caius Numatorius, an urban questor, in B. C. 82. The 
father of the same name was put to death in a shameful manner six years be- 
fore by Marius and Cinna when they entered Rome, and his dead body drag- 
ged through the Forum on an executioners hook. When Sulla, a little later 
came into power and influence, this family again rose to power and|favor and 
this type on the reverse of the coin is in compliment to that victor in having 
defeated his enemies. 


Numonia. 

A family but little known and even whether plebian or patrician is not 
now certain. Three types of coin in gold and silver, all very rare are ascrib- 
ed to it. • 

No. 291. Obv. A bare and beardless head, probably of some noted 
member of the family, to right. C (aiu#) Nvmonivs Vaala. 

Rev. A soldier attacking a protected camp defended by two soldiers. 
In exergue, Vaala. 

History records that C. Numonius gained renown by successfully as- 
saulting an enemies entrenchment and by this act the isurname of Vaala was 
given to him and to his descendents. 

Ogitlnia. 

A plebian family with the surname of Callus. Coins in both silver and 
gold represent them in numismatics. 

No. 292. Obv. A laureated juvenile head. The fulraen beneath. 

Rev. Jupiter fulminans, in a fast quadriga to right. Q. OGVL(nm.s) 
Verg( ilius ) Car( villus. ) 

This family was a popular one in the early days of the Republic. Two 
of the family tribunes of the plebs in B. C. 300, and in B. C. 296 Q. and Cn. 
Ogulnius were curule aediles, and prosecuted others for the violation of the 
usury laws, and with fines thus imposed bought the brazen gate for the Capi- 
tol, a plate service for the Temple of Jupiter and wolf-suckling Romulus and 
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Remus, and paved with square stones, the walk from the gate Capena to the 
Temple of Mars. 

This denarius was struck by the three moneyers whose names are on the 
reverse of the coin who were cotemporary about 85-80 B. C. See in this connec- 
tion. Carvilia No. 66, In this magazine, ( vol. IX. pp .34. ) 

Opimia. 

Seven varieties of coins in silver and bronze represent this plebian but 
consular family of Rome. 

No. 293. Obv. The head of Fallas adorned to right. In front, th6 
denarial mark, and at back a chaplet. 

Rev. Victoria Alata in rapid quadriga to right. In her left hand she 
holds the reins and in her extended Iright, a garland. L( ueius ) Opeim( ius. ) 
In the exergue, Roma. 

This denarius was struck by Lucius Opeimius, who while praetor, sup- 
pressed in B. C. 125, the revolt of the Fregellae. This was the man, who four 
years later, sought C. Gracchus to his destruction, and being condemned for the 
act of bribery, was stripped of his property and citizenship and died later in 
poverty an exile at Dyrrachiura. 

No. 294. Obv. The head of Pallas to right. The denarial stamp in 
front and behind, the sacred tripod. 

Rev. • Apollo in a fast biga holding hisJJ bow, to right. M (arcus 
Opeimi( us. ) In the exergue Roma. 

Marcus has been thought to be a brother of Lucius; but it is probable he 
was of later date, and the prefect of the cavalry under Metellus Scipio who was 
taken prisoner by C. D. Calvinus in B. C. 48 in Macedon. 

Oppia. 

This plebian family struck nine varieties of coins all in bronze. They 
were issued under Mark Antony during his triumvirate. No authentic denari 
are known. 


Papia. 

This plebian family of Samnite origin and of consular rank struck sixty- 
three varieties of coins, the denari being very common. 

No. 295. Obv. A youthful laureated head to right. Behind, a trophy. 
Trivmpvs. 

Rev. A wolf with a burning stick in her mouth lighting a pile of fag- 
gots. An eagle with extended wings stands before. L( ueius ) Papivs Cels vs 
III( nm) Vir. 

No. 296. Obr. The head of Juno Sospita in goat skin to right. 
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Rev. Similar to 295. 

Juno Sospita or Juno Lanuvina, as slie is often called, because she had 
a temple and statue at Lanuvium. As has been stated the Papii drew their 
origin from the Samnite City of Lanuviuhi, where this temple to Juno was 
erected. In passing, it might be noted that these families who have issued 
coin, all date their origin from the same city or locality, viz: Cornuficii, 
Mettii, Procilii, Roscii, Thorii, and the goddess so sacred and revered by 
them, is often found on the coins of these families. The head of the goddess is 
usually covered with a goat-skin and horns in the same manner as Hercules 
is often seen with the lion’s skin. The reverse evidently has reference to that 
old legend of Lauvinium, Dionysius Halicarnassus says, “when Lavinium was 
about to be built, some prodigies offered themselves to the (superstitious) ap- 
prehensions of the Trojans In a wood they observed that a fire lighted itself 
spontaneously and that it was fed by a wolf bringing to it a dry stick or fag- 
got as fuel in its mouth, and an eagle which had flown to the same spot was 
fannninp the flames with its wings. On the other hand a fox having dipped 
its tail in the river was seen sprinkling water over the conflagration; and 
sometimes those who had raised, at other times the fox who endeavored to ex- 
tinguish the flames, prevailed; but at length the latter failed of success, and 
the wolf with his aquiline ally triumphed.” 

No 297. Obv. The head of Juno as on No. 29(i. At the back is a lan- 
tern with a hook attached as for suspension. 

Rev. A winged griffin bounding to right. In exergue: Lt( ucius) Papi 

( us). 

From the great variety of symbols found on these coins, there must have 
been a great number of dies prepared for striking. Count Borghesi gives the 
number that has fell under his observation as 244. 

Papiria. 

A family originally patrician, but later became plehian. There are six- 
teen varieties af coins given to it in silver and bronze. The former only are 
common. 

No. 298. Obv. The head of Pallas to right. The X stamp in front and . 
a laured branch at back. 

Rev. Jupiter in a rapid quadriga to right. M(« reus) CAR#p. 

This denarius was struck in B. C. 93. Cicero in his letter to Papirius 
Paetus, Epistola ad Paetum , gives us a good insight into this families history 
and we shall quote from it. , 

“How came you to imagine that all your family have been plebians, 
when it is certain that many of them were patricians of the lowest order? To 
begin with the first in this catalogue, I will instance Lucius Papirius Maggil- 
lanus, who in the year of Rome 312 was ^ensbr with Lucius Sempronius 
Atratinus, as he before had been his collMg^ ui ^e Consulate. At this time 
your family name was Papisius. Afte^j^^^^l^ were thirteen of your ances

tors who were curule magistrates before Lucius Papirius Crassus, who was 
' - the first of your family that changed the name to P^pisius. This Papirius in 
the year 316 being chosen dictator, appointed Lucius Papirius Castor to be 
his master of the horse; and four years afterwards he was elected consul to- 
gether with Cai us Dullius. Next in this list appears Cursor, a man highly 
honored in his generation, as after him we find Lucius Masse, the aedile, to- 
gether with others of the same appellation. And I could wish that you had 
the portraits of all those patricians among your family pictures. 

The Carbones and Turdi follow next. This branch of your family were 
all of them plebians; and they by no means reflect any honor upon your race, 
For, excepting Caius Carbo, who was murdered by Damasippus, there is not 
one of this name who was not an enemy to his country. 

There was another Caius whom I personally knew, as well as the buf- 
foon, his brother; and they were men of the most worthless character. As to 
the son of Rubia, he was my friend; for which reason I shall pass him over in 
silence, and only mention his three brothers, Caius, Cneius and Marcus. 
Marcus having committed numberless acts of violence and oppression in 
Sicily was prosecuted for those crimes by Publius Flaccus, and found guilty; 
Caius being likewise impeached by Lucius Crassus, is said to have poisoned 
himself with cantharides. He was the author of great disturbance during the 
time that he exercised the office of tribune; and is supposed to have been con- 
cerned in the murder of Scipio Africanus. As to Cneius, who was put to 
death by my friend Pompey at Lilybaeura, there never existed a more infam- 
ous character. It is genrally imagined that the father of this man, in order 
to avoid the consequence of a prosecution which was commenced against him 
by Marcus Antonius, put an end to his life by a draught of vitriol. Thus, my 
friend, I would advise you to claim your kindred among the patricians; for 
you see the plebian part of your family were but a worthless and seditious 
race. 


A rare collection of autographs and coins was left by the late Edward 
Clarence Spoft’ard of Tarrytown, N. Y., to the Metropolitan Museum.

Norway. 

This most northern country of Europe became incorporated to Denmark 
and Sweden in 1397. This union remained up to 1524, when Gustavus Vasa, 
of Sweden, led a successful rebellion and became independent of Denmark, 
with himself as King. Norway continued under Danish domination until 1814 
when it was united to Sweden. 



Up to the reign of Frederick VI the coins and money of Denmark form- 
ed the leading circulating medium of Norway. Two hammers crossed as a 
mint mark indicate that the coins were struck for use in Norway.

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Schleswig-Holstein. 

This was early a colony of Denmark and its earlier coins bear the Dan- 
ish arms. In 1848 its people established a provincial government and were 
supported by the Germans in their efforts. This resulted in a Danish invas- 
ion and after various viscissitudes Schleswig was formally united to Den- 
mark in 1851. In 1864 Austria and Prussia joining, deprived Denmark of her 
possession, and later quarreling over their spoils, Austria and Prussia in 
1866 fought the matter out between them. Prussia being the Victor, Schleswig- 
Holstein became incorporated in the new German Empire.

The Coin Exhibition at the Collector’s Club. 


“Dahlonega.” 

The first public exhibition of rare and curious coins took place in the 
large assembly room of The Collector’s Club, 351 Fourth Ave., New York City, 
on Saturday, January 25, 1902. The coins were on view from 3 to 10 p. m., 
and as the weather was fine there was a good attendance of both collectors and 
dealers. 

There were five exhibitors and the collections of each may be summar- 
ized as follows: 

First Exhibit. A portion of the John G. Mills collection of British 
Eighteenth Century Tokens, consisting of 381 different varieties the majority 
in exceedingly fine condition and comprising numerous varieties of interest to 
-English numismatists. 

Second Exhibit. A collection of educational material showing the 
various metals and other substances, as well as the different shapes and sizes, 
which have been adopted for money during the past 5000 years. This magnifi- 
cent collection is the property of Mr. David Proskey, of Paterson, N. J. and 
was far the most complete and e<tensive of all the exhibits on view. Among 
*the most ancient were specimens of the pre-historic ring, bracelet and staple 
money, adopted as currency from their use for personal adornment. Of these 
there were samples in bronze, from Greece, Syria, Syracuse, Rome, $idon, 
Tyre, Egypt, Early Western Europe, Iceland and Japan, as well as staple- 
shaped money of Etruria. 

Next in chronological order came the coins of Aegina ( B. C. 700) with 
their peculiar design of tortoise. The smallest of these is half the circumfer- 
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ence of one three-cent silver piece, while the largest is of the size of a quarter- 
dollar. 

The coins of Athens ranged from the sixth to the second century B. C., 
and consisted of all the sizes from the tetradracham to the ditninitive herni- 
obolus. The coins of Alexander the Great ranged from the stater to the 
obolus, six sizes. The smallest Greek gold coin was the obolus from Syracuse, 
(300 B. C.) 

Egypt was well represented. There was the largest Egyptian gold coin, 
the four-stater piece with the portrait of Arsinoe, of nearly the size of our 
double-eagle, as well as complete sets of the Ptolemaean Dynasty (circa 300 
B. C. ) seven different sizes being shown. 

Among the examples of Jewish coin’age were the half and sixth shekels 
of Simon Maccabeus, B. C. 143. and the last coins of the Jews, i. e. the shekel 
and large bronze of Simon Bar-Cochab, A. D. 135. A Lepton or widow’s 
mite coined in Judaea by Pontius Pilate A. D. 30, also deserve mention. 

The set of coins of the Roman Republic, prior to the first century B. C., 
consisted of the Sestertius, Quinarius, Victoriatus, Denarius, and Di-De- 
narius. Among the Imperial coins were beautiful portrait examples of Julius 
Caesar, Agustus and Tiberius— the latter on the “tribute penny.’ ’ A set of 
three pieces, (Tetradracbm, Denarius and Quinarius) of Marc Antony; and 
a bronze coin of Cleopatra VII. 

Next in order came the As Libralis, including its divisions of As, 
Semis, Triens, Quadrans, Sextans, and Uncia; also the still-earlier “knuckle- 
bone” and flower-money in the Uncia and Sextans sizes. 

The Roman Emperors were so completely represented that in the limited 
space here it would be impossible to go into the details. A list of coins of 
Nero, consisting of eight different sizes in bronze, were remarkably beautiful. 

The most conspicuous examples of the Middle Ages were the Mohamme- 
dan glass coins of the seventh century. There was a complete set of eight 
sizes, including one about two inches in diameter” beautifully iridescent and 
unique. 

Coming now to more modern times the principal specimens of Great 
Britain were the largest silver coin, the twenty-shilling or One Pound piece of 
Charles I., 1642: the smallest silver coins, the farthing of Edward V., also 
copper quarter farthing and two-pence of 1797; Bank of England dollar, 1804, 
in proof condition; gun-money of the denominations of six-pence, shilling, 
thirty pence and five shillings: also specimens of the first and last coppers of 
Ireland, ( 1601-1823. ) 

Of Russia and Siberia there were the ten Kopecks and the Quarter 
Kopeck pieces, respectively the largest and smallest, also a three rouble piece 
of platinum in proof condition. 

The early American coins shown consisted of the first copper struck in 
America, in San Domingo: a set of the earliest silver coins. < one-half, one, 
two and four reals, ) made in Mexico about 1516: the “cob money,” set of the 
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same country; complete sets of Bolivian “cob-money,” struck during the 
seventeenth and eighteenth centuries: and the necessity money of Honduras, 
all the values from one real to 8 pesos. There was also a set of the coins i 
to 8 reals, struck during the first Mexican revolution under Morelos, ( 1810-12), 
one unpublished, supposed to be the Doubloon, as well as West Indian cut- 
money in various shapes. 

Among the rare and curious coins of the United States should be men- 
tioned a complete set, (3p, 6d. and shilling ) of the pine trees; a “unique” half- 
dollar of 1810 with small date: the compiete set like regular issue but in 
aluminum of 1869 (1 cent to $20,00) of which only fire were struck ; a German- 
silver dollar of 1870 and di brass dollar of 1867, both struck at the Philadelphia 
mint: a steel five cent piece 1866, of usual nickel pattern: a pure nickel cent of 
1877, and a two-cent piece of 1870, of which only three were coined, from un- 
smelted metal, composed of Lake Superior copper and silver. There was also 
exhibited a three-dollar piece of I860, struck in copper-nickel, and both types 
of the four-dollar ( Stella ) of 1879. Lastly there was a complete set of the en- 
cased or metallic currency, i, 3, 5, 10, 12, 24, 30. and 90 ceuts, the latter of 
Burnett’s Cocaine. 

The seeond portion of Mr. Proskey’s exhibit consisted of oddities and 
peculiarly-shaped coins. Among those of the Orient may be cited the earliest 
Chinese ( B. C. 600) spade-shaped, spear and bridge-shaped, bell and bi-furca- 
ted, key, razor and sword-shaped. Also a full set of the modern cash, rang- 
ing from 1 to 1000 cash. Of Japanese there was the earliest and largest iron 
coin ( auout 16-50 ) five inches in diameter, and from this they ranged to the re- 
cent issues, including patterns and specimens from various provinces, as well 
as samples from Corea, the Loo Choo Islands, etc. 

Among other oddities may be mentioned the Bamboo money, (for 99 
and 200 Cash) only used at Soochow: a w r ooden coin of the Sulu Islands; 
rooster and hat-shaped coins of Keda: Siamese porcelain coins of various 
shapes and colors: a parchment shilling and four-pence of the Cocos Islands; 
parchments of Alaska duringthe Russian occupation for 10, 25 and 50 Kopecks; 
wampum of shell and fossil vertebrae; bead and horn money from Senegambia; 
and colonal and modern paper money of our own country. 

Justice cannot be done to this extensive collection within the limits of 
the present paper, but before taking leave of it the following additional odd 
shapes and sizes deserve mention. A full set, (of ten sizes) of the Japanese 
spectacle and bullet money, shoe-shaped coins of Cochin-China and oblong 
and circular ones of Annara; as well as the smallest known gold coins in the 
world, the 1-64 Ducats of Regensburg and Nureraburg. These weigh only one 
and a half grains each, are three- sixteenths of an inch in diameter, and their 
gold value is three and one-half cents! 

Third Exhibit. A collection of rarities and curious coins, the property 
of Mr. Charles Gregory of New York City. Among the private issues of Uni- 
ted States gold coins were the California fiftv-dollar slug, the ten dollar and 
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twenty dollar pieces of the Assay Office, twenty dollars Kellogg & Co., ten 
dollars Moffatt & Co., ten dollars Pikes Peak (1861), and five dollars 
Bechtler, Carolina, (1834 ) Another very rare and beautiful gold coin was 
the Australian Ounce of Port Philip ( 1853, ) having a seated Kangaroo as a 
central design. Among other foreign gold coins in this collection were the 
Rose Noble of Edward III., the Angel of Henry VII., five genuine pieces of 
Charles II. ( 1684, ) and proof five-pound pieces of Victoria The Roman series 
was represented by various Aure-i, and Byzantine concave discs of Johannes 
II., from the one-third to the Solidus. 

Special mention should also be made of the Greek Tetradrachms: in ex- 
ceptionally fine condition; the eight sizes of Siamese bullet money: a fine pine 
tree shilling of 1652: a proof “flying eagle” dollar of 1836. a 1794 silver dol- 
lar: a very good cent of 1804; and a unique pattern set of 1877, comprising 
seventeen different types of the dollar, half-dollar, quarter-dollar, and dime. 

In this exhibit Japan was well represented by long ingot-shape, 
stamped bars in silver and copper, oval gold cobangs, spade, key, bridge 
and razor money, and some very large medals of curious and interesting de- 
sign. 

Fourth Exhibit. A collection of 60 different gold coins of various 
countries and epochs, the property of Mr. Albert R. Frey of Brooklyn, N. Y. 
Besides Roman Auref and Byzantine Solidii there were many rare and 
curious pieces. Among others there should be noted the “Unites” of James 
I. and Charles I. and a splendid specimen of the Louis d’or of Louis XIV. 
There were ducats, double-ducats, and a large triple-ducat of Johann George, 
elector of Saxony, struck to commmeorate the centenary of the reformation. 
Among other curious ducats was one struck at Nuremberg in 1700, at the 
dawn of a new century, and another one with a portrait of Kossuth and a 
Magyar inscription on the obverse, while the reverse contained the arms of 
Austria and the legend in Latin. 

Mention should also be made of the two smallest Russian coins in exis- 
tence, the half roubles of Elizabeth and Catherine IT., and the still smaller 
coins of Guatemala— probably the tinest gold coins struck in the Americas. 
This collection also contained a remarkably fine specimen of the five dollar 
piece struck by the Mormon community at Salt Lake City. 

Fifth Exhibit. This, the last of the collections, was owned by Mr. H. 
G. Mandel, of New York City and consisted of 180 foreign crowns and 
“thalers” of the fifteenth to the nineteenth centuries. The uniformity of size 
made this exhibit very attractive. Among other choice specimens were the 
following proof crowns of George IV. and a Gothic crown of Victoria, also 
an uncirculated one of George II. with roses and angels: a crown of Queen 
Anne, struck from silver captured by the English from the Spanish in the en- 
gagement at Vigo Bay: an exceptionally rare five franc siege piece of Cattara 
struck by Bonaparte in 1§J3: and a coin of Charles II. of Naples and Spain, 
dated 1684, and depicting both hemispheres of the globe. 
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The Bon a i arce family was well represented. Not only were there several 
tvpes with the portrait of the Corsican, but also his immediate relatives, 
Joseph of Spain and Sicily, Lncine of Westphalia, Eliza of Lucca, etc, as well 
as one of his second wife Maria Louisa of Parma. The “wild-man” and 
“bell” Thalers were numerous. 

The judges of the award are Messrs. John W. Scott, Lyman H. Low, 
and John N. Luff, who awarded the first prize to David Proskey, whose ex- 
hibit excelled in completeness, and the second to Charles Gregory, whose ex- 
hibit was remarkable for the value of its many specimens. 


The American Numismatic and Archaeological Society.

The fortv-fourth meeting of the society was held this evening at 8:30 
o’clock, President Zabriskie presiding. 

The following new members were elected: 

John T. Attroburg, William H. Lambert and Rev. James B. Nies, active 
members, and Julius Meili of Zurich. Switzerland, corresponding member. 

The Committee on Papers and Publications reported that three lectures 
had been delivered during the year: 

Hon. L. Bradford, Prince. Explorations and Discoveries in New 
Mexico.

An Interesting Medal of Guadalaxara.

Obv. Naked bust of the King dexter, in long flowing curly hair tied 
with a ribbon. “Carlos III. D. Vocat. Indiar. Imper. F. P. A. Trivmph.” 
Beneath the decollation and under a short line is the die cutter’s name: 
“Casanova F.” 

Rev. An ornate shield surmounted by a helmet bearing an unfurled 
banner. The shield.bears the arms of Guadalaxara / e. A tree supported by 
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two lions. Inscription. “S. P. Q. Guadalax In Nova Gal Procl.” In 
exergue “mdcclx.” Bronze 

This medal is mentioned in C. Wyllys Betts No. 455, p. 205, who prob- 
ably took it from Herrera as he does not give description of bust and the “A” 
in the word nova is omitted from the inscription on the reverse. Betts gives 
the translation as follows: * ‘The Senate and people of Guadalaxara New 

Spain, proclaim him, 17fi0.” 

Betts’ No. 457. Appears to have the same obverse and in a foot note 
he says: “The meaning of the abbreviations can only be conjectured but per- 

haps the legend in full should be “ Carolum 111 . Die Vocatione Indiarum hn - 
peratorem Fidelis Provincia Americana Triumphat (or Triumphans Clamat) 
i e. His faithful American Province exultingly proclaims Charles III. by 
the call of God Emperor of the Indies. F. P. is used on some medals for 
Fannie Proclamant , and if that be the intentions here, the final abbreviation 
may signify Fauste Proclamant Atque Triumphant i e . They happily pro- 
claim and triumph in Cl arles III as Emperor etc. “They” being the officers 
who issued this medal.” 

I do not find this mentioned in the Fonrobert collection and think it may 
be rare.

Obv. Youthful bust to left. Inscription. “Ti Clavdivs Caesar Aug 

Britannicus.” 

Rev. Mars advancing in the lield. S. C. Extremely rare, size 20 
“Humphrey’s Coin Collectors Manual,” Vol. 1, page 322 says: “There 

is a noble first bronze of Britannicus in the cabinet of Vienna. Habler does 
not mention it in his work, “Roman Coins.” 

The history of this young Prince is a sad one. Claudius, the fifth of 
Caesars was his father. A man whom his own mother stigmatised as a por - 
tentum hominis ( a human monster. ) The renowned Messalina “an example 
of female profligacy” was his mother. The unhappy youth was born A. D., 
42. The title of Britannicus was bestowed upon Claudius by the Roman Sen- 
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ate and shared by the young Prince. He was cherished as the “heir— appar- 
ent, ” but the evil conduct of Messalina caused Claudius to fear her and he 
was compelled to issue her death warrant. She perished A. D. 48, in helpless 
agony by the tribune’s hand. After her death Claudius married Agrippina, 
styled the younger. She was a sister of Caligula and the mother of Nero. In 
order to make room for her son she plotted to destroy Britannicus, and upon 
an occasion of a banquet, the boy then twelve years of age was given poison. 
The first dose failed and he was given a second mixed in wine, scarcely had 
the cup touched his lips when he fell back dead. Immediately a terrible storm 
arose. The terrific display of the elments startled the assembled people at that 
imperial banquet causing many to proclaim that it w r as the anger of the Gods 
at so base a crime. 

The poison was administered to Britannicus by Locusta, that infamous 
nurse who murdered those whom it was her duty to take care of. She poison, 
ed Claudius and attempted the life of Nero, but w as discovered by him and 
subjected to terrible torture w^hich causing her to make a confession of her 
crimes which so angered Nero that he ordered the punishment continued until 
death came to her relief. 

The story of Britannicus is the subject of a play b; Racine.

Two circles, one of beads and the other plain enclosing bust fac- 
ing. On the left “John,” on the right “Browm.” The space outside the cir- 
cle contains the legend “ Slarery the Sinn of all I ilanies ” together wdth a row r 
of stars arranged to form two-thirds of a circle. The legend “Marching 
Along” with a row of fifteen dots above it occupies the exergue which is set 
off by two short lines. 

Rev. A circle enclosing a gibbet with a man hanging. On the left 
<‘John” on the right “Brown.” The inscription within the circle is arranged 
on the four sides of the gibbet to read thus, “Give me— Liberty— Or Give Me 
— Death. The legend outside the circle. Hesisto nee to Tyranny is Obedience 
to God.” In exergue “1859.” W. M. 20 
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John Brown a noted abolitionist conceived the idea of freeing the 
negroes by seizing the arsenal of Harper's Ferry, Oct. 10, 1859, but the negroes 
refused him their aid. He was captured by the slave holders and hanged. 
The feeling produced by this outrage finally culminated in the war of the Re- 
bellion.

Rev. “Death i to | Traitors.” W, M. 16 

This token is an illustration of the 'Latin proverb: “ Facta cum dictis 

discrepant.” The fact does not|agree with the saying for the leader of the Re- 
bellion died peacefully at his home in 1889.

Obv. An eagle Hying to left bearing a harp and scroll. Inscribed. 
“American Manufacturers and Ireland’s Independence Solidarity.” 

Rev. Inscription in four lines in the center of the field: 

We Purpose Fore High Heaven 
Till Erins Chains are Riven 
For Works by Britain Made 
No More With Her We’ll Trade.” 

Above and below the inscription are stars. Rare. W. M. Size 24 
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This is a boycott medal. The term boycott arose in 1881 from the fol- 
lowing incident: Captain Boycott, an Irish landlord, excited the enmity of 
the Irish agrarian insurgents and as a consequence was ostracised by them. 
The custom of ostracising is of very old standing. St. Paul exhorts Chris- 
tiansto “Boycott” idolators (2 Cor. VI, 17.) The Samaritans were boycot- 
ted by the Jews, etc. J. Dillon M. P., in a speech to the Land League Feb. 26, 
1881, said “one word as to the way in which a man should be boycotted. 
When a man has taken a farm from which a tenant has been evicted or is a 
grabber, let everyone in the parish turn his back on him; have no dealings 
with him, you need never say an unkind word to him. if you must meet him in 
fair, walk away from him silently, do him no violence but have no dealings 
with him, let every man’s door be closed against him and make him feel a 
stranger and a castaway in his own neighborhood.” 


A COIN CABINET AND A CATALOGUE. 


Geo. W. Rice. 

I have given considerable thought to the arranging and cataloguing of a 
private collection of coins, and my conclusions may be of practical benefit 
to other Numismatists. 

A small aollection offers but little difficulty, as it can be kept in any 
simple manner, and it requires no great effort of the mind to recall each coin; 
but let the collection grow into many hundreds, and then thousands, and a 
proper arrangement of the coins becomes a necessity, and a catalogue desir 
able, or much of the value of the collection is lost to the owner. 

One of the first essentials is economy of space; other requirements are, 
that each coin should be held in a manner to prevent injury, at the same time 
permitting it to be rapidly taken from its place for examination: each coin 
should be labeled in some manner sufficient for identification, and with all 
this the cabinet should allow additional coins of all sizes and in any number 
to be inserted in their proper places, without disturbing any of the above con- 
ditions. 

All these requirements and more are fulfilled by my system, which can 
be modified to suit the ideas of each collector in the construction of a cabinet, 
or adjusted to fit an existing one. 

My own cabinet is a large safe and is fitted with 36 drawers 14x20 inches 
and i inch thich; for all four sides a moulding is used, one inch wide, so 
shaped that a quarter round piece is placed at the sides, to support the drawer

above, with only 4 inch space between the drawers. Beveled sides to the 
drawers will give the same result, but the moulding forms a frame as to a pic- 
ture. The thin pine bottoms are sawed in several times from the ends to over- 
come the effects of shrinkage; they are covered with thin white paper. 

The coins are held in strong card-board boxes of peculiar construction, 
all a scant two inches from front to back as they lay in the drawer, giving me 
six rows; but they vary in width from i inches to two inches: they are finches 
deep; A partition, fastened at the ends only, is placed across the box, so tha^ 
one division shall be an exact square, letting the other division assume what 
form it will. 

To arrange such a cabinet select for each coin a box that will just hold 
it in the square division; fit in the bottom of the box a piece of writing paper, 
passing under the partition; upon this write such information as you wish to. 
remember about the coin; cost, when and where obtained, translation, historic 
notes, &c., using both sides of several pieces of paper if necessary. In the 
square division fit snugly a piece of heavy blotting paper; upon this place 
your coin. In the other division, make it upper or lower as you please, fit a 
piece of heavy card-board and u>e this for a label with sufficient upon it to 
identify the coin. The blotting paper and the label now hold the partition 
rigid. 

In boxes exceeding li inches in width the partition can be made a semi- 
circle, fastened to the sides so as to fit the upper half of the coin; the blotting 
paper >hould fit the division, but the card-board label is not necessarv, and 
one bottom paper can be used instead. 

In the rare instances where a coin exceeds the limit of two inches, make 
a box 4 inches high to occupy two rows. 

Sometimes, as with Roman silver, I have found it expedient to put the 
label in the square part of a box that will hold two coins in the other short 
wide division, or the Maundy sets of Ungland may be put in a large box with 
the square sub-divided to receive them. 

There are some series of irregular forms and sizes that will require 
special attention, but they can all be taken care of by modifying the form of 
the partition or the size of the box. 

With all your coins in such boxes they can be placed in the drawers in 
proper order without any regard to size, and any additions only requires that 
the boxes be separated and the new boxes be put in their proper place. The 
coins are held secure without the appearance of being cramped for room and 
can be readily taken up for examination; they are always properly labeled no 
matter what additions and changes are made; and a cabinet can be rearranged 
with but little trouble. It would require only a short time to rearrange the 
U. S. coins from sets by denominations as they are usually kept to sets by 
years. 

Coins of all sizes are in their proper order side by side, with every ap- 
pearance of uniformity, which fact will be appreciated by collectors of foreign 
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coins, who have tried to arrange same in some scientific and at the same time 
attractive manner. 

The boxes as required may not exactly fill a row. It will add greatly 
to the interest of a cabinet if occasionally a box is inserted containing only a 
label,* with notes pertaining to the adjacent coins; such boxes can be selected 
to till out the row, or if these are not wanted the boxes can be spaced a tri- 
fle. 

For thick coins I have one drawer H inches deep: for the care of these 
and all irregular coins each collector must exercise his ingenuity, but for the 
vast majority of coins I know of nothing to compare with the system I have 
described. 

My catalogue is simply an adaption to my requirements of the card 
catalogue system in use in large libraries. A box with lid is partitioned in- 
to three divisions: these are filled with pieces of paper 2iz3 inches set on edge, 
with cross ruled lines on both sides. Pieces of Manilla paper 3x3 inches are 
used to separate the different countries or classes, with the heading written 
on the upper half inch. 

Upon the pieces of ruled paper catalogue your coins, using one piece for 
a coin or for a set as is desirable, but do not mention a coin not in your col- 
lection; if one or more coins are missing from a set, catalogue what you have 
and leave room for the missing ones. 

For series where the varieties are known and numbered like the Hard 
Tiroes Tokens and the cents of 1793 and 1794, you can provide for the entire 
series by placing the simple numbers on sufficient cards, indicating those you 
have by filling in condition with cost or value. 

With such a catalogue it is the work of only a moment to fill in a card 
or space for each new coin added to your collection and you can see at once 
what coins you have even if the coins themselves are not accessable. 

A deep, good sized cigar box with one partition will make a good cata- 
logue holder, and is easily obtained; the paper used for the heading should be 
the whole depth of the box, and those for the catalogue -£ inch narrower; and 
they should be sufficient in number to fill the box else they will fall flat; those 
not used can be kept in the back to be put in proper place as wanted. 


WAR MEDALS WITH MANY CLASPS. 


F. J. Naftel. 

In connection with the South African war medal there are issued no few- 
er than twenty-four clasps. This seems to be a very large number to be issued 
with any one medal but of course it is impossible for'any one to obtain them all. 
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It is interesting in this connection to note previous medals issued to the 
British army with large numbers of clasps. When the late Queen Victoria 
distributed medals in 1848, for the Peninsula war, one veteran received a 
medal with no fewer than fourteen clasps, ranging from Roleia to Toulouse. 
Like many another rare and valuable war medal it eventually found its way 
into the auction room and in 1891 was sold in London for the sum of £2 
Another soldier on the same occasion received a medal with thirteen clasps. 
It is recorded that for the same war two medals were given with fifteen clasps 
and that an officer received one with fourteen but they have been lost trace of. 
—New Westminster, B. C. 


NUMISMATICS IN THE VATICAN. 


W. E. Corns ix Chicago Record. 

The pope may be very poor, but he has just paid the last installment of 
the price of the finest collection of papal coins and medals in the world, and 
has added to the already rich numismatic museum of the Vatican. In order 
to secure it he was compelled to bid against the King of Italy, the South Ken- 
sington Museum and several wealthy private collectors. The French govern- 
ment intended to be a bidder, but when it was known that the holy father 
wanted the collection for the Vatican it withdrew. 

The sura paid is not known, but it must have been very large, because 
of the value of the collection. For twelve centuries the church issued regular 
coinage; beginning with Gregory III. in the eighth century and continuing 
to the overthrow of the temporal power in ISTO. and at various periods several 
of the papal states had their own coinage, especially in the middle ages. Ex- 
amples are very rare and valuable and are seldom found except in the oldest 
museums. The collection which the pope has recently purchased is said to be 
the most complete one in existence and to include examples of every coinage 
without a break. There are more than 1.700 gold coins of an intrinsic value 
of one dollar or more; 1,100 antedate the sixteenth century, and they are 
almost unique, having no fixed value, but worth any price that collectors may 
be .willing or able to pay for them. In addition to the papal coins the collec- 
tion contains coins issued by the Roman senate and empire and very rare 
ones issued by the temporary republics of Rome in 1796 and 1849. 

The collection was made by the ancestors of the late Cardinal Randi 
and was begun several hundred years ago. His heirs ottered it first to the 
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pope under a clause in the will of the late cardinal. He did not bequeath it 
to the Vatican museum, as he might have done, but merely expressed the wish 
that the the coins might enrich the institution so as to furnish assistance to 
those who desire to study the history, the arts and archaeology of the church. 
After waiting several years for the heirs to take the initiative, an inquiry was 
instituted and much to the surprise of everybody they demanded the full value 
of the collection in cash and intimated their intention to offer it at auction. 
Rather than permit it to leave Rome the pope paid the price demanded, with 
the understanding that the amount should not be disclosed.

“Sacrimental Tokens of the Presbyterian Churches in England” by E. 

. Herdman, Morpeth, England, This interesting pamphlet adds much to our 
knowledge of Church Tokens, a subject that has proven of so much interest to 
many of our collectors.

New York Notes. 

Some fifteen years ago a politician in this city received the sobriquet of 
“Silver Dollar Smith, ” on account of studding the floor of the saloon which he 
owned on Essex street with about one hundred silver dollars. The latter were 
pressed into soft cement, and when this hardened they became so firmly fixed 
that it was difficult to remove them unless a hammer and chisel were brought 
into requisition. 

Smith died about three years ago and his son succeeded to the business 
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This worthy however did not pay much attention to the argentine pattern work 
and he did not take into consideration the fact that the gradual but continu- 
ous wearing of the floor would tend to loosen the coins in their imbeddings. 

Last month there was a sudden rush of 4 ‘cartwheels’ ’ over the bar in 
payment for drinks. At first nothing was suspected, but when the barkeeper 
missed two of the dollars one evening, and fourteen more the next day, a 
sharp watch was kept upon the customers. The latter evinced a wonderful 
predilection for canes and umbrellas, and beat tattoos upon the floor while 
sitting at the tables. Finally one customer was caught prying a dollar from 
its socket with the point of his walking stick. He was promptly searched and 
no less than six of the coins were found upon him. Smith thereupon became 
disgusted and had the remaining dollars removed by a mason. The holes are 
now plugged with wooden blocks and there is no more free silver in the “Red 
Light” district. 


The visit of Prince Henry of Prussia to this country will be commemora- 
ted by several medals. The Numismatic Society will issue one and a copy in 
gold of the original die will be presented to his royal highness. The designer 
is Victor D. Brenner, and the obverse will have a figure of Mercury, while the 
portrait of Prince Henry will decorate the reverse. 

Medals will also be issued by the Deutscher Krieger Bund and forward- 
ed to Admiral Von Baudissin in Germany, for distribution to the officers and 
members of the crew of the Imperial yacht Hohenzollern. These medals are 
designed by Gustav Fuchs. They will be of bronze and about two and one- 
half inches in diameter. The obverse will contain portraits of the Emperor of 
Germany and Prince Henry, with palm leaves and the inscription, “I and my 
house will serve the Lord.” The reverse will be adorned with allegorical 
figures of Columbia and Germania, and the legend “Glory to God, Peace on 
Earth, good will towards men.”

Coins of Alexander. 

The moneys of this illustrious conquerer were struck in such vast quan- 
tities, both in Eurone and Asia, that even to this day genuine pieces owing 
their origin to his mints can be procured without trouble for a few shillings. 
The usual obverse, if we may be allowed to use the word “usual” where so 
many varieties exist, on the tetradrachm of Alexander is the supposed por- 
trait of the sovereign to right, in the character of Hercules, the lion skin 
thrown on the back of the head with the jaws extended. The reverse is a fig- 
ure of Jupiter, and the inscription, “Alexandron of Alexander,” in Greek 
characters. On some of his Asiatic coins of the same device the inscription is 
in Phoenician characters, says Charles Pryer in the American Numismatic 
and Archaeological Society reports. 

The highest perfection in execution and design from an artistic stand- 
point was reached in Greece about the year 400 B. C., but it was somewhat la- 
ter in Macedonia, and may be said to have been at its best from the close of 
the reign of Philip to about 40 years after the death of his son Alexander, 
though the decline was not marked until the Roman invasion under Paulus 
Aemilius, 199 B. C., when the return to a ruder type of art was very rapid. 
The Greek coins also declined very rapidly after the Roman conquest, and 
never attained any special artistic merit again.

Curing Uncle Sam’s Money. 

It has been decided that Uncle Sam’s greenbacks are wearing out fast 
and a big reserve fund is to be established to be kept in the Treasury vaults 
until it is more thoroughly cured than the notes now in circulation. Ordeis 
were given today for the clerks of the Bureau of engraving and Printing en- 
gaged in printing greenbacks to work one hour extra each day, beginning 
July 1. One hundred million dollars in greenbacks are to be accumulated and 
are to be laid aside to get completely dried out before being issued. They 
will be one, two and five dollar-notes, and it is estimated that it will take 
about three months to print them. Whenever possible it is the policy of the 
Treasury not to issue greenbacks until they have been stored six or eight 
months. By that time they are well seasoned and are in a condition to with- 
stand considerable handling. During the last two years, however, the unpre- 
cedented demand for notes, especially those of small denomination, has not 
permitted the department to lay aside any quantity. Most of those printed 
during that time have been put into circulation within one or two months af- 
ter having been received from the big money mill. Anyone accustomed to 
handling paper money can instantly detect the difference between green and 
seasoned bills. A note that has been thoroughly cured is crisp, firm and 
tough, while a green note is thick, soft and mushy. After the latter has been 
in circulation it becomes rough, like a piece of blotting paper, and is soon 
unfit for currency. It rarely lasts more than a year, while the life of a well 
seasoned note is anywhere from two to ten years. Bills issued in the 60s have 
come into the redemption division in good condition, showing that they were 
well cured before being sent out. Greenbacks stored for six or eight months 
after being printed get tough, the paper seems to get thin and some chemical 
action takes place that ‘‘sets” the ink. — Brooklyn Eagle. 


The Secretaries of the Treasury Since 1861. 

The great office of secretary of the treasury of the United States, during 
the past forty years, including the civil war period, has been filled by several 
distinguished and able men, most of whom come from the western part of the 
country. In fact, so far as precedents go, they were ample to justify the pres- 
ent selection of Gov. Leslie M. Shaw, of Iowa, for the treasury portfolio. 
The first secretary of the treasury under President Lincoln was Salmon P.

Chase, of Ohio, afterwards chief justice of the United States. He was suc- 
ceeded by W. P. Fessenden, of Maine, and then, in 1865, Hugh McCulloch, of 
Indiana, was appointed to the office and remained during the Johnson adminis- 
tration. President Grant’s first sectary of the treasury was George S. Bout- 
well of Massachusetts, then came Wm. A. Richardson, also an eastern man, 
succeeded by Benjamin H. Bristow of Kentucky, who in turn was followed by 
Lot M. Morrill of Maine. In the Hayes cabinet John Sherman of Ohio, held 
the position all through, and was succeeded under Garfield by William Win- 
dom of Minnesota. President Arthur’s treasury chiefs were Charles J. Folger 
of New York, Walter Q. Gresham and Hugh McCulloch of Indiana. Presi- 
dent Cleveland selected a New Yorker, Daniel Manning, as his secretary of 
the treasury; Mr. Manning died in office, and was succeeded by Charles S % 
Fairchild, also of New York. Under President Harrison Mr. Windom took 
the office again, and on his death was succeeded by Charles Foster of Ohio. 
The only secretary of the treasury during the second Cleveland administra- 
tion was John G. Carlisle of Kentucky. President McKinley selected Lvraan J. 
Gage of Illinois for the position, and that very competent official has been in 
charge of the treasury department from March, 1897, to the present time. 

There is another western statesman who was offered the position more 
than once but declined it. We refer to Senator William B. Allison, of Iowa, 
who is now the oldest member of the senate in point of continuous service. — 
Buffalo Commercial. 


A Clams Queer Coin. 

From the New Haven Leader . 

There is in the posession of John W. Woodward a remarkable coin 
which has been examined by several local coin collectors and others in New 
York city, and which none have been able to find any trace of the origin of 
nor have any who have seen it even seen a duplicate of it. The coin came in- 
to the possession of Mr. Woodward in a very peculiar manner. 

A friend of his who was summering in West Haven, caught one morn- 
ing off the Hills homestead an immense long clam, about five inches in length. 
The clam was given to Mr. Woodward, who opened it. Inside he found im- 
bedded in the muscle a hard substance which had what appeared to be a thick 
crust about it. This he chipped off and it revealed a coin. Polishing reveal- 
ed the identity of it so far as the identity could be revealed by the coin itself 
and it proved to have on the face the head of the late Queen Victoria. Around 
the edge were the words “Victoria Regina” and at the bottom the date “1853. 
The reverse showed a woman seated in a chair before a table and about the 
edge are the words “Keep your Temper.” The figure in the chair bears a 
striking resemblance to the likeness of the queen on the opposite side. The 
piece is slightly smaller than a Canadian quarter and seems to be made of 
bronze. 
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“A Clam’s Queer Coin.” 

To the Editor of the Sun —Str: With regard to the interesting article 

in to-day’s Sun (copied from the New Haven Leader ) in which mention is 
made of a coin found in a large clam, bearing the head of the late Queen 
Victoria, <fec., dated 1853, the origin of which coin collectors hai been unable 
to trace; I beg to suggest that it is simply a “whist coin,” as I have two 
about the size of the one in question — without date — bearing the name of 
Hoyle, the great whist authority, and the words, “keep your temper,” which 
appear on the clam coin. The “woman seated in a chair before a table” 
would also seem to suggest whist.

Wh\t Bec ame of the Coins. 

“There is something curious about the American silver dollar and half- 
dollar of the coinage of 1804,” said a well-known numismatist of this city. 
“In that year something like 20,000 of the dollars were coined, but it is a 
singular fact, as is now known, that not one them was known to be in circula- 
tion. Yet the most precious of all American coins are two 1804 dollars which 
are in well-known collections. They are valued at $2,000 each. 

It has been determined to the satisfaction of every numismatist that 
these two dollars were not coined until 1828, although they were struck from 
the original 1804 die. They were secretly made — although such a procedure is 
a penal offense — for some one high in influence and authoritv, who desired 
them for certain coin collections. It has never been positively ascertained 
how the surreptitious work was accomplished, but there is no doubt that it 
was done. 

“Why the dollar of 1804 was never seen in circulation after leaving the 
mint is one of the unsolved government mysteries. 

“A still greater mystery surrounds the half-dollar of 1804. Of that coin 
nearly 100,000 were struck. Not one was ever discovered in circulation The 
quarter-dollars of 1804 are numerous enough — so plentiful, in fact that a fair 
specimen can be bought for $2, and their coinage amounted to 7000 pieces. 

“A curious thing has been discovered regarding the half-dollar of 1805, 
which is not a rare coin, except in the case of those possessing the rare curios- 
ity I speak of, which increases the value tenfold. This is that the figure *5’ 
in 1805 has been struck over the figure ‘4,’ showing that the coin was really 
one of the undiscovered mint of 1804. 

“What became of the large issue of 1804 half-dollars? No one knows or 
ever will know; but it is evident that all of them were not issued from the mint, 
and this belief that there was some reason for not desiring the coin to circu- 
late is strengthened by the mint obliterating the date on what was left by mak- 
ing 1805 half-dollars of them. 
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“There was no silver dollar issued from the mint in 1805, yet 321 were 
coined, and are in the hands of collectors to-day, just as they came from 
the die. No dollars were coined by the government after that until 1836. — 
New York Times. 


Ancient Money. 

Before the invasion of Julius Caesar, the natives of England had tin 
plates, iron plates and rings, which were money. On the authority of Seneca, 
a curious account is given, when leather, appropriately stamped to jpive it a 
certain legal character, was the only current money. At a comparatively re- 
cent date in the annals of Europe, Frederick the Second, who died in 1250, atthe 
siege of Milan, actually paid his troops with leather money. Nearly the 
same circumstance occurred in England during the great wars of the Barons. 
In the course of 1250, King John, for the ransom of his royal person, promis- 
ed to pay Edward, the Third of England three millions of gold crowns. In 
order to fulfil the obligation he was reduced to the mortifying necessity of 
paying the expenses of the palace in leather money, in the center of each piece 
there being a little bright" point of silver. In the reign is found the origin 
of the travestied honor of boyhood, called conferring a leather medal. The 
imposing ceremonies accompanying a presentation gave full force, dignity 
and value to a leather jewel, which noblemen were probably proud and grati- 
fied to receive at the hand of majesty. 

So late as 1574, there was an immense issue of money in Holland, 
stamped on small sheets of pasteboard. But further back in the vista of 
years, Numa Pompilius, the second king of Rome, who reigned six hundred 
and twenty-two years before the Christian era, made money out of wood as 
well as leather; a knowledge of which might have influenced king John in the 
bold project of substituting the tanned hide of an animal for gold and silver, 
well known to his subjects to be exceedingly precious. 

Both gold and silver appears to have been in extensive circulation in 
Egypt, soon after their potency was understood in Asia. From thence they 
were introduced into Carthage and Greece: and finally traveling further and 
further in a westerly direction, the city of Rome discovered the importance 
of legalizing her circulation. 

Weight always having been of first importance in early times, the shape 
of money appears to have been regarded with perfect indifference, for a series 
of years. When the bits and portions of metal received as precious, were ex- 
tensively circulated, it is quite probable that each possessor shaped them to 
suit his" own conception, as practised to some extent at this time in remote 
places in the East Indies. The payer always cuts off parts with the shears, 
till he obtains, by exact weight, the stipulated amount. It was thus that men 
traveled with the evidence of their posession in a sack. But great inconven- 
ience must have resulted from this often tedious process; and as nations ad- 
vanced in civilization and the economic arts, a certain mark or impression on 
certain sized pieces, was acknowledged to be the sign of a certain weight. This 
facilitated negotiations, and afterwards led to further improvements, both in 
the shape, weight and beauty, of the external devices.

Legend “Elber- 
feld. ” In exergue “1847.” 

Rev. “I | #ro4” In large German type ornamented with scrolls.

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No. 2. 


Obv. A Spaniard standing between two seated figures emblematical of 
Famine and Death. Inscription. “Multa Sunt Mala lmpiorum.” [To the 
wicked many evils.] The date is just beneath the sockel “1587.” 

Rev. A cornucopia tilled with fruits and grain. Inscription. Qui Dno 
Fidit Bonitate Eius Circum “Dabitur.” [To those who believe in the 
Lord an abundance will be given.] C 19 

This is a token of Artois which formerly belonged to the Dukes of 
Burgundy; then to Austria and latterly to Spain, from which it was taken by 
Louis the 13th of France in 1640. The occasion of the issue was famine when 
Artois was under the rule of Spain.

Trans. 1772. The half year [literally two quarters] of great sickness 
and death many thousand died of hunger and loathsome fever. Bread cost 
nine kreutzers. In Saxony sixteen pfennings John Christopher’s Kingdom. 
Fine Tin Dant. 

There appears to be an error in these rulers as Fred August Til was 
ruler of Saxony from 1763 to 1787. 



Obv. A Jew attired in antique costume advancing to left. In his right 
hand a long staff. On his left shoulder he carries a sack of grain with a 
squirrel which has gnawed a hole in the sack permitting the grain to escape. 
Immediately in front of the Jew is a monster with widely distended jaws, out 
of the throat issue the words “Korn Iude” [Corn Jew.] 

Inscription above the Jew, “Ver Zwei Fel U. ceeh Zum.” Between 
the feet is the word “Dantes.” In exergue. “Theure Zeit | 1772.” 

Translation. The Rye [Corn] Jew is dispairing and goes to Dantes i e 
Hell. Famine times 1772. 

Rev. An Ancient sieve inscribed “Wer Korn Innehelt j Dem 
FluchenDie | Leute | Aber SeegenKomtUber DenDerEs | Verkauft.” 
Above the sieve Furchte Gott. Trans. Fear God who keep back rye 
[corn] the people curse, but blessing will come to the one who sells it. In 
the exergue “Sp. Sal. II. V. 26 | Reich. These are mint marks” or the de- 
signer’s marks (?) Extremely rare Fine. Size 19 
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The occasion of the issue of this token was a famine. The Jew typifies 
the hoarders of grain or rye as this was the only grain obtainable at this 
time. The squirrel typifies the people who took the grain and causes the dis- 
pair of the hoarder. The Germans use the term “Jew” to denote any 
avaricious or greedy person or one worthy of contempt. 

The idea doubtless originated from the story of Pilate’s porter Kharta- 
philos, who, when the officers were dragging Jesus out of the hall struck him 
with his fist in the back saying. Go quicker man, go quicker? “Whereupon 
Jesus replied: “I indeed go quickly; but thou shalt tarry till I come again.” 

This incident has given rise to the legend of the “Wandering Jew” who was 
compelled to live. Another story is that Ahasuerus, a cobbler, dragged 
Jesus before Pilate as our Saviour was going to Calvary heavily burdened 
with his cross. He stayed to rest on a stone near the man’s door, when 
Ahasuerus pushed Him away saying: “Away with you; here you shall not 

rest.” The Redeemer replied: “I truly go away, and go to rest; but thou 

shalt walk and never rest till I come.” 

The German legend has it that the last appearance of the Wandering 
Jew was at Brussels in 1774 two years after the date of the issue of this token. 



No. 5.

Credit Money of the French Revolution. 
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Obv. Bustlof Minerva helmeted to the left. Under decollation die 
sinkers mark “Me” [Montagon.] Inscription, “Payable En Echange 
D’ ASSIGN ATS— L’ AN 3 DE La LlBERTE. ” 

[Payable at maturity of bills of the French nepublic, year 3rd of 
Liberty. ] 

Kev. An oak wreath enclosing two hands clasped holding two ornate 
pikes surmounted b.v a cap of liberty bearing the French cock on the frontis 
piece. On the lefu “2 S” [Two Sols] on the right “6 D” [Six Deniers] The 
second line also divided by the pikes “B, P. Six” on the left and “Blancs” 
on the right. The B< P. being an abbrieviation for “Bon Pour.” We can 
render the whole in English as good for six blancs. The common people use 
the word “blancs” for “Argent” i e silver pieces. To obtain a thorough un- 
derstanding of their value we must keep in mind that under Henry II. a new 
silver money was struck called “ Gros Nesles” [big nesles] from their coin- 
age at the public building of that city [or principality.] “These and analog- 
ous pieces, that replaced them, were called “six blancs” because being valued 
at 2 sols, six deniers [or 30 deniers,] they were equivalent to six silver pieces 
-called “blancs” of which each was worth 5 deniers. 

Immediately above the hands is a ribbon inscribed “Droits De 
L’Homme Art V.” [Rights of Man Article V.] 

Legnd, Outside the wreath “Caisse De Bonne Foy Etab Lie A 
Paris 1791,” [cash office of good faith, established at Paris 1791.”] The 
word cais.se literally means a box or chest but is used to designate any office 
or place where funds are kept. Copper, size 17 

Concerning the motto on the ribbon, through the kindness of our ex- 
President, A. G. Heaton, I am able to present the following information 
which he found in a French work. 

“The Rights of Man was the proclamation of the first French Republic 
corresponding to our Declaration of Independence and “Art. V” was that 
under which the privilege of coining these pieces was taken. 

They bore the name of credit money and were issued by several persons 
singly or associated in the year 1791. The Monneron Brothers and Michael 
Brezin being among those who issued “credit money,” under the sanction of 
Art. V which read as follows: “The law has the right to prevent only ac- 

tions injurious to society; all that is not opposed by law cannot be checked.” 
These coins had only an optional and voluntary use in any case, but the 
legislative assembly recognized the inconvenience that resulted from this is- 
sue and on the 3rd. of Sept. 1792 it rendered a decree by which persons were 
expressly prohibited from making or having made directly or indirectly or of 
introducing or circulating metal money of any form or denomination what- 
ever such as credit money or medals, under penalty of imprisonment in irons 
for fifteen years and the confiscation of said money” [Vide Hennins Numis- 
matic History of the Revolution, page 252 and 230.] 
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The significance of the cap of liberty on this coin has reference to the 
old Roman custom of placing a small cloth cap called a “ pileus ” upon the 
head of a slave when he had been manumitted. As soon as the cap was 
placed upon his head he was termed libertinus [a freed man] and his name 
was registered in the city tribes. When Saturnicus took posession of the 
capitol in the year 263, he hoisted a cap on the top of his spear to indicate 
that all slaves who joined his standard should become free men, Marius em- 
ployed the same symbol in the revolt against Sylla. The Jacobins in France 
always wore a red cap. 

There is a small cock on the helmet of Minerva as well as on the liberty 
cap. The cock in symbolic language has always played an important role. In 
the monumental language of ancient Egypt the hieroglyphical symbol for victor 
or conquerer was a small cock. Mahomet found in the first heaven a cock of 
such enormous size that its crest touched the second heaven. The crowing of 
this celestial bird arouses every living creature from sleep except man. The 
idol Nergal was the most common idol of the ancient Phoenicians, Persians, 
Indians, &c. The word Nergal means cock. The Koran has the proverb, 

‘ ‘When this cock ceases to crow, the day of judgment will be at hand,” 

The clasped hands symolically indicate “good faffh” and are often 
used on coins to indicate the purity or full weight of the metal. 




No. 2. 

Obv. Two hands clasped holding a staff surmounted by a liberty cap. 
[“Caisse De Bonne Foi Eta bile A Paris 1791.”] (Cash office of good 
faith established at Paris 1791.] Here the word “Foi” has the modern spell- 
ing. In the field “B. P. “3 S. | Trois Sols | L’an III. De La | Liberte.” 
[Good for 3 S., three sols, year three of liberty.] 

Rev. Cupid standing upon an eagle [?] Beneath which appear rocks 
with serpents issuing therefrom. Cupid holds a thunder-bolt in right hand 
and in the left supports a staff with banner attached surmounted by a cap of 
liberty. At the right is a tablet inscribed “Doit | De | L’Hom | Me ( ARTi | 
V.” [The Right’s of Man Art. 5,] vide No. 1, for explanation. A cock is 
perched upon the tablet, Inscription. “Payable En Echange D. Assignat” 
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[Payable at maturity of bills of the French Republic.] In exergue. Die 
cutters signature, “Montagon, ” I think, but it is not easy to make out and 
this may not be correct. Extremely rare. Copper. Size 17 

Another legend of the cock is this: “When King Solomon obtained 

dominion over all the creatures of the earth he chose the cock to be one of his 
constant companions because “the cock crows before the dawn thus inculcat- 
ing the I ad age for the day. Remember thy Creator Oh thoughtless man.” 
[ Bartolocci, Bibliotheca, Magna Rabbinica. ]

An Interesting Luther Medal. 



Obv. Dr. Martin Luther standing holding a lighted taper in his right 
hand and a bible in his left inscribed, “Bi | Blia | Sa | Cra.” Inscription. 
“Doctor Martin Luther. Just beneath the sockel “Loos.” 

Rev. Cut of the “Wartburg.” Inscription. “Eine Feste Burg 1st 
Unser Gott. [A firm belief in God.] In exergue. “Drittes Jubelfest | 
Der Reformation | D. 31 Octob | 1817.” Silver 19 

[Third jubilee of the Reformation 31st day of Oct. 1817.] 

Dr. Martin Luther the son of a poor miner was born atEisleben, in Up- 
per Saxony Nov. 10, 1483. At an early age he showed evidence of an active 
mind, hence was sent to school, but such was the extreme poverty of his par- 
pents that he was forced to eke out a scanty subsistence by singing and beg- 
ging from house to house. However, he made such rapid progress in his 
studies that at the age of 25 he became professor of philosophy at Witten- 
berg. At the age of 20 he first saw a bible. The reading of which 
made a profound impression ’upon his mind. Giovanni de Medici was then 
Pope Leo X., who being desirous of erecting a monument which should per- 
petuate his name to remotest posterity, but not having the necessary means 
devised a plan of selling indulgences. Exemption from the fires of purgatory 
could be purchased not only for crimes already committed but even those the 
buyer proposed to commit. This traffic was entrusted to Mendicant Monks. 
John Tetzel a Dominican Friar and of infamous character was selected by the 
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papal nuncios as a fit person for this discreditable task of cajoling his sim- 
ple minded countrymen. 

Among the schemes employed by Tetzel was a picture ' representing the 
devil tormenting souls in purgatory. The picture bore the following inscrip- 
tion: 


“When in the box the cash doth ring! 

The soul from out the fire doth spring.” 

In the cause of his trade Tetzel arrived at Wittenberg where Luther was 
teaching who denounced Tetzel and his methods with great vehemence. This 
started the movement which resulted in Protestantism. Tetzel caused fires to 
be lighted in the market place to frighten Luther, but these only served to 
animate his courage, and on the 31st day of October, 1517 [three hundred 
years before this medal was struck] he posted on the door of the church his 
celebrated theses which consisted of 95 propositions against selling indul- 
gences,. Frederick, the Elector of Saxony was unwilling to offer up so dis- 
tinguished a man as Luther to Tetzel hence but little resulted from this alter- 
cation. Even when reported to Leo X., he only exclaimed “Tush, Tush, tis 
a quarrel of Monks,” “This Luther writes well, he is a man of fine genius.” 
The breach continued to widen and the Pope finally became alarmed at the 
large following of Luther and obliged the Elector of Saxony to summon him 
to appear before a Diet and defend his teachings. 

Luther’s friends trembled for his fate and he was advised not to pro- 
ceed to Worms lest he suffer the fate of Huss. The Reformer replied in the 
following language. “Huss has been burned yet the truth has not been con- 
sumed with him. “Go I will, be there as many devils aiming at me as there 
are tiles on the house tops.” After quitting Worms he proceeded to Alten- 
stein where he was captured by his friends and conveyed to the Wartburg, a 
castle, [the cut of which appears on the reverse of this medal.] Here Luther 
lived in safety and spent his time translating the scriptures into German. He 
renounced the Catholic religion and bidding defiance to an ancient prophesy 
“that out of the union of a monk with a nun Antichrist should spring,” mar- 
ried a handsome young nun named Catherine Von Bora, by whom he had four 
children. Luther was attacked with an “inflammation” [?] and died Feb. 18, 
1546. His remains were burried at Wittenberg. When Chas. VI. was pass- 
ing throgh this town he was advised by Dul e Alva to “disenter and burn the 
body of the arch-heretic.” The King made this magnanimous reply. “Let 
him rest, he has appeared before his judge t ie now, I wage war with the liv- 
ing and not with the dead.”

Horne Tooke was a lawyer by profession, he was the son of a poulterer 
in Newport market, when asked by some of his schoolmates what his father 
was replied, a “Turkey Merchant.” Mr. Took*, the father lived in Newport 
St., hence he was a near neighbor to Frederick Prince of Wales, who held his 
court at the Lercester house. Some of the servants thinking an outlet toward 
the market would be convenient, an adjoining wall was cut through and a 
door placed in the opening. This was a palpable encroachment on the 
property of Mr. Tooke. Horne remonstrated with the official# of the Prince 
but they paid but little attention to representations of the son of a dealer in 
geese and turkeys. Horne appealed from the insolence of office and winning 
his case the doorway was ordered closed. Thus it was that a tradesman triumph- 
ed over the “heir apparent” of the English crown. This successful start had 
its influence on Horne’s aims in life. He was of remarkable sagacity and 
followed the course of the French Revolution with zeal. He had the convic- 
tion that republican principals would succeed and his favorite saying was: 
“We shall live to see the day when the distinctions of title will be abolished 
and we may eat our mutton without being teased with such childish objects as 
ribbons, stars and garters.” Tooke did not entertain very serious religious 
views as the following letter of his to John Wilkes, in 1765 will show, “You 
are now entering into correspondence with a parson and I am greatly appre- 
hensive lest that title should disgust, but give me leave to assure you I am 
not ordained a hypocrite. It is true I have suffered the infectious hand of a 
bishop to be waved over me, whose imposition, like the sop giyen to Judas, 
is only a signal for the devil to enter, I hope I have escaped the contagion; 
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and, if I have not and you should at any time discover the black spot under 
tny tongue, pray kindly assist me to conquer the prejudices of education and 
profession.” Tooke also was a firm friend to Americans and they enjoyed 
his support. In 1777 he was carried to the King’s Bench to receive sentence 
for publishing his advertisement for subscriptions for the Americans. Lord 
Mansfield ordered him to prison. “What,” he cried before sentence?” Lord 
Mansfield was intimidated and dismissed him. A few days afterwards he was 
again brought into cou~t. The Attorney General pleaded for his being set iu 
the pillory. Mansfield was, however, afraid and would not venture the pil- 
lory but sentenced him to a fine and one year’s imprisonment, subsequently- 
he was put on trial for his life for treason, but so far as being moved from. 
the danger of his position he was never in more buoyant spirits. His wit and 
humor had often been exhibited in courts of justice: but never had they been 
so brilliant as on this occasion. 

Erskine had at his request been assigned as his counsel; but the prison- 
er himself undertook the cross-examining of the witnesses for the crown. 
Tooke kept the court in an uproar by a series of preliminary jokes. When 
asked by the court how he would be tri» d he answered, “I would be tried by 
God and my country— but” [looking sarcastically round the court] “J don't 
$ee them here." T ooke was acquitted of the charge of treason but for many 
years remained the terror of judges, ministers of state and all constituted 
authorities. Tooke was born in 1744 and died in 1820. He wrote a well known 
etymological work. “ The Diversions of Purley .” John Timbs “ Historic 

Nine Pins." 

“Horne Tooke the Jacobin Reformer who loudly sang Sedition’s mur- 
murer, and passed his life so free and gaily, not dreaming of that d — Old 
Baily,” Anti Jacobin Review.

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A price list of this “necessity money” has never heretofore appeared to 
my knowledge, I am in hopes, therefore, that the present will be a guide to 
both the collector and the dealer. 

In every case the stamp is enclosed within a rim of brass and is covered 
with a thin layer of mica. The stamps of the lc. denomination are all blue; 
the 3c., red; the 5c., brown; the 10c., green; the 12c., black; the 24c., violet; the 
30c., orange; and the 90c , blue. 

The enumeration followed is that adopted by me in my worfc on the 
“Copper Cents of the United States,” viz: 

1. The dealer’s name, represented by the letters C. P. or L., which re- 
fer respectively to: 

S. H. and H. Chapman, of Philadelphia; Ed. Frossard, of New York 
City, and Lyman H. Low, of New York City. 

2. The date of the sale. 

3. The number in the catalogue ( in parentheses. ) 

4. The price realized. 

It remains only to be added that the patentee was J. Gault, and where 
his name occurs on the reverse it is generally incused, all other inscriptions 
being in raised letters. An asterisk (*) denotes a minute variation of design 
from the number preceding,

MALAYAN TRADE TOKENS. 


Howland Wood. 


As far as we know no paper on the copper trading tokens of theMalayan 
people in Southeastern Asia nas been published this side of the Atlantic. A 
few specimens are often found in the cabinets of our collectors, and are oc- 
casionally noted in our sale catalogues, but beyond their being usually at- 
tributed to Malacca and Sumatra, little further seems known regarding them 
by the great majority of our students of coinage. To make them more intel- 
ligible to collectors is the object of this paper. At the outset we shall dis- 
claim any attempt at originality, but acknowledge our indebtedness to Josef 
Neumann, in his “Coins of British Possessions,” Adolph Weyl, in his 
“Catalogue of the Fonrobert Collection” and to Lieut. Col. H. Leslie Ellis, 
whose article on the subject was published in the Numismatic Chronicle in 1895 
we have found of value to us in our investigations. 
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The necessities of trade in countries as they become civilized, demand 
a recognized circulating medium of SQme sort, of a definite fixed value, to 
give in exchange for the commodities of commerce. This has been the his- 
tory of the world since the dawn of civilization and the time came when these 
Malayan people demanded a currency in exchange for their products and for 
home circulation. 

Settlements were early made in Java and Sumatra by the Dutch and 
English but were abandoned, and it was not until 1644 that the trade became 
of sufficient importance to necessitate a special coinage which was provided 
by the Dutch and the East India company.

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The next coinage appeared in 1804 and presented the usual obverse type 
of the East India Company for this year.

The great increase in trade and traffic in the settlements at this period, 
and the lack of sufficient small change or the unpopularity of that then in use, 
seemed to demand an increase in the circulating medium and the traders or 
speculators in the emergency were equal to the occasion. Howorth [ c. ] states 
“that for trading purposes on both side the Straits of Malacca a great num- 
ber of coins were struck and issued by English merchants in the early part of 
this century. The one Kepeng was copied by speculators who issued large 
numbers with the legends Island of Sumatra or Island of Sultana in 
place of the words East India Company.” 

This brings us to the subject matter proper of this article, Malayan 
Trade Tokens. Authorities all agree that these tokens were issued in Eng- 
land and that thev were purely speculative in character. There is no govern- 
mental authority back of any of them, and their use seems to have been con- 
fined to those states which were wholly of semi-independent of European 
power. 

There is a great similarity in all the pieces. The obverse usually has 
the name of the state and the reverse contatns the value and date. The lan- 
guage is Malay Arabic [d. ] They were issued only in twodenorainations, one and 
two kepengs, and a curious thing to be noted is that but few of the states have 
pieces of both denominations. 


b . “It is curious and unexplained that most of these pieces are dated 
1804 and 1835, but it is more than probable, at the same time, that they were 
not very punctually issued On the other hand, these facts point to the idea 
that the different pieces coined for each of these years had a common origin, 
and that origin without doubt is to be traced to the British traders.” Ellis,

New York Notes. 

The sturdy figure and the gruff voice of him, who bought at our auction 
sales under the name of “New York” are seen and heard no more. While to 
a stranger Mr. Harlan P. Smith’s appearance, manners and methods were re- 
pellent, those who knew him well and were acquainted with his kind dispo- 
sition, can only speak of him in terms of the highest praise. 

If the amateur consulted him concerning a scarce coin his opinion was 
freely given and could always be relied on. His experience of twenty-five or 
thirty years made him an authority— especially of rare Americana. He be- 
lieved in the study of coins, and allowed no fine American pieces to be sold 
under its fair value if he was present at the sale. 

Mr. Smith had a sarcastic and a humorous side. The former trait of 
his character was exhibited when he wrote his description of the “Wyman 
collection.” Older numismatists will remember the incident, and the younger 
ones who do not, can refer to the catalogue of the Hubbard sale, July 12 and 
43, 1883, [page 25] and read Mr. Smith’s comments. 

Mr. Smith’s humorous notes in his catalogues were well worth reading. 
Ag an example take the numismatic collections of Messrs. Sandham and Cush- 
ing of Montreal, which were arranged by him and sold at auction Jan’y. 18 
and i9, 1884. This catalogue is prefaced with the following notice: 

All coins and medals in this catalogue are guaranteed Genuine, except 
when described as “ counterfeit ,” ip which case you may rely upon that being 
a fact also. 

Scattered through the pages of this catalogue are his witty remarks. 
^Those who posess it should turn to Nos. 184, 856 and 916. Space forbids me 
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from going into a description, but the subjects treated are greatly diversified 
and range from Sunday Schools to cleaning copper cents with bath brick. 


One of the readers of the Numismatist sends me what he calls a “puz- 
zle,” and writes “in how many ways can you make the change for a quarter 
dollar, by employing only the coins in use at the present time?” Now, my 
dear sir, I am not going to tell Dr. Heath your name, and I have destroyed 
your letter, but please do not send me any more of your “puzzles”— send 
them to the “children’s page” of your home magazine.

NEW ENOLAND NOTES.

He re- 
ports that the coin business was booming, there never before being quite such 
a good demand for fine coins. 


Mr. Hathaway of Fall River is disposing of his fine collection of United 
States cents. He recently sold his 1801, var. 1-000 for $2,500; it was strictly 
uncirculated, and said to be one of the finest specimens known. His 1822 
sold for $12,00; it was red uncirculated and one of the finest cents of this date 
I ever saw. 


According to reports there is an effort being made to corner the market 
on encased postage stamps. Many will remember, no doubt of a similar ef- 
fort made about a year ago on the 1856 eagle cent, and we think this should 
be a warning.

Cromwell’s cabinet contained consular coins commemorating censo rs 
Carolus collected curios China concoctions, called coins, celebrating certain 
cryptic cruelties. Clever counterfeiters continually circulated* cast • cinq cen- 
times, causing constant criticism. Consequently custodians contriving cau- 
tiously confiscated confederate consignments. Capitalists characteristic^ 
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combined, cunningly cumulating costly coffers containing crowns. Candidly; 
cashiers, countrymen, collectors, capture choice coins, crisp currency, credi- 
tably courting correspondent’s confidence.

A Tretradrachm of Ptolemy II. [Philadelphia.]

An extremely rare tetradrachara. S 19 

Ptolemy Soter, son of Logus and Arsinoe, a concubine of Philip II., 
was born 367 B. C. The story of his birth is that Logus repudiated the pa- 
ternity and cast the child into a thicket where he was seen by an eagle, which. 
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instead of pouncing down upon the infant and bearing it off as a dainty mor- 
sel for the young eaglets, brooded and warmed young Ptolemy. From this 
event the eagle became sacred to the future King of Egypt and was in after 
years placed upon his coins and upon those of the dynasty he was about to 
establish. 

Another explanation for the placing of the eagle on the coins of this 
dynasty is this: in the Hieroglyphic Alphabet of the Ancient Egyptians, the 
eagle was the symbolic sign for the letter “A.” i. e. stood first, then came to 
denote the first in authority or the chief ruler, hence the king. Ptolemy must 
have been familiar with the use of the Greek letter alpha [“A”] in this same 
sense. We have the same expression in sacred writing, in the passage which 
says: “I am the Alpha [A] and the Omega [ft]. ‘‘The beginning and the end.” 
[Rev. 1.8. ] 

Young Ptolmey after being warmed by the eagle was found by some 
ladies of tae Macedonian court [“probably friends of Arsinoe”] thus becom- 
ing the youthful companion of young Alexander, receiving the same favors 
and training and treated with marked favor by Philip, he grew to manhood 
skilled in the art of warfare so that at the age of 37 he was one of the leading 
generals in the army of Alexander. After the death of Alexander his empire 
was divided. Egypt falling to the share of Ptulmis as his name was written on 
monuments, thus “forming the XXXIII d dynasty of Egyptian kings, each of 
whom married his own sister. Theirreign extended from 305 to30 B. C. and was 
characterized by infamy, tyranny, murder, poisoning and incestuous unions. 

Bernice was the daughter of Logus and Antigone. She was the half- 
sister of Ptolemy and became his second wife about 320 B. C. Plutarch de- 
scribes her as being the first in virtue and wisdom of all the wives of the 
dynasty. An anecdote is related that once while the king was playing dice a list 
of the condemned was brought in by an offi cer of the court for his approval 
before they were executed Bernice did not consider these unfortunates had 
had sufficient hearing hence she took the list from the officers hands and the 
king yielded to her desires and spared their lives. 

Ptolemy IT., surnamedPhiladelphus was ason of Ptolemy I. and Bernice. 
He was born in the Island of Cos., 309 B. C., ascended the throne a few vears 
before his father’s death. He married extensively, among his wives were his 
niece and sister. His reign was distinguished for the cultivation of the arts 
of peace rather thau the practice of warfare. Philosophers and Savants from 
all nations were invited to his court. The Alexandrian library was enlarged, 
& royal zoological garden was established, and the celebrated lighthouse was 
built on the island of Pharos. 

Pharos was a small rocky islet off the coast of Egypt connected to 
Alexandria by the Heptastadium. This lighthouse was considered one of the 
seven wonders of the world. 

By his orders the Hebrew scriptures were translated into Greek and the 
version called the Septaugint thus formed. E^vpt rose to a high rank among 
the nations in power and wealth. HU reign lasted from 285 to 247 B. C. 
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Which Arsinoe appears on this coin is a mooted question. Lysimachus, 
king of Thrace, married Arsinoe, the daughter ofl Ptolemy I. and Bernice 
who was own sister to Ptolemy II, She had a daughter by Lysimachus also 
named Arsinoe, who married her uncle, Ptolemy II. Lysimachus died and 
and his widow married Ptolemy Cevaumes , who was also her half brother. 
He murdered two of her children and exiled Arsinoe to Samothrace. 
She made her escape and married Ptolemy II.. her own brother and son- 
in-law as he was already married to his niece, her daughter. Ptolemy III. 
[Evergetes] was a son by his [P. II.] niece-wife as his sister-wife bore him 
no children. The mother and daughter did not agree and Arisnoe, the niece- 
wife was accused of plotting against her own mother and rival 
was banished to the island of Coptis. Humphrey states that this coin 
was issued by Ptolemy III. and is a restored coin in honor of his father and 
grand-father, now which Arsinoe would he be likely to honor, his mother, 
whom his father had banished and hated, or his aunt, whom his father had 
loved almost to madness? 

XVIII. 

Ax Interesting Bibical Token. 



Obv. The ark resting upon the waters of the submerged world. Above 
and at the right, a dove with olive leaf. [“The dove came in to him in the 
evening; and lo, in her mouth was an olive leaf pluckt off.”] Gen. 8, XI.] 

Legend. “Befiehl Dem Herrn UeineWege.” [Commit to the Lord 
thy way.] In exergue. “Und Hoffe Auf Ihn.” [And trust in him.] 

Rev. An altar with sacrificial offerings burning. Seven persons in 
attitude of prayer, four on the right and three on the left of the altar [“And 
Noah built an altar unto the Lord and offered burnt offerings.” Gen. 8, XX.] 
In the right background is seen the ar£ resting on Mt. Ararat; on the 
left another mountain appears bearing three olive trees. Above the altar is a 
rain-bow. [“And the rain-bow shall be in the cloud. Gen.|9, XVI.] 

Inscription. “Er Wirds Wohl Machem.” [And he will make it 
right.] Siver. Size 21 

We would expect to see eight persons making sacrifice at the altar, for 
Noah, Shem. Ham and JaphetT, with their wives were saved, but there are 
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only seven seen. Is the missing one Noraida, Noah’s wife? There is a legend 
that she was unwilling to go into the ark and the quarrel between the patri- 
arch and Noraida form an important feature of “Noah’s Flood” in the 
Chester and Townley Mysteries — Chaucer in “ Canterbury Tales , 3534, alludes 
to this quarrel in the following manner: 

“Hastow nought herd quod Nicholas, also 
The sorwe of Noe with his felaschippe 
That he had or he gat his wyf to schippe.” 

Besides the deluge referred to on this medal we have accounts of that of 
Satyavrata, of the Indians; of Fohi, the Chinese; of Xisuthrus the Assyrians; 
of Ogyges, the Atticans; [Varro tells us that the “planet Venus underwent a 
great change in the reign of Ogyges, thus causing a great Hood.” Said to 
have occurred B. C. 1764.] The deluge of Deucalion is the most celebrated af- 
ter the Noahian. .1 Deucalion was the father of Hellen “the great eponym of 
the Hellenic race,” Apollodorus says: “The enormous iniquity of the bra- 

zen race provoked Zues to send a general deluge.” Deucalion was saved in 
a chest or ark which he had been forewarned by his father, Prometheus, to 
construct. After floating about for nine days his boat rested on Mount Par- 
nassus. When the water had receded Deucalion and his wife Pyrrha were 
lonesome and prayed Zues to give them companions. The god directed that 
they should cast the “bones of their mother ov^r their heads.” At first they 
did not understand what the command meant, but a little thinking taught 
them “mother” referred to the “earth” and “bones” to the “stones.” The 
stones cast backwards by Deucalion became men, and those cast by Pyrrha, 
become women, hence it came about that “the stony race of men came to ten- 
ant the soil of ’Greece.” Grate's History of Greece, VoL 1 . For the inter- 
change between Xads people and Xaas stone Vide Pindar . () l.m y pic Games. 1X66 .

A siege Piece of Touknay.

Rev. Arms of the MaiQui* de ^rrville. On the left the figure 8, on the 
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right S [ols]. Eight sols being the value. [Scott’s catalogue gives the value 
as eight petards.] Very rare. Copper. Size 18 

This obsidional coin was issued in 1709 while Tournay was besieged by 
the allied armies. The date being in chronogram. We take the largest 
numerals of the inscription thus, M DCC VIIII, 1709. Tournay is a city of 
Belgium in the province of Hainault, on the Scheldt, near the French frontier. 
The siege of Tournay occurred during the war known in history as the “War 
of the Spanish Succession.** Its cause was that 1 ouis XIV. King of France, 
who was very powerful and a catholic, wished to make his grand-son king of 
Spain. This was considered by certain protestant powers as detrimental to 
the welfare of Europe, especially Queen Anne of England, the people of 
Holland and some German states, hence these people i. e., the English, Dutch, 
and some Germans formed an alliance to defeat the project of Louis XIV. 
in placing Spain under his control. Queen Anne’s Minister, 
Duke of Marlborough, was the commander of the allies, Arnold Foster’s 
History of England says; “The Duke of Marlborough was the greatest 
general this country ever produced and his greatness as a soldier was recog- 
nized not only by his own countrymen but by every nation of Europe, whether 
friend or foe.” 

The French feared him and his name became a household word in 
France, where young and old all caught up the tune of the famous song, Marl- 
bvook tS'en va-ten guerre .” [Marlborough has gone to the wars.] The French 
had fortified Tournay but Marlborough and Prince Eugene took the city af- 
ter a siege of twenty-one days. Gun powder was beginning to be used and 
both the besiegers and the besieged resorted to its use in mining. The con- 
sequences were often dreadful. The English miners often met and fought 
with those of the enemy; and sometimes the troops mistaking friends for foes, 
killed fellow soldiers. Sometimes whole companies entered the mines at the 
very moment when they were ready primed for explosion. They were often 
inundated with water, suffocated with smoke or buried alive in the cavities 
and left to perish, and on some occasions whole battalions were blown into 
the air and their limbs scattered at a distance like lava from a volcano* One 
day M. de Surville made a sally, and drove the besiegers from a port they 
had taken, but being repulsed, and one hundred and fifty men having taken 
possession of the lodgement, the enemy sprung a mine, blew them all into the 
air, and overturned all the gabions. On a subsequent day, an inhabitant of 
Tournay went to the Earl of Albermarle, and offered to discover one of the 
principal mines of the citadel, on condition that he would make him head 
goaler of all the prisons of Tournay; this was agreed to. and the man per- 
formed what he had undertaken; so that three hundred men were posted in the 
mine, and eight hundred in the town ditch t<* support them; but in the middle 
of the night M. de Megrigny sprung two mines, one immediately under the 
large mine, in which all three hundred men, before mentioned, were stifled, 
and the other threw up part of the ditch and > iried a hundred men. Tournay 
soon after capitulated. 
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MINT /"1ARKS ON ROMAN COINS. 


W. G. Jerrems, Jr. 

For the benefit of the collectors who may be interested in the large ser- 
ies of coins of the Roman Empire issued during and after the monetary re- 
form of Diocletian, and bearing exergual letters or signs denoting the towns 
or offices in which they were struck, I have collected a few notes, which are 
chiefly excerpts from the best article bearing on the subject which have come 
to my notice. 

For those who may desire to further pursue this entertaining subject, I 
will recommend the following articles, from which I have taken many para- 
graphs bodily; viz: 48th, 49th and 50th articles of “Chats on Roman Coins 
with Young Collectors,” by Rev. A. W. Hands and published in Spink & 
Son’s! “Monthly Numismatic Circular,” Vol. VII. Mr. A. W. Hand’s article 
in Vol. IV: of same journal, and Mr. F. W. Madden’s “Handbook to Roman 
Coins.” 

I shall not attempt at present to note any facts or theories leading to the 
classification of the mint marks of the coins issued before the reign of Diocle- 
tian, but will preface my notes by a few remarks about the events which lead 
us to the geographical classification of the various mints. 

The exigencies of the military situation were such that Diocletian desir- 
ing a colleague who would share with him the burdens of power and responsi- 
bility, elevated his friend Maximian to the rank of Augustus. (A. D. 286. ) 
On this occasion the emperors assumed, the one the surname of Jovius, the 
other that of Herculius, in allusion to their different characters, and the parts 
they were to bear in the state. 

The exercise of their joint and several abilities being still insufficient for 
the maintainance of the Roman power, Diocletion resolved to associate two 
other generals in the imperial power, under the tittle of Caesars they were to 
rank beneath the emperors, but their power was to be absolute in the parts of 
the empire assigned them. The persons selected were Galerius, Maximianus 
and Constautius (sometimes called Chlorus. ) 

For himself Diocletion reserved Thrace, Egypt and the Asiatic Province. 
Galerius governed the provinces of the Danube, Maximian held Italy and 
Africa, and Constantius ruled Spain, Gaul and Britain. 

Prior to the reign of Diocletion there were in use nine mints situate in 
Rome: Antioch, Milan, Treves, Cyzicus, Siscia, Serdica, Taracco, and Tar- 
sus. During his reign a numher of the mints were opened, which we will 
enumerate according to their geographical position. 

For our purposes the Empire is divided into four part: Gallia, Italia, 
Illyricum and Qriens

In Gallia the mints were established at Londinium, (now London,) 
Camulodunura, ( now Colchester ) Trevira, (now Treves,) Lugdunum, (now 
Lyons, ) Arelate, (now Arles, ) Ambianum, (now Amiens) and Taracco.l 

In Italia the mints were at Karthago, Roma, Ostia, Aquileia and Medi- 
olanum (now Milan. ) 

In Illyricum at Siscia, Serdica, Sirmium and Thessalonica. 

In the East at Constantinople, Heraclea Nicomedea, Cyzicus, Antiochia 
and Alexandria. 

The great majority of the coins of this period bear in the exergue letters 
indicating the name of the place in which they were struck. 

A careful examination of the method of arranging the letters found on 
the exergue will save the beginner much trouble in reading the mint marks. 

It should be observed that the letters in the exergue are sometimes com- 
bined to express four different things. 

I. The letters S. M., signifying 4 Sacra Moneta, ” or P. S. “Pecunia 
Sacra,’ ’ 

II. The name of the town abbreviated, or its initial letter. 

III. The number of mint office of which there were sometimes five or 
six in one town. 

The number of the issue with probable reference to the bullion ordered 
to be minted. 

These numbers are expressed in the west sometimes by the numbers I., 
II., III., IV., V., or by the letters P for Primus, S. for Secundus, T for Ter- 
tius, Q ,for Quartus, V for Quintus, and in the East by the Greek letters A. B. 
T. A. E. for the same number. 

In order to explain the use of these exergual letters more fully I append 
a number of examples with full readings:

A Few of These Coins Not in Breton’s 4 4 Canadian Coins and Tokens.” 


J. C. Trenaman. 

The following “bouquet” sous differ mostly from those of Breton in be- 
ing struck from cracked dies. In order to illustrate the coins without repro- 
ducing the cuts, I will use the same numbers as used by Mr. Breton in his 
work. 

Breton 679. The one illustrated in book has ribbon on Rev. tied so as 
to make a complete bow and there also exists a Var where part of the bow is 
missing. 

Breton 682. A broken die of the Rev. side and on left hand side of coin, 
extending in as far as the Breton of the u in un 

Breton 688. A broken die of the Rev. starting at the top of the third 
leaf on the inside of the right side and extending to the leaf on the inside op- 
posite, between Un — Sou. The same die is also broken from a point starting 
at the base of the first leaf on the outside of the left side, and extending up- 
wards. 

Breton 691* Broken died on the Rev. side, starting at tip of first leaf 
on the left side and extending upwards between the K. E. The third Var of 
this coin is on the Obv.. the words Bas Canada are much closer together and 
there is no dash ( — ) between them. 

Dreton 704. Another broken die. Starting at the top of the last leaf 
on the left hand side and extending straight up, eomes out at the base of the 
first leaf on the outside of the left side. 

Breton 716. The coin was struck from different dies. It is a larger pat- 
tern and the principal difference to be noticed in the die work is of the Q in 
banque. The stem of the Q is much further away from the main part of the 
letter.

The consensus of opinion seems to be, That 
while it may be possible that a clam found the coin,|a “lobster” wrote it up for 
the special benefit of the lay press. J. A. Black of Bay City, sends us one of 
the “coins” of which we give a cut. Dr. Wright has about a dozen varieties 
of them in his caoinet. Mr. J. L. Turner of Minneapolis, states that his 
grand-father, years ago, sent him from Oxford, England, several of the pieces 
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of whUt counters which were particularly in vogue in the fifties. On his coun- 
ter a woman is represented as sitting at a card table. In one hand she holds 
three cards and with the other is playing the fourth, the ace of trumps on a 
four spot.

A HALF RUPEE OF NEPAUL. 


President Wright has this to say regarding the inquiry of Mr. Pattee 
in our April issue: 

“The puzzler” from Frank Pattee is of easy solution to those having 
had access to the “Streets of Cairo” at the Pan American Exposition. Nearly 
every oriental booth had specimens exposed for sale. I picked out several 
varieties. They occur in three sizes, one larger and one smaller than the 
illustration. The Orientals claimed that they were coins, but by the quantity 
and the low price at which they could be purchased, I have concluded that 
they did not have the sanction of any ruler, but were simply tokens or bangles 
issued for sale. Fifteen cents would purchase any size toward the end of the 
season. At first the Asiatics charged fancy prices for them, getting as high 
as $1.00 from visitors seeking souvenirs. 

Mr. Editor: The coin figured on page 109, April Numismatist, and 
about which information is wanted, is a rupee of Nepaul, a state in Hindostan, 
and bears date 1065, if I read the rough drawing correctly. There is also a 
gold coin almost identical, both coins are in the writer’s cabinet, and many 
others similar in size or smaller, in both metals, and on nearly all of them a 
sword or kriss is the central device. On all these coins the inscription is in 
Sanscrit with Hindoo symbols or signs. W. G. W. 

Otis Balcom of Cincinnati, in a late visit to the editor, brought one of 
these pieces which came to him through a friend from Allahabad, India. The 
editor has no doubts as to the genuineness of these half rupees belonging to 
Mr. Pattee and Mr. Balcom. As to the exact status of those pieces sold at 
Chicago during the Exposition, we do not know. We remember seeing some- 
thing of the sort there, but did not “invest.*’ The Orientals there were not 
without guile. 
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New York Notes. 


A correspondent writes to me and asks “what is the coin known as the 
Stolen Kingdom Dollar?” I have never seen such a piece but I will translate 
for his benefit the following story which I have discovered in a German 
numismatical work and which may satisfy him. While I will not vouch for 
the truth of the incident, it is at any rate a pretty tale, and appears to answer 
his querry in a measure. 

After the seven years war, when Frederick the Great of Prussia had con- 
quered Silesia, he kept in oifce many of the Austrian officials, especially 
those in the higher and more important positions. Among those whom he re- 
tained was the master of the mint at Breslau, who detested the Prussians and 
was a loyal adherant of Maria Theresa. This mint master received an order 
to coin a certain number of “Gulden” with the portrait of Frederick in lieu of 
the features of the Empress— an order which he promptly executed. On the 
day, however, when he delivered the new coins to the authorities he disap- 
peared, and was never afterwards heard from. It was at first supposed that 
his absence was associated with some huge defalcation on his part, but when 
his accounts were examined everything was found to be correct. 

The new coins, meanwhile, were circulated, and in a short time a curious 
discovery was made. On the reverse the ordinary inscription reads: Ein 
Reich-Thaler, but in these specimens the above words were cleverly altered 
to Ein Reich Stahl Er, (i. e. “he stole an empire,”) 

All efforts to trace the master of the mint, were, as I said before without 
result. The government promptly destroyed all specimens of the coins obtain- 
able, and after that it offered a premium for such as were in circulation. 
Many were thus recovered and melted, but the story says a few are still ex- 
tant and highly prized by the numismatists. 


In reply to another correspondent who asks the origin of “Five Shilling 
dollars,” I would say that in 1798, about a year the Bank of England had 
suspended specie payments, silver tokens made their appearance, and Span- 
ish dollars were sent to the mint, where the head of George III. was stamped 
on the neck of Charles II. They then passed, by law, for five shillings ster- 
ling; but the coins themselves were not more current at the time, than the fol- 
lowing doggerel, to which the transaction gave rise: 


To make the dollar of Spain for five shilling to pass, 
Stamp the head of a fool on the neck of an ass.

OUR RIGHTS & PRIVILEGES REMAIN UNCHANGED. W. M. 29. 

In order to understand the cause of the “Old Price’ ’ riots a few histori- 
cal notes are necessary. The Old Convent Garden Theatre was destroyed by 
fire and steps were taken to rebuild at once. The first stone of the new 
building was laid with great ceremony by the Prince of Wales as Grand Mas- 
ter of the British Free Masons on the 31st of December 1808. It was comple- 
ted with such rapidity that on the I8th of September 1809, it was opened. 
Kemble appeared in the character of Macbeth. In the new arrangement of the 
hall a row of private boxes formed the third tier under the gallery; they were 
twenty-six in number, with a private room behind each and the access was by 
a staircase exclusively appropriated to them, with an exclusive lobby also, 
having no communication with the other parts of the house. The furniture of 
each box and the adjoining room was to be according to the taste of the 
several occupants. To make these extraordinary accommodations for the no- 
bility, the comfort of the masses was considerably diminished, especially in 
the other tier of boxes and gallery, and one part was reduced to a little better 
than a row of pigeon holes. To crown all the theatre opened with an increase 
of prices, the pit being raised from three shillings six pence to four shillings, 
and the boxes from six to seven shillings. The management stated that this 
was necessary to cover the great expense of rebuilding the theatre. The pub- 
lic was not satisfied with this explanation. They accused Kemble of pander- 
ing to the luxury of the rich. The popular belief in the extreme profligacy of 
the higer classes led people to believe that the rooms attached to the private 
boxes were to be used for the most shameful purposes and they accused the 
manager of having built a bagnio instead of a theatre. On the first night 
Kemble was greeted with groans, hisses and yells, and every species of vocal 
power, that could be brought into play; he was driven from the stage. The 
next night the riot continued with greater fury; to the voices were now added 
a multitude of cat calls, horns, trumpets, watchmen’s rattles, and anything 
that would produce discordant din. 

This continued night after night, the manager was determined to van- 
quish the people. He hired a great number of pugilists so that the pit had 
the appearance of a boxing school. Police officers were stationed in the boxes 
who acted indiscreetly, but the only effect was to add fuel to the flame. Many 
fights occurred, people were carried home disabled. The officers and pugilists 
were driven from the building. The following night the theatre was filled with 
placards inscribed: “No private Boxes with sofas!” “No Grim Con Boxes!” 

“Death to the police officers?” “Old Prices?” “Open Boxes!” etc. One bore 
the inscription “A Row For Our Rights For Forty Nights!” The leader of the 
riots was a barrister named Clifford. 

With these historical notes in mind we can proceed to the explanation 
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of the devices on the medal. The jackass typifies Kemble, John Bull the peo- 
ple: The legend translated reads: From N(ew prices) to 0( Id prices) Jack 
(Kemble) you must go. 

The following parody on the national anthem was especially popular at 
that time: 

“God save great Johnny Bull, 

Long live our noble Bull, 

Make him uproarious! 

With Lungs like Boreas, 

Till he’s victorious, 

O Johnny Bull be true, 

Oppose the prices new, 

And make them fall, 

Curse Kemble’s politics, 

Frustrate his Knavish tricks. 

No private boxes let, 

Intriguing ladies get, 

From Little pigeon holes; 

Defend us, Jolly Souls, 

God save John Bull!”

The letters on this medal were taken from the placards— O. P. indicates 
Old Prices; O, B. Open Boxes, and D. P. O. Dismiss^the Police Officers, 

These were the demands made by thejpeople. Kemble gave up the con- 
test and gave a public dinner at the Crown & Anchor Hotel on the 14th of 
September. The old prices were restored. The! box-keeper, Mr. Brandon dis- 
charged. Kemble made apology for introducing the police and prize fighters 
into the theatre. The people gave three cheers for Clifford who was placed in 
the chair. These historical notes are abridged from Thomas Wrights “Cari- 
cature History of the Georges.”

John Philip Kemble was born in 1757. Died 1823. He was educated for 
the Roman Catholic priesthood but adopted the theatrical profession. He 
was manager of Drury Lane and part proprietor of Convent Garden from 1803 
to 1817. He was unpopular with all but the aristocratic portion of his au- 
dience. He is said to have been proud and authorative in his bearing to- 
wards others, and to have given disgust by the'affectation which he exhibited 
in his manners, language and even in his acting. Anlamusing instance of this 
was shown in the obstinacy with which he contended the word “ac/ie” should 
be pronounced as if written “aitche.” This explains the spelling of the 
legend on the obverse of this token together with the use of the word “obsti- 
nacy.” The letters O. P. denote Old* Prices. John Bull’s Jubilee alludes to. 
the celebration of the completionlof the fiftieth year of the King’s reiern.

In the year 1843 a democratic majority was elected who were favorable 
to aliens or naturalized citizens. As a result local officer were parcelled out 
to this class of citizens. This created bad feeling from the fact that most of 
this class was of the Roman Catholic faith. The faction that opposed this 
method came to be known as the American party. The nativist feeling con- 
tinued to spread, and through fear of the power of the Romish church, a 
secret oath-bound fraternity was instituted known as “The Son’s of ’76” or 
the order of the “Star Spangled Banner.” Its real name and object was not 
revealed even to its members until they reached the higher degrees and their 
constant answer when questioned was “I don’t know” giving rise to the title 
“Know Nothings” as they were dubbed by their opponents. “Americans Must 
Rule America” was one of their mottos and the command that Washington 
was said to have given on a certain critical occasions “Put none but Ameri- 
cans on guard tonight” was a favorite countersign of theirs. 

The Know Nothing party had enrolled some of our brightest statesmen. 
Henry Clay was supposed to be a member. 

Immediately after the election referred to above one of his correspond- 
ents wrote him as follows: “Ireland has conquered the country which Eng- 

land lost.”

NUMISMATIC “GLOBE TROTTING.’’ 


Frank C. Higgins. 

I should be sorry if the many years of exile from my native land which 
have slipped by, had no greater significance than the pursuit of a “hobby” 
yet I am true to my surname in confessing that to the chance possession of a 
few almost worthless coins in childhood, among them a Victorian Rupee of 
1862, slipped into my baby fist by a returned traveller, who knew my parents 
and the bent of mind and taste which their contemplation engendered I owe 
what is, to me, nearly half a lifetime spent on foreign soil. 

When I was a little boy, nearly thirty years ago, almost any coin made 
of copper and not smaller than a cent, passed for that value among purvey- 
ors of wares to the juvenile (scholastic, so that diligent enquiry at small 
stores usually resulted in quite a crop of “big” cents and miscellaneous 
“foreigners” which proved eminently satisfying to a mind of modest dimen- 
sions. My first important investment was twenty-five cents for Scott’s Copper 
Catalogue, and then I sent east — it was from Minnesota— the princely sum of 
thirty-five cents to J. W. Scott & Co., for a George II. half-penny (old head) 
and a farthing (young head) “fair.” I will not exactly say that I did not re- 
ceive a bargain for I was pleased, but I would willingly engage to amass 
a large fortune in debiting the same coins in the same condition to a 
continuous run of custom at two cents apiece, to-day, and throw in twenty- 
five years greater antiquity at that. 

My first lesson is not yet exhausted but is ever by me and if I were to 
sum up those features of a coin-collector’s experience in every part of the 
world which are common to all I would say that the only guide to a buyer is 
what he knows himself concerning his purchase and that the most yaluable 
coins in the world are those which belong to the most ignorant possessors. 
This is, of course, Arabian figure of speech but it harbors huge truth. Pas- 
sing over my cigar-box days in America (I am not maligning cigar boxes for 
they are still faithful friends for many purposes ) and the first real sympathet- 
ic help I ever received from anyone was from the hands of the veteran Low. My 
first patronage abroad was extended to a curious little man who stood at the 
Cctroi gate of the Porte Maillot , Paris, with a long show-case upon a wheelbarrow 
and a small stove upon which huge chestnuts were bursting while he vociferated 
from morn to night, enveloped in a shaggy dog skin overcoat of, I think, 
his own fabrication. %i Oros marrons de Lyons , tout chaud et tout bouillant .” 
He wanted outrageous prices for poor silver specimens of whatsoever kind 
and for wretched Roman bronzes but the minor copper of his native land he 
despised and pecks of it have I turned over at one or two cents per trouvaille , 
especially rich in good “seignorial” specimens and countless fine Double Tour - 
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nois of Henrys the III. and IV. and the early Louis as well as the whole range 
of revolutionary coins and tokens in copper, tin, brass and bell metal. This 
was a beginning, however. 

The old chestnut man is gone and his nearest kindred are to be found 
among the Bouquinists , who have always existed along the Latin quarter 
bank of the Seine, from the Pont des Arts , to the Pont Neuf. Here copper is 
also plentiful and cheap, Foreign silver fairly cheap and French silver and 
gold outrageously over-rated. Nothing is so characteristic of ordinary coin 
handlers in Europe as the contempt entertained for all coins of other lands 
than their own. I have bought a plain edged proof of the Victoria Gothic 
Crown of 1847 for seven francs from one of these river-side Paris dealers who 
wanted forty-five for a French coin 1 can procure anywhere at a regular deal- 
er’s for the former sum. The trouble along the qua is is that they are haunted 
by connoiseurs and like the river itself where good fish occasionally pass 
along but where the presence of so many anglers gives one over to despair. 
There are quite a few dealers around the Bibliotheque Nationale and Boudeau 
of the Rue Louvois, is for one an honest man, who prints his own prices and 
stands by his guns. Rollin and Feuardent deal in the luxurious. You may 
take or leave which is after all the most satisfactory. In the British Isles I 
know of no country in the world so full of good enthusiastic collectors and 
where so few coins are to be bought in the open market as Scotland, for 
Scottish collectors nearly all purchase in London and abroad. I have a big 
Acs Grave since verified as a gem in Rome, which I purchased within a stone’s 
throw of Edinburgh’s famous University. “Have you anything else? Said I 
after investing a shilling or two in the local tokens,” No sir, nothing but that 
“Moorish medal” there, ye may not care aboot”— the Aes Grave in question. 
The damage was one dollar. 

Ireland is always delightful to me as the home of the “Gun Money” 
which I am very fond of, but since the days of Dr. Aquila Smith, whose splen- 
did collection is at the Leinster street museum in Dublin, that city has been 
fairly ransacked and a gentleman named Middleton, connected with the 
Revenue office, is so well known for miles around Dublin as a man who will 
buy it in any quantity, that he is frequently “rung up” late at night to de- 
scend and inspect some Fuddled navvy’s alleged treasure trove , not always 
without profit to himself. In spite of Mr. Middleton’s being an attraction to 
which Gun money and rare Irish tokens fly as to a magnet, 0 I have secured 
some rare treasures among the children of Israel, who line the banks of the 
Liffey on both sides and I believe they will always repay a visit although — 
did you ever bargain with an Irish Jew? Weill warn you before you start — 
they are readers of the human eye to an extent that savors of magic and you 
might just as well buy the lot and pick out what you want afterwards as to 
try and pick out an advantageous piece from a hoard. This mind reading 
faculty is the sole guide to the value of their goods when they come to sell 
but it is well nigh infallible. Apropos , the best and cheapest find of Gun 
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money I ever made was not in Ireland but in Vienna. When in Dublin make 
a pious pilgrimage to King James IPs Gun money mint in Capel street. It is 
only a yard now but the blackened doorway between two little shops still re- 
mains. 

Most of the commoner coin dealers in London are pawn-brokers and 
vice versa. There are a number who are uncommonly well worth visiting. W. 
S. Lincoln & Son of Holborn, are well known to all the old school as long 
established regular dealers, but they and their congeners are relics of the 
past as compared with that elegant up-to-date establishment of Spink & Sons 
in the Piccadilly, where a staff of bright and well informed experts are at the 
service of the public, and an endless profusion of art treasures is always at 
hand. The Spinks are high priced but they never sell a coin they would not 
purchase themselves again and to have emanated from them stamps the speci- 
mens as few other recommendations. 

There are countless fine collections among English gentlemen and few 
towns in the provinces are without good local dealers in coins and tokens, 
but I am going to drop England right here for it is too big a subject and 
neither my poor noddle nor the “Numismatist’ ’ could hold a tenth of it. 

‘ Let me however en passant, say that Birmingham, the home of the 
Token and the sacred shrine of Boulton and Watt, is in disgrace. 

A gang of numismatic scallywags is from thence deluging England and 
America with restrikes from 18th century tofcen dies and counterfeiting rare 
Canadians, especially the Montreal “Gable end View,’ Bank Tokens. Bir- 
mingham has a fine municipal collection of tokens but no numismatic curator 
consequently — chaos. 

In Norway, Denmark and Sweden numismatic tastes are almost ex- 
clusively national and this sole exception is in favor of the classic Greek and 
Roman. 

The Stockholm museum has a magnificent collection of massive “plate 
money” (the big copper Dalers) and the basis of the Swedish national collec- 
tion is that left by Queen Ulrica Eleonora sister and successor of the “Madman 
of the North,” Charles XII. There are lots of coin dealers to overcharge one 
in Copenhagen, but I only know one in Stockholm and he is a gentleman and 
a scholar — Mr. D. Holmberg of 42 Regieringsgatan, whose comprehensive 
printed and priced catalogue may be of use to many Americans. The cities 
of Amsterdam and Brussels are both good fields for coin hunters with plenty 
of ammunition in their purses, but Germany is naturally the collector’s para- 
dise and such centres as Frankfort on the Main, Munich, Leipzig, Dresden, 
etc., contain numerous high class dealers of world wide repute— again too big 
a subject to too deeply penetrate in a short article. 

German collectors are among the most scholarly in Europe and their 
numismatic literature is oft times profound to an extent that outsiders do not 
always appreciate, but it is nevertheless far and away the most thorough in 
the world. Berlin is not much of a coin center although a great deal of trash 
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is displayed in the windows of the money changers of the Friederichstrasse, 
One really nice fellow to call on in Berlin is Mr. Schuhmacher, the little cigar 
merchant on Unter der Linder close to the Victoria Cafe. He always has a 
safe full of good things for sale at very reasonable prices. Zschiesche & 
Koder of Leipzig, are people from whom almost any specially desired Ger- 
man coin can be had on application, so great are their personal resources. 

Throughout Austria many finds are yet to be made because of the uni- 
versal custom among the peasantry of wearing perfect sheaves of old coins 
on their national dress and from the wealth of Austrian and Hungarian soil 
in hoards from Roman times down and especially of the period of the thirty 
years war. 

Maximilian Aloysius Wormser, of 32 Karntnerstrasse, Emil Fischer of 
26 Karntnerstrasse and Wilhelm Trinks, of 3 Lugeck are Vienna dealers 
whom I highly esteem. 

Of all the disappointing places on earth to coin-hunt in recommend me 
to the Italian peninsula. 

There are more, better and cheaper Italian and especially ancient Ro- 
man coins to be had in every other capitol in Europe than in Rome. This 
comes from several causes. In the first case nearly all famous finds are seiz- 
ed upon by the government and those pieces which are not kept back for the 
national collections their owners quickly ship to dealers and auction marts 
outside of Italy just as the best fish is sent to the city and the poorest to be 
found at the seaside. Nearly all the curators of the Italian numismatic cabi- 
nets are dealers, however, and visitors displaying special interest in coins in 
museums will be given cards and asked to call at the doner’s private address- 
es where etc., etc.,— I have had some. 

In Rome once or twice a week there is at the Campo de fiori or flower 
market a gathering of coin and curio sellers with trash for the benefit of the 
guileless stranger, and most of the shops between the Piazza di Spagua and 
the Piazza del Popolo are full of rubbish. It should be generally known that 
the oest hoards of ancient Roman coins are found not always in Italy but 
more often in the old Roman colonies in other parts of Europe and in Asia 
minor. Naturally old curiosity shops exist in every hole and corner of 
Europe and some coins are to be found in any or all of them, but for scientific 
and systematic collecting it is my experience that the best things generally 
find their way into the possession of dealers, who number among their ranks 
many honest and worthy men and that after his apprenticeship to the rubbish 
heap and the junk dealer for a modest start the collector seldom goes far 
from the reputable dealer and the respectable auction mart. The taste of 
European collectors does not run much to copper and one can usually buy 
copper coins of every time and country at derisory low prices in all other 
countries except that of their own issue where premiums alone obtain.

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New York Notes. 


This is the tale of a medal. At the Paris Exposition of 1900, Mr. Cass 
Gilbert, the architect who erected the Broadway Chambers building at the cor- 
ner of Chambers street and Broadway New York city, exhibited a model of 
this structure. The Architectual Review a short time ago stated that a medal 
addressed to “Monsieur Broadway Chambers” was seeking an owner, and 
the next day a letter carrier handed to Mr. Gilbert a brown pasteboard box 
containing the diploma, The Address on the wrapper read: 

Monsieur Broadway Chambers, 

Etats-Unis. 

The identity of the sender was made plain by numerous stamps, but how 
the Postoffice authorities in New York City discovered that of the addressee is 
a marvel. 


This is the tale of a coin, A five-franc piece, minted during the reign 
of Louis Philippe, and now warped and discolored, was found with many 
other coins among the ruins of St. Pierre, Martinique. It was handed to one 
of the chemists at the United States Assay office in New York City, and he re- 
ported upon it as follows: 

“This coinhas been subjected to greatheat, probably nearly 2,000 degrees, 
for several hours. The warping, in my opinion, was caused by its resting 
against a somewhat oval surface. The discoloration can be accounted for in 
several ways. It may have been caused by the action of sulphuretted hydrogen 
or from the flames of burning material. I believe gases caused the discolor- 
ing and probably were also the cause of many of the deaths in St. Pierre. 
Where coins were welded incipient melting was in process, and the heat must 
have been not less than 2,000 degrees. 


Mr. John Anderson, Jr., held an interesting sale of books on the eve- 
ning of May 26 and 27, and among the items were the two following lots, for- 
merly the property of Mr. Allen Thorndike Rice, the editor of the North 
American Review .

A collection of seventy casts of medals and impressions of 
cameos and seals, chiefly relating to the Kings of France, and including large 
size casts of medallions of Philippe I., Philippe le Bel. LouisIX., Louis XVI.,

These were in a frame 18x23 inches, and the entire lot sold for $24.50.

Var- 
ious states of preservation are also enumerated.

United States District Court No. 2,\Alaska, with headquarters at Nome. Mr. 
Elder willlreceive a salary of $2,500 per year if he accepts, but we understand 
he will decline the position. Mr. Elder is but 2T years of age, is an enthusi- 
astic collector and is now with the [Pittsburg Provision & Packing Comany, 
of Pittsburg, Pa. 

Notice is called elsewhere to the change in address of J. Barnet, late of 
Philadelphia. He is now sending out circulars to the brotherhood in which 
he offers his services to any who may desire him to execute bids for them at 
the auction sales in New York or Philadelphia. His commission charges are 
five per cent. 

In our August issue, among other articles will appear two interesting 
papers; one by Mr. Heaton entitled Arrows and Arrow Heads on 
United States coins. ~ The other is by Mr. Trenaman of Montreal and is en- 
titled The Brass Coins of Canada. 
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The terrible calamity that has lately befallen the little island of Martin- 
ique, in the West Indies, comes as a shock to the whole civilized world Martin- 
ique has a coinage distinctively her own, a 50 centime, and a 1 franc piece in 
copper nickel, both dated 1897. Through the kindness of John F. Jones of 
Jamestown, New York, we are enabled to give an impression of the former. 
The designer’s name as given on the coin is H. Borrel and the coins were 
struck at the Paris mint. 

Pennsylvania College at Gettysburg, one of the leading Lutheran 
colleges in the country, has just honored itself by conferring the degree of 
Doctor of Laws, (LL. D. ) upon our Reverend brother, Jeremiah Zimmerman, 
of Syracuse, N. Y. the degree was conferred for scholarship. 

C. A. G. Meriden, Conn, writes: “I would suggest that as your maga- 

zine is saved by many and is bound and kept for reference, that it should be 
as near correct as possible, would therefore suggest the following which I 
deem to be corrections. 

Coin No. 3 page 130; would read and freelv translate; “In the second 
quarter great sickness(es) etc. IOH. CHR. REICH, was the designer or die 
sinker of this piece; and not John Chrirtophers Kingdom, fein zinn (fine 
tin ) dant. ( abbreviation for Dantes, meaning the same as ( Jeton or Jetton. ) 

Therefore the lines there appears to be an error, etc. are uncalled for. 
Fred Aug. Ill was the III of that name as elector, but being only 13 years 
old when his father died, his guardian Terisa Xavier reigned up to 1768 when 
Fred as Fred August I was made the 1st king of Saxony and reigned up to 
1829 and not 1787. 

Not having seen No. 4, I cannot dispute about the genus 
of the animal which is supposed to be on the sack of the corn Jew, but as to 
the reading; I should suggest, ver zwei fel undget zumm korn jude, i. e. 
’Despair and go to the Corn Jews.’ 

The word Dantes between the feet of the Jew is simply the same 
written out which is abbreviated, Dant in No. 3. So there is no Hell intend- 
ed. 

Instead of SP. SAL. n v 26 reich, in the exergue being mint or designers 
marks, they undoubtedly refer to proverbs of Solomon, 11th chapter and 26th 
verse. (He that witholdeth corn the people shall curse him. but blessing shall 
be upon the head of him that selleth it. ) 
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My authority for the translation of the word Dantes, which is not found 
in Webster, or any encyclopedia in the English language is, Kaltschmidt’s 
dictionary of the German language, where he says, Dantes = Reich pfennige, 
Spielmarken, Spiel pfennige, etc, etc. 

F. C. H, London, A. C. R. Montreal, and others object to the rendering 
of ALG( ALLOBROGES ) in No. Ill, page 6. They hold that the interpre- 
tation should be ALG(ARBIORUM) which refers to the once Moorish Kahli- 
fate of Algaryes, now the northern province of Portugal. The name means 
“West Country”. Again objection has been raised against calling this coin 
one “of dire necessity.” It is asked how big a coinage could be gotten out 
of one church bell? And the denomination, 80 reis (five or six cents), would 
of itself forbid that it be a money of necessity. 


Dr. J. A. Williams, Ft. Wayne, Ind. — Encloses a rubbing of a coin 
almost the same as the No. 5 of Dr. Wright’s article on page 132. On the re- 
verse of this rubbing the word ‘Masier* is spelled Massbier. There is also a r 
loop on this piece and has evidently been worn about the body. The speci- 
men was found by a farmer some years ago while ploughing in a field some 
five miles south of Ft. Wayne. 

John P. McCormick, CreBton, Iowa. — The greenbacks, or legal tender 
notes, were issued by the government under the acts of Feb. 25 and July 11, 
1862, and March 3, 18*3. These notes w*re issued on the credit of the United 
States. The silver certificates are merely certificates of deposit of silver 
dollars with the government: they are issued against deposits. Bank notes 
are issued by the government through the national banks against the face 
value of United States bonds deposited by the various banks with the govern- 
ment. 


A curious industry in China is the manufacture of mock money jor 
offerings to the dead. The pieces are only half the size of the real coins, but 
the dead are not supposed to know the difference. The dummy coins are 
made out of tin, battered to the thinness of paper and stamped out to the size 
required. 


Uncle Sam is just now counting his cents, for he is closing up his ac- 
counts for nickels and cents, redeemed during the fiscal year which ends with 
June 30. He finds that the monthly average has been about 500,000 cents and 
300,000 5 cent pieces. Out of this great number of small coins, five in every 
hundred have gone to the melting pot at the Philadelphia mint, the remainder 
being restored to circulation among the people. 


The treasury during the year ending June 30th manufactured 79, 611> 
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143 cents and 26, 480, 213 nickels. New York state took nearly 10,000,000 of 
the pennies, Illinois about 7,000.000, Massachusetts 6,000,000, and Pennsyl- 
vania 4,000,000. These are the great cent using states, and stand in the same 
order as to consumption of nickels. Ten years ago pennies were little used in 
California and the south, and were practically unknown in Nevada, Wyoming 
and Arizona, but to-day they circulate everywhere. 

The counters at the treasury are so expert at counting coins that it is 
considered no great feat for a woman to reckon and do up in bags or cart- 
ridges 50,000 pieces in six hours, incidentally rejecting every counterfeit, 
foreign, or mutilated coin. There are, however, very few mutilated coins in 
circulations nowadays, simply because people will not accept them. For this 
reason it has ceased to be a popular pastime to drive nails through pieces of 
money, or put them on railroad tracks. When a twenty-cent piece, turns up, 
itgoestothe meltingpot, because Uncle Sam isno longer minting or circulating 
that kind of money; and the same remark applies to the nickel with a big V, 
which was dangerous because when gilded it could be passed for a $5 gold 
piece. Old-fashioned copper cents that come in are used for minting new 
bronze cents, with the addition of some tin and zinc to make the requisite 
alloy, and the some thing is done with the old-time copper half-cent. 


During the years 1864 and 1873 and those intervening, this government 
issued 4,500,000 bronze two cent pieces, and of these over3,000,000 are still out- 
standing. But nearly all of them are looked upon as lost, inasmuch as it is 
veay rarely that they come in for redemption. The same is true of the nickel 
three cent piece, of which nearly 2,000,000 are still unaccounted for. Some- 
where in the world are 110,000,000 of the old copper cents, but it is rare that 
any are now found in circulation. The same may be said of the old half 
cents of which some 800,000 were struck, and none to speak of have been re- 
turned for redemption or are held by the treasury. Save those in the hands 
of numismatists and a few in the hands of the curio hunters, they have vanish- 
ed from the earth. 

On March 31st the senate committee on the Philippines completed con- 
sideration of the bill prescribing a form of government for the Philippine is- 
lands and authorized it to report it to the senate. That provision concerning 
the currency to be used will be of interest to our readers, and is as follows: 
After authorizing the Philippine government to establish a mint at Manila 
and extending the coinage laws of the United States so far as applying to the 
islands, the following is inserted as a section: 

“That the said Philippine government is authorized to coin a silver 
dollar, which shall contain four hundred and sixteen grains of standard silver 
and the standard of said silver coins shall be such that of one thousand parts 
by weight, nine hundred shall be of pure metal and one hundred of alloy and 
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the alloy shall be of copper. Upon the said silver dollar there shall be de- 
vices and inscriptions to be prescribed by the government of the Philippine 
Islands, with the approval of the secretary of war of the United States, which 
devices and inscriptions shall express or symbolize the sovereignty of the 
United States and that it is a coin of the Philippine Islands together with the 
denomination of the coin expressed in English, Filipino and Chinese charac- 
ters and the date of its coinage. 


ROMAN REMAINS OF GREAT VALUE UNEARTHED. 

During the course of some excavations on a mound in the neighborhood 
of Greenwich Observatory, London, some Roman remains of great value have 
been unearthed. About two feet below the surface the floor of a Roman room 
with a great portion of the tesselated pavement intact was revealed. Under 
careful treatment the beautiful work in cubes of red tile was disclose i, and the 
space has now been railed off, in order that the public may view the remains. 
A fine collection of coins of the period of Hadrian and Constantine was also 
discovered, together with with several pieces of beautifully figured pottery 
and ornamental wall plaster. The coins were in a remarkable state of pre- 
servation, the figures and inscriptions being in some instances almost as clear 
and distinct as those at present in use. The discoveries are regarded as im- 
portant, for the reason that thev prove that the Roman road from London to 
Dover led through what is now Greenwich Park. Scientific American, June

Numismatics is al- 
almost an unknown science in this north land and had our trip been a 
numismatic one it would have proved a failure. As has ever been our custom 
when away from home we looked up brother N. M. Kauffman at Marquette. 
We found him a very genial gentleman much interested in the U. S. series 
and| territorial gold of which he has many of the prized specimens. Mr. 
Kauffman is the president of the Marquette County Savings Bank and a di- 
rector in the First National Bank of that city. Other matters forbade us from 
accepting his invitation to look over his collection or to accept other hospitali- 
ties extended to us by him. 


The question was lately asked in this magazine if “it was not about time 
for another 1804 dollar to show up.” It has turned up and over two dozen 
clippings have come to us from various sources all essentially like the follow- 
ing taken from a Cleveland paper. 


Captain Abbott, of the Secret Service Department, had in his posses- 
sion yesterday an alleged 1804 dollar that has set many secret service men to 
work. If the dollar is genuine it is one of the rare'coins of the United 
States and is worth about $3,500 to collectors. If it is bogus it will get some 
one into trouble. 

In 1804 the government issued 1,900 silver dollars. For some reason or 
other it was decided to recall the issue, 1,896 of the dollars were retured to the 
Treasury and destroyed. Four of the dollars remained in circulation. As 
soon as this became known the value of these dollars took a jump, and since 
that time collectors have anxiously sought after them. It is claimed that one 
of the original coins is till missing. There have been many counterfeits of 
the dollars, but they were so poor that they 

Were Soon Detected. 

However, Captain Abbott was unable to tell whether or not the 1804 
dollar which he had in his posession yesterday is genuine. As a result it was 
forwarded to the chief of the Secret Service Department at Washington. 

The coin in question was obtained by the government officials from B. 
H. Smith, at Lima, O., a few days ago upon the supposition that it was a 
counterfeit. Smith was taken to Toledo. It is said that he is a gambler who 
traveled all over the state. While on one of his trips he went to Lima, where 
he became stranded. He partook heavily of morphine, it is claimed, and act- 
ed strangely. Smith visited a pawnbroker and wanted to pawn the supposed 
1804 dollar for $25. The pawnbroker knew the value of the 1804 dollar and 
became suspicious, and reported the matter to the police, who in turd report- 
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ed to the United States authorities. The latter decided to arrest Smith, as 
they were strongly of the opinion that the dollar was a counterfeit. 

Smith is now in jail at Toledo, awaiting the decision of the authorities 
at Washington as to whether or not the dollar is a counterfeit. The whole 
case against Smith hinges upon this decision. Captain Abbott and District 
Attorney Sullivan were of the opinion that the dollar was genuine money of 
another date, but that its figures had been changed to read “1804.” A close 
inspection of the coin, however, failed to establish this theory. 

Smith claims that he got the dollar from a school teacher at Hamilton, 
O., who was in hard luck one day and gave him the coin as security for a $25 
loan. The teacher failed to redeem the coin, according to Smith’s story. 
The teacher was sent for and he appeared before the authorities in Toledo. 
He was asked how he came into posession of the dollar, and he then told a 

Rather Strange Story. 

Smith claimed that the teacher had told him that he had several such 
dollars made in Cincinnati every year, and sold them. Tne authorities do 
not believe this. 

The teacher explaiced that he got the coin from an old German farmer 
in the southern part of the state, at whose home he stopped one night while 
out on a hunting trip. During the evening the subject of old coins was dis- 
cussed, during which the German said he had a piece of money that was a 
relic. He then went to a drawer and took out this 1804 dollar. The teacher 
asked the old man how much he would take for it. “I’ve been offered $1.20 
for it,” the farmer replied, not knowing its real worth. The teacher then said 
he offered $2 for it and the bargain was closed at once. 

The teacher also said that the German told the following story about 
how the dollar came into his possession: “I got it in South Africa many 

years ago. I was a soldier in the English army and was sent to South Africa 
for service. When I was discharged I was paid off, and among the coins in 
my pay was this dollar. I did not know what it was worth, or what it was, 
except that it was an American coin, and so I thought I would keep it as a 
relic of the war and of the United States, Shortly after my discharge I came 
to this country.” 

The alleged history of the dollar could not be traced back any further 
It remains to be seen whether or not Smith was trying to pass a counterfeit 
coin. Whether or not Smith will ever get the dollar back is a question. If 
it is a counterfeit it will be confiscated by the government. If it is a genuine 
coin the government may confiscate it, as all the other 1804 dollars were call- 
ed in shortly after they were issued. The other three existing dollars cannot 
be taken by the government, as they are owned by certain persons, but this 
particular coin has fallen into the hands of the government, which will 
probably retain it.

A Medal of Dr. Lorenz Oken.

frbv. The head of Dr. Lorenz Oken, dexter; under decolation “Loos. 
Koenig F.” Legend. Lavrentivs Oken Ortenaviensis— Nat D IL

Dr. Lorenz Oken was born on the second day of the month of August, 
1779, and died in 1861. He was a philosopher and morphologist. In 1802|he 
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published his “Sketch of a system of Natural Philosophy” containing the 
germ of his theory of the growth by a process of cell-subdivision which he call- 
ed “infusoria.” In 1807 he announced his theory of the homology of the cra- 
nium with the vertrebal column. Also published a journal called the “Isis” 
which contained political articles that were objectionable to the authorities of 
the University of Jena. Dr. Oken being professor at Jena the political 
articles seemed to reflect upon the University, hence he was requested to either 
resign or give up the “Isis.” As he would not consent to give up the editor- 
ship of his journal, he resigned his professorship in 1819, but filled a chair 
in Munich from 1827 to 1832, and at Zurich from 1832 to 1851.

This medal appears to have been struck in 1833. His name was Qken- 
fuss, which means “ox foot.” This he did not like and changed it to Oken. 

Rev. Legend: Ok dinks Corpokvm Organis Aeqvavit Scrvtatobes 
Natvhak Consoc iavit. (The arrangement of bodies he simplified accord- 
ing to their organs. He united the investigators of nature.) 

This refers to his having been the founder of the Association of German 
naturalists and physicians. The first meeting took place at Leipsic in 1832. 

Bronze, size 26. 

In the centre is the boat, Sektet, having the prow and stern ornamented 
with the two horns, A]), enclosing the sun disc Ra., with the moon Ab., im- 
mediately above. These three symbols were sacred to Turn. From the cen- 
tre of the boat Sektet, springs a large lotus plant and upon this Horus is 
seated. There are two throne seats with the god AmenRa seated on the right 
and the goddess Isis, on the left. These divinities are resting their feet on 
broad leaves that come from the lotus stalk. Each of these figures hold the 
Ankh sign together so that the rings or handles overlap. Amen Ra holds the 
Khepesh and Isis holds the Khat. The oars each have an ibis head carved on 
the handles. The seat on the right is inscribed with a winged scarabaeus 
perched upon the Ankh, with sun disc Ra above it. The seat on the left bears 
the figure of a lion couchant, and beneath the water line are two Latus fish. 

Hor-khuti conducted the boat Maad as it was called, from the eastern 
horizon to the zenith where the name of the boat changed to Sektet and wasthen 
under the care of Horus, “the god of the two horizons” but as soon as the 
zenith was passed, Turn became its conductor until the western horizon was 
reached. This simply being the ideograph of the “rising and of going down 
of the sun.” Turn was the father of souls, hence the god of the exoteric teach- 
ings is all through the actual sun of the esoteric.” (Massey. ) 

Amen-Ra was the supreme deity of the Egyptians. He is called the 
‘^Hidden Sun” and often took upon himself the attributes of other gods. Here 
he represents Troth, the god of learning and medicine, and as such his office was 
to introduce the soul of the deceased into Amenti, “the concealed land” which 
the Egytians considered to be in the west where the sun set, our Lower world 
or Hades. When Troth had conducted the soul of the departed. to Amenti he 
read off its sins before the judgment seat of Osiris. When Amen-Ra assumed 
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the character of Troth, he always had the head of a hawk with the head dress 
of two upright plumes; in his right hand he holds the Ankh or symbol of life 
and in his left theKhepesh, sword, or symbol of death. The significance is 
this: Should the sins of the disembodied spirit as revealed before the judg- 

ment seat of Osiris prove too great to admit of pardon, then the Khepesh 
sword was raised as a sign that this soul should go to Ruseti, the place of the 
condemned. If, on the other hand, the Ankh was raised, then the happy soul 
was conducted to Kher-Nuter, “the place of rest,” or if the soul did not have 
many sins recorded it was given a dwelling place in Aahlu, ‘‘the field of the 
blessed,” the Greek Elysium. 

The reason why the Egy ptians regarded the hawk as a sign or type of the 
soul is because it did not drink of water, but drank blood, by which likewise the 
foetal soul is fed, nurtured and sustained by maternal blood, hence the hawk 
headed symbol of Kabh-Senuf is an ideograph for soul. 

Hor-Apollo, book 1. 7. 

Isis, the chief female diety of the Egyptians, was the sister wife of Osiris. 
She was the goddess of heaven and personifies the fecundity of nature. 
On this medal she is represented as holding in her left hand the Ankh, and in 
her right the Khat or symbol of the womb. She is wearing on her headdress 
the Nekhet-Uracus-Snake, or ‘‘or the Corbra haje” the symbol of the goddess 
of childbirth, this being surmounted by the snail of immortality. The myth 
being that pregnant women were wont to offer libation to the corbra while 
holding the Khat in their hands, thus invoking the goddess of fecundity to as 
sist them so that they might have a safe and easy accouchment. By offering 
sacrifices of snails to this goddess, encinte women sought to avoid excessive 
uterine hemorrhages and to obtain immortality for their unborn offspring. 
Sometimes the Khat was worn about the neck or body as a phylactory against 
miscarriage. Snails were considered as a sovereign remedy against dysmen- 
orrhoea. 

Guillirn’s Heraldry gives the snail as an emblem of deliberation and perse- 
verance. 

Horus was the son of Osiris and Isis. He personified the sun in his mid- 
day power, and was sometimes called “Horusof the two horizons.” The Greeks 
called him Harpocrates. Here he is represented as holding in his left hand 
the Ankh and his right arm extended with the index finger pointing to the 
Zenith, as this point being midway between the two horizons, was especially 
sacred to him in his attribute of supreme Sun God. Sometimes he is repre- 
sented with a hawks head and as such typified the “noon sun of the summer 
solstice.” He is here adorned with the necklace Usekh, “the symbol of 
“valliant hero.” In order to understand how Horus obtained this distin- 
guished badge of honor we must go to the legend of Osiris, who was at one 
time the supreme ruler of all Egypt. Going on travels he left Isis his sister 
wife to conduct the government. Set, or Sutekh, the evil one, then revolted 
against him, killed and cut his body into fourteen pieces and scattered them 
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over the country. Isis when she learned of thfe smarted out to collect the dis- 
severed portions of her brother-husbands body. She could only find thirteen 
pieces as one had fallen into the Nile and had been eaten by the latus fish, 
hence it came to pass, as these fish had feasted upon a part of the divine 
body of the great god, they became sacred to Isis. Hence we find them on 
this medal. Wherever Isis found a portion of her husband’s body she caus- 
ed a temple to be erected. This being done, Isis next called Horus, told him 
what Set had done and instructed him to avenge his father. Horus setting 
out met Set at Edfu and during the encounter transfixed the Evil one. Upon 
his return Horus received the Atef crown, which had belonged to his father, 
Osiris, and the necklace Usekh, with the title “Horus of the two horizons or 
the victorious hero.” The Egyptian name for Edfu is Debt, which means the 
•‘city of transfixion” and its arms are a winged sun disc typifying the aveng- 
ing spear of the victorious hero. There are many versions of this Osiris 
myth. This one is given by Charles E. Moldenke. The Greek account says 
the body was divided into twenty-eight pieces and that the part 
eaten by the fish was the “phallus.” Their term for Set is Typhon. The 
Egyptian name for the river Nile was Sankh, and signifies the “producer of 
life.” 

The lily lotus, Sushenin or Sushen, was the ideograph of fecundity. 
Isis is said to have conceived by smelling of the flower. We also read that 
Gabriel the Announcer, offers the lily ( lotus) to Mary at the time of her con- 
ception. In Spanish the lily is called Azucena, which is from the Egyptian 
word Sushen. Sush is to open or unclose; Nu is the water, hence “to open 
from the water” is the full meaning of the word. Sushen is found in the 
Arabic without change. We have the female name Susan in English derived 
from the same source. 

The Ibis heads seen on the oars were emblems of Taht or Troth, as this 
bird was sacred to the god of medicine, because, as Plutarch relates, the Ibis 
taught men the use of the enema or clyster by administering it to herself, thus 
producing a purging or “cleaning out of the bowels.” The priests who were 
the strictest observers of nature, begun the use of water for lustration after 
having watched the Ibis and would always fetch water from some place where 
the sacred bird had been seen drinking, for the Ibis will neither taste any in- 
fectious, nor come near any unwholesome water. 

Plutarch, “Legends of Isis and Osiris.” 

The beetle inscribed on the seat of Troth or Taht, was called Khepr 
and denotes “to figure or make the form t>r type of a circle or cypher,” an 
ideograph of the world, of reproduction, of the Yoni or Havah, etc. I 1 

Necessity was the creator of signs and symbols. The Egyptian word 
Tepi is our word type, and means a first pattern or model. Primary types or 
earliest signs had to serve for multiple applications or ideographs. Thus the 
Khepr by rolling itself into a ball was the sign of the world, by going into the 
ground just before an inundation and then coming forth was the sign of re- 
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production; by forming itself into a circle the Kephr came to be used as the 
primordial figure or sign of nought or zero. The word cipher is found in many 
languages, e. g. Welsh-cyfr; French-chiffre; Arabic-sifron; Italian-zephiro; 
Swahili-sifurn, etc. The cipher has no beginning or ending hence is a symbol 
of eternity. 

Again we find that the Kephr or scarab was a lunar emblem before it 
was assigned to the solar god, and the figure made by the renewing moon 
was that of the horned crescent orbing into a circle. This orbing occunng 
every twenty-eight days became a type of the Genitrix Kep or menstruation.” 

“The Natural Genesis.” Page 193. 

The Egyptian name for moon was Tet, Toll, or Tahuti, the god who 
carried the young moon on his head, as the moon was thought to reproduce 
itself, it became the sign of the reproduced or child, also the reproducer or 
father. The begetter was called in Egyptian Tat, which also denoted the 
generative organ. The Welsh use the word Tat for English word Dad; Scot- 
tish, Dod; Omaha, Dadai; and Kaffir, Doda. In forty different dialects of In- 
ner Africa the radical Tat furnishes the name for the Father. 

Gerald Massey’s Typholgy of Numbers, Page 207. 

The oar is the sign of Har or Horus, and signifies the “Sun of the 
Crossing” and as such is the symbol of crossing the waters in the passage 
through the underworld of souls. Also denotes [ the prenatal child in the 
amniotic fluid of the gravid uterus or womb world. The same sign is seen in 
the Eschatological “Boat of Souls.” 

Ibid, Page 128. 

The Oar was called Kher. This became a synomym of the “solar child 
who crossed the waters” in the constitution of the boat Sektet or “Boat of the 
Sun.” The lion was sacred to Isis because at Hor Apollo, II. 35. says, “the 
lion was adopted as one of the signs of the inundation of the Nile, because 
one-half of the new water was supplied whilst the sun was in the sign of Leo 
of the Zodiac. Isis here typifies the Great Genitrix or the “Universal Mother of 
Beginnings” and she was also a type of the Nile or Sankh, because by period- 
ical inundations the Nile, became the source of Ifood spppiy of the people. 
The lion however, had many other meanings, such as power, strength, fierce- 
ness, etc. The two plumes seen on the head of Troth, “the god of souls” 
denote “Temporal and Spiritual Power. 

In the study of mythology and typology we find the keys that unlock the 
doors in the ramparts of nature, thus we are enabled to roll up the curtains 
of the past and view the signs of far off days with modern eyes. 

XXIV. 

TYPOLOGY OF THE MANX ARMS. 

In the numismatist for December 1900, (Vol. Xlll. No. 12, p 317 et 
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seq. ) may be found a very interesting article on the Coinage of the Isle of 
Man, by Daniel F. Howorth, F. S. A. 

In reading the article, the description of the Manx coat of arms excited 
my curiosity; following is the wording, “it may be well to refer to thedistinct- 
ive and peculiar badge of the Isle of Man, the well known three legs. These 
are described heraldically as three legs in armour, embowed and conjoined at 
thighs proper, spurred and garnished, or, when emblazoned on a shield its 
colur is yules , and the whole bearing is usually or and the legs are said to be 
conjoined in f ess point, i. e., in the centre of the shield. On the coins to be 
described the flexure varies in acuteness, the arming differs in kind,” etc. etc. 

The motto Quoeunyue Jcre ris stab it, (However you may throw it will 
stand, ) in archaic or modernized spelling recurs on most of the issues.” 
(Idem. 318.) 

After reading the above I concluded to learn if possible the symbolic 
significance of the three legs, but where to find the key was a problem. In 
my research I met this statement in Champollion’s Dictionaire, “Heraldry is 
as full of hieroglyphics as a Derbyshire stone is of fossils.” This suggested 
that the study of hieroglyphics would furnish the clue, and as Gerald Massy’s 
work contains the best explanation of these ancient signs I have attempted to 
solve the problem of the Manx Arms, from a hieroglyphical stand point as 
explained by him. But before attempting a resolution of the Manx Arms, a 
s description of three specimens of Manx coinage, not mentioned by Mr. 
Howorth, will be given. 



No. 1. Obv. Manx Arms; legend, qvocvnqve. gesseris. stabit. 

Rev. An eagle with upraised wings perched upon a cradle containing an 
infant all resting upon the “Cap of Maintainance” Legend; sans changer 
(without change. ) In the exergue, 1709. Copper, size 16. 

This is Scott’s no 1. and was cast. This and the two "following, speci- 
mans once belonged to the celebrated cabinet of Dr. Clay. 

No. 2. Arms and legend similar. Rev. Similar. Date in exergue, 1723. 
Copper, size 19. Scott’s No. 3, and is extremely rare. 
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No. 3. Arms similar to last but with theinitials I. D. and I. in the angles 
formed by the flexed thighs. (Jacobus Darbictisis, one [penny.]) The legend 
has iesseris instead of Gtsseris. 

Rew Similar but the date is divided and placed in the field on a level 
with the cradle the “IT” being on the left and “32” on the right. A sprig of 
olive extends from the head of the cradle. Copper size 17. 

This penny is very rare. Scott’s No. 6. and his cataloguer is in error 
when he states that the “sprig is in the eagle’s mouth.” These specimens 
have been selected because they were not illustrated in Mr. Howorth’s article. 
They are also unusual specimens. 

The Manx arms as interpreted from a hieroglyphical stand point con- 
sist of three legs in a circle doing a wheel, each being a counterpoise to the 
other. In hieroglyphics a counterpoise to a collar is called a maank. The 
counterpoise is also the determinative of a nurse’s collar named Mena, the 
accent above the a denotes an abr aided sign which can be restored by read- 
ing menka. Now Menka was the goddess of Two Truths and the divinity of 
Law and Justice. The collar and counterpoise were her symbols and denote 
dispensing justice, or judging between right and wrong. 

Wha^ is known as the “S-Collar” consists of a blue and white ribbon 
lettered with S’s in gold. The collar in hieroglyphics is a syllabic “Sa” and 
phonetic “S” and are ideographs of rank, officer, virtue, efficacy, protection, 
etc. “Sa” is justice, also the determinative of a court which may be royal or 
a court of justice. The collar worn by judges is also called uskh. S is our 
representative of both “Sa” and “Us.” Sa or Us is the collar or tie sign of 
rank. Sa also denotes Genius of Wisdom and Kh the title, hence the Uskh 
equates with S-Kh, or as we would say, the S-Collar. The judges never open 
a case in the Civil Court until the collar is put on. 

Massy, “Book of Beginnings.” p 120. Vol. 1. 

The collar of “SS” is still worn by the Lords Chief Justices, the Lord 
Chief Baron of the Exchequer, the Lord Mayor of London, the Heralds and 
the Sergeants at Arms. 

The collar carries with it a sense of restraining, e. g. When we see a 
collar about the neck of a prisoner we obtain the lurking idea that he is re- 
strained or deprived of liberty. A collar around the neck of a dog is an 
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ideograph of the same meaning. A collar is used in striking coins, medals, 
etc., to restrain the edge. All numismatists are familiar with this use. 

Another symbolic significance of the collar is, working for good under 
restraint . In olden times persons who committed offenses against the laws 
were compelled to \vear chains attached to a collar about the neck, wrist or 
ankles. This custom is still in practice in some of our Southern states, 
where felons are employed in labor on the public works, and hence we say 
they are “working for good under restraint.’ ’ 

The coin being circular ( because when struck a collar was used,) its 
circumference forms a circle. “Every point in its circumference is equi- 
distant from a point withincalied the centre.” This is a geometrical axiom. 
So absolute justice radiates equally in all directions. 

The isle of Man is divided into six districts called “Sheadings.” [The 
word Sheth (which is the same as Shead) in the Hebrew, and Egyptian denotes 
six.] Each district is presided aver by a Manx judge called a “Deemster” 
and his court is called “Court of Tynwald.” Wald by permutation becomes 
Wart, Ward or Word. In Egyptian our letter W becomes U. This would 
give Uart for Wart, Uart means the foot, leg, go, fly. etc. By combining the 
ideas here contained we have; “word sent, with all speed, by means of the 
foot messenger or runner.” Each foot has a spur attached which is also an 
ideograph of speed and haste. This idea is of ancient origin for Mercury, 
the messenger god, of Jupiter, is represented as wearing winged shoes to de- 
note speed. 

The court of Tyn-wald sits in Douglas every fortnight. Tna in Egypt- 
ian, means fortnight. Thus the Tynwald was a council summoned fortnight- 
ly by foot messengers or runners. 

By a seal containing the Manx arm attached to a legal document, we can 
get this meaning. You are hereby summoned, with all speed, bv a runner, to 
appear before a Deemster, at the Court of Tynwald where truth is made visi- 
ble or justice rendered. We can also go one step farther: the hieroglyphic 
“Tern” means a distributer of Justice. D and T are interchangeable letters, 
hence Deem or Dem is the equivalent of Tern for dispensing justice or holding 
court for the trial of offenders. Terp denotes the questioner or interrogator. 
By dissecting Terp we find that P is the masculine article “the”, which is 
often added to words as a suffix this gives us the gender of the Deemster; Ter 
means to question or interrogate, and carries the meaning of discussing argu- 
ing and maintaining. The Egyptian S is the causative prefix to verbs and is 
used to augment and intensify the meaning. 

Now to recapitulate, our Deem-s-ter can be dismembered as follows: 
Deem, which equates with Tem, is to meet out of justice. 

S denotes that this must be done by 
P Masculine article. “The” a male judge, who as 
Ter interrogates for the purpose of making truth visible . 

Note. While not appertaining to the subject it is a singular fact that 
the letter S among the Gnostics was called the retrobate or malignant letter. 
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Dionysius, the Halicarnassian, says as follows: The letter S makes a noise 
more brutal than human 7 

The legend “Quocunque gesseris stabit, ” is. usually rendered as Mr. 
Howorth has given it. “However you may throw it will stand. ” As this 
does not convey much meaning- in English I have the following to suggest. 

* We derive our verb “stabit” from sto , stare , static statum . Livy uses this word 
with the meaning “to attend , ” and if we derive the word gesseris, from gero , 
gerere , gessi, gestum , we have the meaning “to carry something ,” and White’s 
Lexicon states that this meaning is “with the accessory idea of activity or 
exertion.” 

The idea of activity contained in the Latin word Gero strengthens and 
corroborates the meaning expressed by the Egyptian word “Uart” and the 
ideograph of three flexed legs with spurs attached to the feet doing the wheel 
within a circle. 

Quocunque equates with Quo cum que, meaning whithersoever, to what- 
ever place. This will give us: To whatever place message ( i. e. the some- 
thing that was carried by activity )"is brought he attends. By substituting 
the word obey for attend, we have this idea: At whatever place a person may 
receive this word or message, by a runner, bearing the seal of the Manx Arms 
or Court of Tynwald, he must obey or carry out the demands of the message. 

The eagle and child in a cradle on the coins of the Isle of Man repre- 
sent the crest of the Stanley family. The legend of its adoption is as fol- 
lows: 

“In the reign of Edward III, Sir Thomas Latham, the ancestor of the 
house of Stanley and Derby, had only one legitimate child, a daughter named 
Isabel, but at the same time he had an illegitimate son by a certain' Mary 
Oscatell. As the old nobleman was very desirous of an heir he gave orders 
that this son should be put in a cradle and laid at the foot of a large tree on 
which an eagle had built her nest. Then Sir Thomas invited his lady to 
take a walk over the estate and contrived to lead her to the foot of the tree, 
thus the infant was supposed to have been found under the care of an- eagle. 
Sir Thomas prevailed upon his lady to adopt the boy and make/ him heir to 
the estate. This son was called Sir Oscatell Latham, but he did not prove to 
be an honor to Sir Thomas, hence, upon his death bed the old lord confess- 
ed the fraud and left the greater part of his fortune to his daughter. At the 
adoption of Sir Oscatell, the old nobleman had assumed for a crest, an eagle 
perched upon a cradle protecting a child, but out of ill feeling towards the 
son he changed his crest to an eagle preyin'! upon a child. Vide , “Memoirs, 
containing a Genealogical and Historical i>< count of the House of Stanley.” 
P. 22. 

The C^p of Maintainance was added to tho crest of the eagle and child 
when Isabel married Sir John Stanley; ai.d denotes, to defend, guard or pro- 
tect. Ibid p . 23. 
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ARROWS AND ARROW HEADS ON UNITED STATES COIN 


“As Many Arrows Loosed Several Ways.” Henry V I. I. 

A. G. Heaton. 

The designs found upon the coins of any nation are not only a general 
expression of its individuality but often convey in the slightest details sug- 
gestions of its origin, character and ambition. In this view, we mav take up 
certain features of our American coinage and study them with increasing in- 
terest. Among these features are arrows and arrow heads, objects which are 
really peculiar to our money and which suggest alike our early association 
with the red natives of our territory, our armed defence against aggression 
and, incidentally the number of colonies and ultimate states united in nation- 
al strength and resource. Let us discard other details for the time being and 
follow up these sentimental emblems alone. 

Inspecting first the colonial copper coinage, we find in 1785 the earliest 
illustration of our topic. The “Confederate’ ’ and “Inimica Tyrannis” coins 
present on the reverse a woman with a bow in her left hand, an arrow in her 
right and others in her quiver at her back. 

In 1787 there are several copper coins presenting arrows. The “Im- 
munis Columbia” piece shows on the reverse a crude eagle with thirteen illy 
defined arrows in his left claw, (or at the right side as we view it.) One re- 
verse of the “George Clinton” coin presentsan Indian with arrows in a quiver 
at his back and the “Liber Natus Libertatem Defendo” copper shows arrows 
in the same way on the reverse of one variety. Another New York colonial 
coin of 1787, with the arms of the state on the obverse, has a reverse showing 
an heraldic eagle with a bunch of arrows of rather indefinite number in his 
left claw and E. Pluribus Unum” about him. The very rare gold doubloon 
of the same date has the same reverse details in different design, the bunch of 
arrows being more spread on the field. Still in the same year, the Massachu- 
setts cent and half-cent offer, on the cbverse, an Indian with a single arrow 
in his left hand and a bow in his right. In 1788 these pieces repeat the de- 
sign. 

In 1789 “Mott’s Token,” with a clock on the obverse, is very interesting 
from showing on the reverse only three large arrows in the left claw of the 
spread eagle, thus originating the number adopted on our more modern coin- 
age. Passing on to 1791 we find the Washington cents with small and large 
heraldic eagles. The former has but six arrows in his left claw (a number 
without significance) and the latter thirteen spread fan-like in two rows of 
heads, seven above and six smaller between. 

In 1792 a number of Washington patterns of varied obverse have 
heraldic eagles of differing size and design but with the thirteen arrows 
similarly arranged. One reverse, however, has the fanlike display higher on 
the inside while another repeats the six arrows. Some of these patterns are 
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in silver and gold and most of them are very rare. The Washington half- 
dollar of the same date has only five arrows in the eagles left claw. 

In 1795 the ‘‘Liberty and Security ” Washington cent presents on the 
reverse an heraldic eagle with six arrows in his right claw. 

Thus we seethat while a number of arrows was not always typical, the 
majority of colonial coins presented thirteen, as suggestive of the original 
states, and we may note that while the arrows were generally in the eagle’s 
left claw, the last piece shows them in his right, as first in readiness, chang- 
ing the proposition “peace or war” to war or peace, with the olive branch in 
the left talon. 

We may note also the greater correctness of the early designs in which 
the Indian holds the arrow in his right hand and his bow in the left, the 
natural nosition for use, but which the Mass, coin designs antagonize. 

The representation of an armed Indian was a familiar figure in colonial 
days, it was more picturesque than a man with a gun would have been and 
tended to associate the colonists with the natives as established Americans 
united in defence against European despotism of that period. 

We have now reviewed all the early tentative coinage upon which the 
red man or his weapons are represented and can better perceive its influence 
in the designs adopted when a national mint was at length organized and in 
those which have since been used. It is a curious fact that the arrows seen so 
frequently on colonial copper coins were never introduced on United States 
cents or half-cents, so we proceed to pieces of rarer metal, taking silver first. 

Silver dollars, though the issue began in 1794, do not show the heraldic 
eagle until the latter part of 1798 when presumably thirteen arrows, irregu- 
larly and loosely disposed, are aggressively held in his right claw and the 
olive branch in his left, contrary to the arrangement of the 1792 coins before 
described, so continuing until 1804. The Association of arrows with an 
heraldic eagle, by the way, is peculiar and incongruous as though bands of 
archers existed after heraldry began, weapons of hand to hand prowess were 
more typical of knighthood and spears, swords or battle-axes are associated 
with shields and the helmets are European devices.. In latter years a modern 
heraldic eagle with a sort of boquet of arrows has invaded our half and 
quarter dollars, but has happily been spared to us on other coins. 

An heraldic eagle, however, is unrepublican in any case and the earlier 
conception of the national bird ( as of the head of Liberty and the laurel 
wreath) is to be preferred to any later designs, except those on the reverse of 
the 1838 and 1839 dollars and on the early nickel cents. But to return to our 
subject. After a long interval in coinage, the dollar of 1840 presented anoth- 
er eagle with three larger arrows in his left «-law (why three is undetermined) 
and this has continued to our day. The three arrows appeared similarly on 
the Trade Dollar series of brief duration. Arrow heads, to which we shall 
refer soon, are not attached to any date oi lollars. though seen onsome dates 
of all other silver denominations except the twenty cent piece. This is the 
more singular as the larger coin offers grtater space for them. 
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Half dollars were first issued in 1794, but not until 1801 appeared the 
heraldic eagle with the bunch of thirteen (?) arrows in his right claw, as on 
the 1798 dollar. The spread eagle with three larger arrows in his left claw be- 
gan on the latter part of the coinage of 1807, continuing until 1821. In 1892 
appeared the present heraldic eagle holding in his left claw thirteen well de- 
fined arrows of assorted sizes in an elongated bunch. 

Arrow Heads flanking the date are first seen in 1853 on the entire issue 
of the Philadelphia mint and continue through 1854 and 1855. The same is 
true of the New Orleans coinage, except as regards one disputed 1853 piece ap- 
parently without them, but a number of coins of this aspect are evident altera- 
tions and the coining of any O mint half dollars without arrow heads is yet 
to be fully proved. In 1873 the Philadelphia and Carson City mints issued 
half dollars both without and with arrow heads but, as far as known, they 
are upon the entire issue of the San Francisco mint of that year and upon the 
entire issue of all three mints of 1874, their fipal appearance. 1853 P. and 
1873 S. half dollars without arrow heads may possibly exist. 

Quarter dollars, first coined in 1796, do not show the bunch of arrows in 
the eagle’s right claw until 1804, as there was no coinage in the interval. Af- 
ter another gap from 1808 to 1814, quarters presented the eagle with three ar- 
rows in his left claw, which continued until replaced in 1832 by the present 
heraldic eagle with thirteen arrows of absurdly assorted sizes in an 
elongated bunch as on the half dollars. Arrow heads appear in 1853 on most 
of the Philadelphia coinage (though a few rare quarters are without them) 
and on the entire coinage of 1854 and 1855. The New Orleans issues of these 
three years are invariably with arrow heads. The San Francisco mint did 
not coin quarters until 1855 when the arrow heads occur as elsewhere. 

In 1873 reverses with and without arrow heads were issued at Philadel- 
phia and Carson City, at San Francisco with them only. There was no coin- 
age in 1873 and 1874 at New Orleans and none in 1874 at Carson, but; the 
Philadelphia and San Francisco quarters of the latter year all show the 
arrow heads at date for the last time. It is among the possibilities that 1853 
O and 1873 S pieces without arrow-heads may yet be found. 

Dimes of a larger size than the present piece were first issued in 1796. 
In 1798 the heraldic eagle with thirteen (?) arrows in his right claw appears, 
as on other denominations, and in 1809 a change to the spread eagle, with 
three arrows in his left claw occurs. This is maintained until 1837 when a 
wreath succeeds the eagle. In 1853, reverses with and without arrow heads 
are found on Philadelphia dimes only, the New Orleans issue always having 
them, as far as known. They are invariable on both mintages of 1854 and on 
the first mint’s dates of ’55, the second not coining any. In 1873, dimes were 
issued with and without arrow heads both at Philadelphia and Carson City 
but only with them at San Francisco. In 1874 the arrow heads appear finally 
on all three mintages. Collectors should look for possible dimes of 1853 O 
and 1873 S without arrow heads. Half dimes, at first as large as our present 
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dimes, were issued from the mint in 1794, but not until 1800, and for a few 
years afterwards, were the intended thirteen arrows seen in the eagle’s right- 
claw. From 1806- there was no coinage until 1829 when the three arrows in & 
different eagle’s left claw began and continued to 1837 when a wreath was 
adopted for the reverse. Arrowheads appear at the dates of 1853, ’54 and ’55 
of the Philadelphia and New Orleans mints but both, in the early part of the 
first year only issued a small number without them, the O issue being excep- 
tional, when the dime is remembered, and rare. 

In 1873, the last year of any coinage of half dimes, there were no arrow 
heads upon the Philadelphia and San Francisco pieces, a particularly except- 
ional condition in those known which should instigate alert search. We 
have seen that the only dates of halves, quarters, dimes and half dimes that 
at times have issued both with and without the arrow heads are those of 1853 
and 1873. Consequently as all dies were made at the Philadelphia mint, if 
either of these dates have but one known variety in any denomination or 
mintage, the finding of the other is a possibility worthy to be kept in mind. 
The writer’s Treatise on Mint Marks brought several of the varieties mention- 
ed to light. 

But coin students will find that arrow heads have many additional 
varieties well worthy of attention. 

They are not only of different sizes, heights, shapes and relations to 
adjacent details on different dates but often on the same piece presenting any 
pair of them. Though al 1 denominations show these differences, the half dimes 
seem particularly rich in such varieties. 

The little silver three cent piece had, from 1854 to 1873 ( when its coinage 
and that of the half dime were discontinued) three arrow heads within the 
lower part of the C. 

The two cent bronze piece, abolished the same year, presents from 1864 
onward two arrows on the obverse, partially hidden by the shield. Our 
present five cent nickehpiece had similarly, from 186(5 to 1882 two arrows which 
the base of the shield in part covered. 

The abolished three cent nickel piece shows no arrows or arrow heads 
on any date. 

Let us now give United States gold coinage brief attention. The Double 
Eagle ($20) was first coined in 1850 and so partakes only the spread eagle de- 
sign with three arrows in the left claw (or on the right side as viewed ) which 
has remained unchanged. An heraldic or split national bird would have 
been only appropriate to this coin, but the chance was missed. Arrow heads 
do not appear upon any denomination of United States gold. 

Passing first dates showing spread eagles with wreaths, palm branches, 
&c., we see that the design with nominally thirteen arrows in the bird’s right 
claw began on the Eagle ( $10 ) in the latter part of 1797, on the Half Eagle ( $5 ) 
in 1795 and on the Quarter Eagle ($2.50) in 1796, the olive branch being in the 

left claw. We may here remark that the officiallv credited “thirteen'’ arrows 
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are difficult or impossible to verify upon some of the gold as well as silver 
coins, even in fine condition, the bunch being at times as close as 

one of asparagus. The spread eagle, with three arrows in his left 
claw and the olive branch in the right, began on the eagle in 1838, on the Half 
Eagle in 1807 and on the Quarter eagle in 1808, the delay in the Eagle series 
resulting from a long gap in coinage. 

Other differences in design and detail which appear on gold, as on sil- 
ver, issues do not come within the range of our subject. Nor do, strictly, the 
abolished three dollar or one dollar gold pieces of about forty past years’ en- 
durance, though they really perfect it in the beautiful plumed Indian head 
displayed, the highest tribute our country has paid to the early red 
“lord proprietors.” Indian heads and arrows (especially the imitated bunch 
of three) have also been used on the gold pieces of private mints in Califor- 
nia not many decades since, but they were without government authority, of 
brief local circulation and are now known only to numismatists. In truth In- 
dian sentimentality is fast disappearing (except, happily, on our paper money) 
for our authorities are not only tyranically depriving the Indian of his just 
personal right to wear his hair and clothing as he wills in his remote abodes 
(while Chinese and eccentric whites have full indulgence) but they are so 
rapidly banishing every Indian emblem from our coinage that, now, three 
random arrows only remain, in the disficrured eagle’s left claw, as picturesque 
souvenirs of the past. Let these three arrows typify the power of north, south 
and west, and may the eagle ever hold them united. 


Canada is to Have A flint. 

The Minister of Public Works has decided that the Ottawa branch of th e 
Royal Mint shall be erected on Nepeau Point, and tenders shall be called 
shortly for the construction of the same. 

Professor Haanel, who has charge of the Dominion Assay Office, speak- 
ing in Ottawa the other day in reference to a dispatch from Victoria, that the 
Canadian banks are still shipping gold from the Yukon to Seattle and San 
Francisco, despite the establishment of an assay office, said that nothing else 
could be expected. He said it was just as cheap to ship to Seattle as Van- 
couver, and more convenient, as the United States was the ultimate market 
for gold. The government hopes to turn the stream of gold in the direction 
of Ottawa when the mint is built but so long as there is no mint, the precious 
dust must go to the United States. The Assay offices have nothing to do with 
this phase of the question, having been establishel for the benefit of the 
miners.

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THE BRASS COINS OF CANADA. 

s J. C. Trenaman. 

No. 1, This piece is claimed by some to be a United States coin. By 
others as pertaining to Canada. There is little foundation for calling it ( a 
United States coin, if the date is correct, for the treaty of peace between 
England and her colonies, now the United States, was not signed until the 
following year, Nov. 30th 1782. The final treaty being signed in 1783. From 
1775 there were very few coins brought from England to the colonies who 
were in rebellion. This coin is also found in copper. 

No. 2. The design of the ship on this coin seems to have been very 
popular at that time as’it is found on many of the copper coins issued between 
1815 and 1833. But this is the only one issued in brass, and it is now becom- 
ing scarce in good condition, 

Nos. 3 & 4. These two coins were struck in Canada, being only imi- 
tations of the copper coins which were struck in Birmingham. There are 
about twenty-five varieties of the former and six of the latter. They are 
mostly very common the only one that seems to be at all scarce is one of the 
first where there is no lines under the ground, but it is very rough. Most any 
of them can be bought at from five to ten cents each in good condition. 

Nos. 5 to 8. These Hudson Bay 
tokens are the most sought after by 
the collectors of colonials, and until 
recently, were among the rarest. They 
a^e in brass and much resemble gold. 

On the obverse side are the well 
known arms of the Hudson’s Bay 
Company, on the reverse are the 
letters H. B. (Hudson’s Bay, ) E. M. 

(East Main Coast) and 1, 4, i, or J 
N. B. (New r Beaver.) 

Prior to the issue of these coins, an 
Indian trading at the Hudson’s Bay 
post would receive in exchange for 
his packet of skins, goods such as to- 
bacco, amunition: blankets, etc. or 
would have a certain quantity of such 
goods placed to his credit. With 
these coins however, his pack was 
purchased outright in the same way as with ordinary money. The pack be- 
ing valued at so many beaver skins, some of the more valuable fur 3 being 
worth several beavers, others less. The beaver was thus the standard or unit 
of value, the same as the dollar in our money of to-day. The Indians gradu- 
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ally'used up these coins in making necklaces and other ormaments, or by 
loosing them, so that they fell into disuse, and, in time, became exceedingly 
scarce. The first copy of the “Half” known to collectors sold for $125,00, so 
Mr. Breton claims in his work on Canadian Coins, but to. day they are down 
so low that one will find them in nearly all good collections. Good specimens 
sold at from two to three dollars, but for all they have become so common on 
this side of the Atlantic, it was not until last year that the British Museum 
came into possession of a full set. They were presented by Mr. Frank Nelson 
of the Department of the Interior, Ottawa. 

Nos. 9 and 10. These two pieces are claimed for Prince Edwards Island 
where they were found in great numbers in circulation until the last few years. 
The two obverses are from the same die. 

No. 11. This piece is now the rarest of brass coins. It is always found 
holed. When it was in use its value was one beaver skin: to-day a good copy 
will bring $26,00. 

No. 12. There are about twenty-five varieties of this coin, most of them 
being very common. A number of these coins have been used in striking 
over coins of later dates, some of them showing the head very plain, while on 
others we have the date very perfect. This issue in 1825 was quite small and 
they have become very rare. 

No. 13. This coin is struck with plain and .milled edges. There are 
also some to be found that have been struck over the 1820 variety with a harp. 
The brass coins are much scarcer than those struck in copper. 

No. 14. This boquet is also struck in copper. 

No. 15. This boquet has seventeen leaves in the wreath on the reverse. 
It was also struck in copper. 

> No. 16. This cent is very common in circulation in copper. But few 
specimens are known to collectors that have been issued in brass.

Arms,” and a picture of the arms. On the reverse side is the picture of St. 
Patrick. 


The magnificent collection of coins got together by the late Mr. Hyman 
Montagu, of London, England, has just been sold by auction. The sale oc- 
cupied no less than fifty-two days, and over two hundred and fifty thousand 
dollars was realized, while the English coins and medals sold for one humdred 
and forty thousand. The Roman coins were sold in Paris and made good 
prices, bringing i total of about seventy-five thousand dollars. 


Coins in a tree stump— A German who lives at Nutlev had a large beech 
tree cut down on the ground surrounding his hotel, and was surprised when 
the stump was cut out of the ground, to find what appeared to be a number of 
old buttons. Closer inspection revealed the fact that they were ancient coins 
of the Spanish and Hessian type. Some bear the date 1792, while others are 
too much worn to be deciphered. In all 164 coins were found. The fact is now 
recalled that a few years ago a quantity of Hessian shillings were unearthed, 
about a mile away from this latest find, and Nutleyites now believe that Hes- 
sion wealth abounds in the neighborhood.

States shield. Legend: united States of America. In the exergue, 1902. 
The obverse is considered by the authorities as appropriate to the Archipelago, 
and the reverse is emblematic of our sovereignty. The design is said to be 
the work of a Filipino artist.

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We have received several communications of late from members who 
have been victimized, regarding the general responsibility of our members. . 
They insist on some plan whereby every member of this body shall be re- 
responsible, and that “such as cannot comply with the requirements as to 
reference be rejected,* * and that “the time has certainly arrived when some- 
thing must be done to protect not only collectors but dealers from several 
frauds who are at present working in this country.” They think “it should 
be made that if a person is a member of the A. N. A. he should be worthy of 
credit and a resoonsible person.” 

This is the burden of these communications, and they are worthy of con- 
sideration. The only possible fault we can find is that no remedy is ever pro- 
posed, and nothing beyond our present safeguards suggested. 

From the beginning, all applicants have been required to give references, 
and a reasonable degree of care exercised in the solicitations for membership, 
so that only suitable persons would be considered. Looking back over our 
past history it seems to us that in this matter we have much cause for congra- 
tulation in the general integrity and honesty of our membership. We have no 
doubt, made mistakes in the past eleven years of our history, but these have 
been of such a character that any more stringent rules of regulations would 
have made no difference in the results. We recall now two instances; one, our 
first rude jolt, was when one of our charter members was landed in a state 
penitentiary, but through no crime connected w ith us or our collecting. He 
was promptly expelled. The other, a later instance, when a member defrauded 
others and absconded. It was only after quite a little delay, that the Secre- 
tary got the partial facts in this case and promptly dropped his name from 
our list. To this date, so far as we are aware, no specific or other charges 
have been filed against him with the Board of Trustees (where these complaints 
should always be lodged) by any of his victims. 

If other complaints have ever been entered before the proper tribunal 
we have never heard of them, and so we say, we have just cause for congratu- 
lations in these matters. 

We realize that we are of the earth, earthy. We are not perfect and 
spotless for we do not live in the millennium. We find no organized bodies, 
whether they be of church or state, that are immaculate and we have lived too 
long in the world to even expect such, at the same time we hold and maintain 
that for honesty, sobriety, and integrity, the A. N. A. will compare favorably 
with any of them. The great mass of our members are above suspicion in any 
event, some might be tempted and fall, a few perhaps, have entered the temple 
of Numisma and stole her livery to desecrate her sacred shrines and serve 
Baal, but this has, also been the history of all times and organizations since 
the event in the Garden of Eden. 

We are living in an age when reasonable care must be exercised in the 
selection of a bank in which to place our depostts, a reasonable care in the 
selection of a church that will so guide us that the future may not prove a 
disappointment; a reasonable care in business and other transactions, and so 
we ask you to use reasonable care in your doings with the association, and 
you may rest assured that the officers of this body will use reasonable care in 
the credentials of new members, and that reasonable complaints, (not insinua- 
tions or innuendous, ) when submitted to the Board of Trustees, will receive 
reasbnable and speedy consideration.

New York is to have anew coin auction house next autumn. The Man 
hattan Coin Company announce that they will begin their sale about Septem 
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ber 20th. Sales are to be held on Saturday afternoon only. Collectors 
should address them at 16 Walker street and further details will be furnished. 


A correspondent sends me a cutting from an English paper which states 
that the postponement of the coronation of King Edward VII. has seriously 
injured the manufacturers of medals struck for the occasion. It is computed 
that ten million medals, dated June 26 and June 27, already struck, are now 
valueless. 


Mr. Charles A. Con ant the Treasurer of the Morton Trust Company of 
New York, has been at Washington in conference with Secretary Root and 
the U. S. Treasury authorities, concerning matters growing out of his service 
in the Philippine Islands, as a financial expert. The new Civil Government 
Law, while it failed to take action on the standard Philippine currency, on 
account of the controversy of the two houses over the gold and silver bases, 
did provide for a new subsidiary coinage by the American authorities. The 
Evening Post states that “Mr. Conant is in favor of making the volume of this 
new coinage as large as the needs of the archigelago will permit. It will be 
legal tender for only $10 and redeemable in nothing. The largest piece will 
be fifty centavos, about the size of our half dollar, and worth somewhat less 
than our quarter. The smallest piece will be the half-centavo, worth about 
one-quarter of our cent. The Taft Commission has already employed Philip- 
pine designers in executing models for these coins, and, as there is a mint in 
Manila, which needs only some new equipment of machinery, operations under 
the new law may be expected soon to begin . n 


The latest accession to numismatic literature is Mr. Benjamin G. 
Green’s check book, which although small in size has a very lengthy title de- 
scription of its contents. The work is convenient enough for a reference list, 
but will scarcely do for a record, as insufficient space is provided for writing 
unless the owner affects a microscopic penmanship. It might have been well 
had the compiler struck off a limited number on large paper with ample 
margins, besides the ordinary issue. More Anon, A. R. Frey.

The following song was very popular with the friends of- Harrison. 

“Now you hear the Van-Jacks talking, talking, talking 
Things look quite blue 
For all the world seems turning round 
For Tippecanoe and Tyler too. 

And with them we’ll beat little Van, 

Van, Van. Van is a used up man. 

And with them we’ll beat Little Van, 

The idea of being “weighed in the balance and found wanting’ ’ is of 
very ancient origin. In Dan. V., 25-27 we read that Belshazzer saw the 
startling announcement written on the wall, i.c. “Afate, Mene , Tckel Upharsin 
which Is the equivalent in the old oriental tongue. 

And in India the Maharajah of Travancore is balanced or “weighed 
against gold.” The coin is heaped up till the Maharajah “rises higher in the 
air.” The priests meanwhile are chanting their Vedic hymns. Then the gold 
is distributed among the assembled Brahmins. The Kite is called 
“ Talabbavam .” 

The story of Capt. John Hull putting Ms daughter in one pan and heap- 
ing brand “new Pine Tree Shillings” in the other for her marriage portion is 
familiar to every school boy.

General Harrison won the appellation “Hero of Tippecanoe,” for de- 
feating the Indians under the brother of Tecumseh at Tippecanoe, Nov. 5th, 1811. 
The campaign of 1840 was a warm one and partisan feeling ran high. 

Below are popular extracts from the songs of the day: 


"Then crowd the throng and swell the song 
And spread his glory wider. 

And join the song for Harrison 
Log Cabin and Hard-cider, 

Let Grundy sneer and Benton jeer 
The day of retribution. 

We firmly trust, ’twill be for us 
A day of restitution 
And let Calhoun change each moon 
And every such backslider. 

We ll go as one for Harrison 
Log Cabin and Hard cider. 

The friends of Van Buren retaliated with the following: 

Oh no! he never lost a fight 
He’s ever bullet proof 
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For Why? When e'er a battle rages 
He always kept aloof 
And that's the reason why Old Tip 
Was always bullet proof 
Then here’s a he alth to “ Tip— Canoe" 
The hero of defeat. 

As safe a generalissimo 
As ever beat a retreat. 

But while retreating through a wood 
And through the tangle fern 
He tore A/* mus’n.t-mention-’ems 
And had to put on her*n, 

And thus the mighty general 
Through all that bloody war

Satterlee No. 96, but the date of birth is given by him as “Feb. 7, 1773” 
which may be an error of the printers or there may have been a token issued 
with this error, if so, it must be extremely rare. 

The terra “Loco Foco” arose in 1834 during an exciting meeting of the 
Democrat party in Tammany Hall, when the candles were blown out to in- 
crease the confusion but they were lighted with matches, which had but re- 
cently been introduced and were called “Loco-focos” from the Latin Loco-foci , 
in lieu of fire. Van Buren belonged to this party. The illusion “Salt River” 
refers to a defeated political party. The term is supposed to get significance 
from a small river in Kentucky, the passage of which is rendered both diffi- 
cult and dangerous by shallows, bars and an extremely tortuous channel.

The lion rampant is used emblematically to express magnanimity. It 
was sometimes used secretly to denote the Prince of Orange. The cross keys 
are a common allusion to St. Peter, as he was supposed to carry the keys 
which unlock the gates of Heaven. Among the ancients the key was a symbol 
of silence and circumspection, and thus Sophocles alludes to it in Oedipus 
Coloneus; “The golden key which had come upon the tongue of the minister- 
ing Herophant in the mysteries of Eleusis.” Callimachus says: “that the 
priestess of Ceres bore a key as the ensign of her mystic office.’ ’ The key, 
was used in the mysteries of Eleusis.” Callimachussays: “that the priestess of 
Ceres bore a key as the ensign of her mystic office.” The key, was in the 
mysteries of Isis, a hieroglyphic “of me opening or disclosing of the heart 
and conscience, in the kingdom of death, for trial and judgment.” 

For significance of the Liberty cap, Vide “Credit Money” in May No. 
of The Numismatist. 

Leyden is the oldest town in Holland. Within the^city are the ruins of 
an old castle called the “Burg” supposed to have been erected by the Romans 
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before the birth of Christ. This city gained renown by the long siege it sus 
lained in the year mentioned on the above coin, against the Spaniards, during 
which 6000 of its inhabitants died of famine and pestilence. As a last resort 
the Prince of Orange caused the dikes to be broken down and the country 
flooded. This measure sufficed to rii the city of the Spanish but caused un- 
paralied suffering to the inhabitants. To compensate this evil, the Prince of 
Orange offered to either remit certain taxes or establish a university in the 
city. The Leydeners magnanimously chose the latter, therefore the following 
year (1575) the university was inaugurated, which became one of the most 
celebrated seats of learning in Europe, and constituted the chief ornament 
and glory of the city. The Leyden Observatory was founded in 1532 and is 
the most ancient of existing European Observatories. 


SOME MEDALETS OF THE ROYAL GEORGES OF GREAT BRITAIN. 


William Thurston. 

Among the Flotsam and Jetsam on the driftage of a miscellaneous col- 
lection of old coins, one always gets a fair sample of Medalets of Royal per- 
sonage. They are, so to speak, the siftings of a good collection; for these 
small medals are of no intrinsic value, and are generally sold, when first 
struck, for a penny each. But they are interesting and instructive as they 
show the measure of popularity of the occupant of the throne and of his rela- 
tives and descendants. Of George I of England, I do not appear to have a 
single medalet. Whether this is my misfortune, or whether there were few is- 
sued I cannot tell: but it is certain that George I was not a popular favorite. 
His ignorance of the English language, his contempt for the English people, 
were all so pronounced that he was not likely to be beloved by the British na- 
tion. 

As to the small medals of George II, I have only one, and that was is- 
sued by Kirk as one of his series of celebrities. George II, was not very 
popular with the people. No doubt he was also very German, and the com- 
mon people could get up no enthusiasm over him. 

Gruber, ( in his English Coinsand Medals in the British Museum,) 
gives accounts only of the following personal medals, (gold and silver) of 
George II. One on his accession to the Electorate of Hanover 1727; one on 
his coronation in England June 15th, 1727; a medal of the Coronation of the 
Queen 1727; another by Tanner & Croker showing the Royal family of Eng- 
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land in 1732; and another displaying the Victory of Dettingen, with the King 
on horseback commanding the allied forces, but these were full sized and 
proper medals, and scarcely come under the head of my essay on Royal 
Medalets. 

George III, with all his faults, was much endeared to the English peo- 
ple. His long reign, his steady family habits, his absence of all vice, and 
his happy conjugal relations with his wife, all endeared him to the hearts of 
the populace. We therefore find several little medalets on the recovery from 
his attack of insanity, and also some on his reaching his silver and diamond 
jubilees. I have a small one, copper, silver, gilt, which shows on the ob- 
verse the busts, jugate, of the King and Queen, with legend Geo. Ill, et Char. 
Rex et Reg. “On the Reverse a double heart crowned, with the following 
legend “Patrons of Virtue.” 

I have a diamond jubilee medalet with the bust of Geo III, to right and 
the legend: “In the Fiftieth year of his reign.” Reverse: Geo. Ill, corn- 
pleated (sic) the 50th year of his reign Oct. 25th, 1810.” This is a handsome 
little medalet about the size of a half-penny. 

I have another jubilee medalet dated 25th Oct. 1809. Legend: “Having 
this day commenced the 50th year of his reign. Beloved by his people. His 
actions the glory of all his subjects, and the veneration of all the world.” 

I question the truth of the last sentence but a medalist must be emphatic 
or nothing? 

I have a medalet also on his recovery from a long attack of insanity; 
and another dated May 15th 1800, legend: “Godgive praise. Preserved from 

Assassination.” 

Another little copper medalet to the memory of Queen Charlotte is very 
pleasing. Obverse, H. M. G. M. Queen Charlotte” with bust to left. Re- 
verse, “Born May 19th, 1744, Married Sept. 9th 1761. Died at Kew Nov. 
27th 1818, after a virtuous reign with her beloved king of 57 years.” No 
doubt but this little medal spoke the true feelings of the people, and showed 
that the good example of simple homely love and conjugal fidelity was not 
lost upon the nation. 

Scores of other little medals were issued during the long reign of Geo. 
Ill; but these mentioned are a fair sample of the public feeling. 

I am aware that George III, was not always popular. On his proceed- 
ing to open Parliament in 1795, he was mobbed by an^infuriated crowd, and a 
gun shot went through the glass of the State Coach that contained himself 
and Queen. But this was owing to the war then raging, which robbed the 
country of so many men, and made the prices of the necessaries of life exceed- 
ingly high. 

A pathetic interest attaches to the next three medalets in my cabinet, 
being those to the memory of the ill-fated Princess Charlotte, who married 
Leopold, King of the Belgians, and died in childbirth in the year after her 
marriage. This was a great blow to the British nation; for the princess had 
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endeared herself to the hearts of her people by her frank and winning ways. 
The first medal bears upon its obverse, the bust of the unfortunate princess to 
left, with naked neck and wearing a fringe, with her hair tightly tied in a knot 
behind, according to the fashion of the day. The legend is, “H. R. H. The 
Princess Charlotte.” Rev. “Great Britain mourns. Her Princes Weep. 
Died Nov. 6th 1817, aged 21 ” The other two medalets of the Princess have 
the weeping willow turned to left of the tomb, but in all other respects are the 
same as the one described. 

Of small medallic representations of George IV. I [have quite a little 
host. There is no doubt that his striking handsome face, lent itself admirably 
to the medellers and gem cutters’s art. He was also looked upon by the popu- 
lace as a jolly sailor— a good fellow; and they condoned his rather wild 
excesses as Prince of Wales on account of his open-handed nature. My first 
medalet of George IV. is a small brass one representing him as Prince of 
Wales with the Princess Caroline in jugate form. It reads, '“Geo. and Caro- 
line, Prince and Princess of Wales.” Feathers in the center of two wreaths of 
laurel. Legend: “May the Union be Crowmed with*; Happiness, April 8th, 

1795.” 

I have another one of George IV. recording his death. This is in pew- 
ter. It has the usual weeping female by a tomb, and on the reverse, the 
British lion and the standard and other flags. Legend: “Born Aug. 17th, 

1762. Ascended the throne Jan’y. 29th, 1820. Crowned July 19th, 182L 
Died June 26th, 1830. In death regretted as in life beloved.” I have another 
small brass medal recording his birth and death, and the usual sarcophagus 
surmounted by a weeping yew or willow. I have seen in the course of ten 
years collecting of old coins, a number of other medalets on his marriage, 
coronation and death, and they all spoke well of the jovial monarch. 

I have ommitted to say that I have a rather larger fine brass medalet to 
celebrate the King’s coronation. It shows the King sitting in the historic 
chair over the old stone from Scone in Scotland, crowned, and with the sep- 
tre and orb in his hands. There is also an interesting little brass medal 
struck on his visit to Scotland in August 1822, having a thistle with two 
blooms in the field. I have a finer and more finished bronze medal on his 
coronation. On the reverse is the Latin inscription, “Proprio Jam Jube 
Animo Paterno Inauguratus Die Julii XIX anno M. D. CCCXXI.” An 
angel is crowning the seated King. Britannia and two soldiers are looking 
on. 

These small commerative common medals help to nourish a loyal and 
patriotic spirit, and may it be long before they are discontinued.

THE CROSS AND THE CROWN. 


Edward B. Clark. 

Professor Jasper Flint was an antiquarian, and Aramaic scholar, a col- 
lector of coins and an atheist. Coin collecting was a mania with him. Jasper 
Flint was as hard in his heart and in his life as is the stone from which he 
took his name. Unlike the flint, however, no steel, nor anything else for that 
matter, could strike fire from the professor. With him religion was a sneer. 
The only things that he loved were the coins in his collection case, and his 
work in the Oldberry library, where he translated ancient manuscripts for a 
livelihood. 

It was the first bright afternoon of spring. The southern surf came 
warm through the plate glass window of the little library room where Pro- 
fessor Flint sat all alone at his work of translation. He had gone through 
some Syrian material thoroughly, but with little interest. The air was close; 
he felt drowsy and twice he nodded. Suddenly he saw lying on the table be- 
yond the little wicker paper basket a cylinder of copper with the end open. 
He took it up and found a roll of parchment protruding. The professor was 
surprised. The librarian had not told him of this addition to the afternoon’s 
work. He unrolled the parchment and saw in an instant that the characters 
were Aramic. He read a few lines and I a look of amazement came into his 
face. He finished the reading and trembled. 

“The coin of the Christ, ” he said, and the words came in gasps. “I 
shall be the king of the world’s collectors.” 

He spread out the manuscript once more and carefully studied some 
lines which were drawn in a corner. ‘‘The directions are simple,” muttered 
the scholar. “This tube was found in ruins near Jerusalem and bought by 
the library unopened. They broke the seal that I might translate it, and 
there is no man in the West except me who can do it. The secret is safe.” 

Jasper Flint left the library building. Three weeks later he stood ten 
miles from Jerusalem, where Kedron’s brook meets the vale of Hinnom. With 
him were two laborers, who, under his direction, were chiseling into a great 
rock known for centuries as the Face of the Prophet. Suddenly the professor 
stopped the men’s work and ran his hands over the rock. 

“Drill along these lines,” he said sharply.

Book Reviews. 

The Numismatists’ Reference and Check Book; being a List of Coins issued by 
the U. S. Mint and Branches, with Principal Varieties, Private Issues of 
Gold, Paper, Fractional Currency, and Encased Postage Stamps, with 
provisions for Checking and Recording the pieces in a collection, by Ben 
G. Green, flexible leather, gilt edges, interleaved, $2, same but not inter- 
leaved $1.25. A cheaper bound edition $1. Published by the author and 
compiler, 2343 Magnolia Ave., Chicago, 111., 1902. 

The comprehensive title of this little volume will at once give the 
reader an intelligent idea of the scope and nature of its contents. Mr. Green 
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has entered upon this work of compilation in an enthusiastic and scientific 
manner which bespeaks an intimate acquaintance with the authorities on the 
subject coupled with an earnest love for this branch of our science. The 
volume naturally deals with facts and figures, and the statistics of the U. S. 
Mint at Philadelphia, and its branches, from their institution down to the 
present year, are given with completeness and as much accuracy as the official 
records will allow. The book is intended, not for the library, but for a con- 
stant companion, and thus is bound in flexible covers and reduced to a size 
conveniently carried in the coat pocket. That such a work is demanded is 
evidenced by many inquiries received in the years past if such a compilation 
was obtainable, and that such a work giving ruled spacings for “condition,” 
“date of acquisition,” “from whom purchased,” and “price paid, will cover 
the want we believe from the several manuscripts that have been submitted to 
us along similar lines. We note one within a year from Mr. S. B. Emery, 
almost identical, with the exception that Mr. Emery included in his 
list the Colonial and early state issues, and the Hard Times Tokens. A 
catalogue of our fractional currency issued between 1862 and 1876, and the 
Encased Postage Stamps that passed as currency for a brief period during 
our Civil War are appended and will interest our collectors of these allied 
branches of numismatics. All in all, the volume is one that will appeal 
strongly to our numismatic collectors of Americana, and to such will prove 
most acceptable and to the many who have not the several large works of 
reference, it will be invaluable. 

Papers for beginners. A treatise on the first principles of the Science of 
Numismatics, by Thomas Wm. Kitt, Member of the Numismatic Society 
of London, with a preface by Sir John Evans, President of the N. S. L. 
Published at Bury, St. Edmunds, England, 1902. 

Numismatics for Beginners:— This little book written by T. W. Kitt, is 
an exceedingly useful one for new students in the science of Numismatics. By 
a careful study of its pages they may be able to avoid many a pitfall and 
save their pockets many an unprofitable outlay. The book is full of explana- 
tions all through, giving hints and notes of such things as others had to ac- 
quire by long experience and many bad bargains. The volume gives full 
directions to the new fledged student of numismatics in every difficulty that 
awaits him. There are chapters on the limits of collecting; and advice how 
to profitably limit ones desire to collect everything; on the choice of a cabinet, 
for no man can collect wisely who has not a proper cabinet to place his 
• treasures; on the selection and arrangement of specimens; on the cleaning of 
coins, aud taking impressions and rubbings therefrom; on the valuation and 
prices of coins; on forgeries and their detection; on the measurement and 
weight of coins, and the testing of metals; on technical terms and abbrevia- 
ions used in numismatics; what to do with duplicates, and how to profitably 
and fairly exchange with one’s fellow collectors. In fact the book abounds in 
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good advice to the new beginner in this fascinating study. The reviewer 
wishes be had been the possesor of such a little volume when he started col- 
lecting* He would have been saved the utter ruin of a number of oxidised 
silver coins which he steeped in a strong solution of nitric acid and of others 
to which like the author, he applied brick-dust to polish them. We have 
heard of one would-be collector who cut down his eoins to fit his cabinet! and 
of another who painted his coins green to imitate the patina of the Romans. 
The explanation of technical terms is a most useful part of the work. Many 
a pupil is puzzled when he sees such words as “bracteate, M “guilloched,” 
and other unfamiliar words used, but he will find all such explained here. 
The author is fortunate in getting such a veteran and erudite numismatist as 
Sir John Evans to write a prefcace to his little book; and that fact is also a 
testimony to the worth and accuracy of the little volume.

American Numismatic Association Medal. 

The older members of the Association will well remember the efforts 
made some seven or eight years since in the line of an Association or Mem- 
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bership Medal. At that time it was thought from the best obtainable infor- 
mation, that a suitable medal, size 32, would cost in the neighborhood of 
$300.00 for a die and 100 medals struck from the same, and the subscription 
price was placed at $3 and $6, for copies in bronze and silver. Designs were 
accepted and subscriptions on this basis called for. About 50 of the then 250 
members responded and about $200 raised. A little later inocuous disquietude 
overtook the Association and it went to sleep. The subscriptions were refun- 
ded and the matter dropped until a more convenient season. Many seem to 
think that the season has now arrived and numerous inquiries regarding the 
medal have been received, particularly since we published the obverse in our 
January issue. ( Vide p. 21, ) 

President Wright has been making some investigations along this line 
of late and finds that it will now cost us $75, to have first class dies prepared 
and that every medal struck from these dies will cost seventy-five cents each, 
thus making the cost of the first hundred medals $150 or 1.50 each. Just half 
the price of the estimate of eight years ago. This medal will be two inches in 
diameter, or size 32, struck in copper and finished in bronze, and only first 
class proof impressions will be given out. The work will be executed by one 
of our best houses in this line of work. It is now up to our members once 
more to see if they want an Association Medal. We must have 100 subscri- 
bers at $1.50 each, and as this is considerably a matter of sentiment, let us 
have your sentiments. The reverse of the medal heads this article.

This month the Numismatist takes plasure in presenting to its readers 
the genial features of the President of the American Numismatic Association. 
Dr. B. P. Wright was born in the town of Hamlin, Monroe Co., N, Y, on the 
20th of September, 1857. He will consequently round out the 45th year of ter- 
restrial experience in this present month. His early life was spent on a farm, 
and there is every indication that in his earliest existence, the fond parents 
believed him to be the handsomest babe in that neck of the woods. What 
others thought,, or how long they hugged this delusion, we have no means of 
knowing. He early evinced a desire to “know something” beyond the 
facilities afforded by the country schools, and we find him entering the 
State Normal School at Brockport, were he completed the classical course in 
1882. With the object of entering Cornell University he took extra instruction 
in Latin and Greek. The Honorable Andrew D. White dissuaded him from 
this course and advised him to go to Ann Arbor. This he did, and in the fall 
of 1882 we find him matriculated in the Medical Department of the University 
of Michigan. In 1885 he received the Degree of M. D. and opened an office in

Syracuse, N. Y., and has continued in the practice of medicine since. Nu- 
mismatieally he began his career at the tender age of six months, when he cut 
his first teeth on a Bank of England five shilling piece presented him by his 
grandfather, and on this “1804” dollar of England be became infected 
with the numismatic microbe that has clung so tenaciously to him ever since. 
In his boyhood days he accumulated a “magnificent collection of old coins, 
gems of the first water,” that he carried in a bag. One sad day a haughty 
numismatist passed athwart his horizon and with disdainful look and action, 
the evidence of superior wisdom, informed him that his cherished lares and 
penates were only worthless bits of copper and brass Save the five shilling 
piece, all the rest of his “gems” were sacrificed and he began the study of our 
science. Since then nothing but the absolutely mint state specimens satisfies, 
and he holds that only the best are good enough for a cabinet. He says, 
“books and coins and hard study are the foundation stones of our science. 
The more study the better numismatist,” and recommends the following pre- 
scription: 

R. 

.Twenty-five good books. 

Fifteen coins, medals or tokens. 

One hundred studies. 

M. Sig. Take a dose pro renatum , i. e. as often as the pockebook or 
circumstances will permit. 

Dr. Wright joined the American Numismatic Association early in its 
existence, and has remained steadfast in the faith ever since. At the last 
meeting of this Association, he was unanimously elected its president. As a 
contributor to the literature of our science, he is well and favorably known to 
all the readers of this magazine, and words of ours would be superfluous.

The editor probably receives on an average, 300 communications a 
month. These range from queries regarding the value of the eagle cents of 
1857 and 1858; V nickels without the word cents; Columbian half-dollars, and 
old Spanish and Mexican silver, up to requests for 1804 dollars and 1849 
double eagles. The following “brilliants” from the ‘think tanks’ are all 
fresh and will give some idea as to the trend of numismatic thought at this 
time. 

No. 224 writes, “I have two pieces of Breton’s No. 521; one has the dot 
after Canada, the other a very fair specimen, has no dot.— “If a member de- 
frauds tell us who he is. We can soon get rid of him.”— Mekeel’s Weekly 
Stamp collector has a nice monthly magazine edition with numismatic depart- 
ment. President Wright, and other of our numismatic “lights” contribute of 
their overflow and exuberance into it. — Frequent inquiries come to us regard- 
ing the numismatic Hand Books; Higgin’s CopperCoins of Europe: Howorth’s 
Colonial Coins and Tokens. We have none of these on hand. Last year we 
had over 150 of these Hand Books sent direct from London to those who de- 
sired them at twenty-five cents each We have so many new members that we 
are inclined to renew the proposition. These books are cloth bound and well 
illustrated, and at the price quoted, exceedingly cheap.— “Who was “Terisa” 
Xavier (p 210, July 1902)? Prince Xavier was Regent of Saxony from 1763 to 
1768. The Elector Frederick Augustus III., a minor of 13, truly, succeeded 
his fathe ^Frederick Christian under the guardianship of his uncle Xavier in 
the former year but did not become king as Frederick Augustus until 1806 
Furthermore he was succeeded in 1827 (not 1829), by his aged brother Anton, 
who reigned until 1836. Separate coinages were issued, of the same dates, 
during the Regency of Xavier, for himself as Regent and for Fred Aug. Ill, as 
Elector, the latter having the juvenile bust. The transmission of the Saxon 
throne to surviving brothers, after long reigns has been curiously frequent.” 
— Two letters in one mail lately, one from British Guiana, the other from 
Ceylon, reminds us that our Association has more than a local name and 
fame. — Bertrand, from England, writes “shall have pleasure in doing any- 
thing in forwarding the interests of The Numismatist. I think it the best 
paper of its kind I have seen.” — H. E. Morey, the Boston dealer, held his 
usual monthly auction sale of coins, (No. 61) on August 25, 219 lots were dis- 
posed of at satisfactory prices. — President Wright has gone to the “Lone 
Star State” and it looks as though Texas might be his headquarters for some 
little time to come. -Ex-President Heaton has been spending the summer at 
his summer home in the highlands of old Virginia, Skyland, Page Co. — The 
editor notes, that on August 15th., the U. S. District’attorney of Kansas made 
a ruling that “trade checks” were illegal, and that their issuance and circula- 
tion was punishable by a fine of $500 or imprisonment ior five years By 
trade checks is meant those bits of metal so familiar to our collectors, which

Yankton, South Dakota, Aug. 17, 1902. 

Dr. Geo. F. Heath, Monroe, Mich. 

My Dear Doctor:— Here comes another “hello’ ’ from the “voice in 
the wilderness.” I have had a bad half hour and propose to tell you about 
it, inasmuch as it pertains to The Science. I have just come across a men- 
tion in a church paper of the Manx penny in which the editor closes with these 
words.” The phrase recalls to us the Isle of Man penny with its motto and 
devise. The device is three legs so united at a common centre that two or 
three feet will always make a good standing base. The legend is Quocumque 
jeceris stabit , which may be freely rendered: “It has always two legs 

to stand on.” 

Now Doctor that translation started me to thinking as I had recently 
read Brother B. P. Wright’s clever rendition in a late Numismatist. I play- 
ed with Manx pennies as a boy and understood the legend to mean in my na- 
tive country, freely translated of course, however you toss me I’ll stand, this 
is of course equal to saying will always come down on my feet. I accepter 
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this version before I started in on the mysteries of Latin, which was many 
years before I came within the blessed light of the American Numismatic cir- 
cle. I am now just through with Latin grammers, lexicons and other sources 
of authority on the dead language in question. I am as it were fresh from the 
press and I want this matter settled now that Brother B. P. W. has started it 
so nobly. If you have the space to spare in your next or following number 
just fire ray talk on the subject at the brethren and lets have a free for all on 
the matter. 

As a brief preface I will admit that after I had continued my investiga- 
tions a short way I found I was like the third leg on the penny, up in the air. 

I find I agree with our president on the first word in the motto, viz: 
Quocumque , there is no room for argument there. The second word, gesseris, 
I prefer to read jeceris from the verb.yacio to throw, which is according to my 
way of looking at it, undoubtedly the correct way of translating it. As to the 
third word, stabit, it is from sto , steti, to stand. I will admit that Terentius 
Afer and Suetonius Tranquillus are credited with using the word in the sense 
of servants waiting upon their masters or attending upon them, but I cannot 
find that Livy or Virgil ever used it in that sense but on the contrary they 
implied the usual meaning that was generally accepted by all Latin writers, 
to stand; although the two writers I have mentioned used the word nautically 
to express a ship riding at anchor. This is all more or less guess work how- 
ever, and it is a relief to turn to the history of Man itself for some clue. Here 
we find a mass of literature to consider from the year 517 A. D. down to 1265. 
Between the two dates mentioned, a period of about 750 years the island was 
the scene of continuous strife between the petty chiefs of the neighboring 
lands. England, Scotland, Wales, Norway and even Iceland, owned the lit- 
tle Isle of Man in rapid and bewildering succession, until at last Alexander 
III., of Scotland obtained control in 1265. He it was that arbitrarily did 
away with the ancient armorial ensign of a ship in full sail and the motto 
“Rex Manniae at Insularum” and substituted the present quaint design of the 
three legs and its accompanying inscription. This king’s nobles so oppress- 
ed the natives that they rose in revolt, thus corroberating Dr. Wright’s inter- 
pretation, which is a very mandatory message. History says that Alexander 
used the new device as a token of conquest which also coincides. But the 
Latin is in the way of the solution of the- riddle unless we take Brother 
Wright’s way out of it, which is ingenious and fits the case very closely. The 
Island was so tossed about for centuries between various countries and rulers 
that I feel like dismissing the whole matter by accusing the Scottish king with 
“getting funny” and putting on the coins of the island a legend that implied 
“whoevtr owns, it continues.” I am not quite satisfied with any of the read- 
ings and await the next with some curiosity. Would suggest that the life his- 
tory of Alexander might furnish the clue that would solve the problem, if any- 
one has access to his royal highness memoirs. The Manx Society and several 
authors have issued publications that ought to clear up the matter, if any of 
the Numismatist readers have access to any literature on this interesting 
subject, I for one would like my doubts cleared away. No books I have un- 
dertake the task of translating the motto although all give it.

XXVII. 

A Freedom of Worship Token. 



Obv. A circle enclosing the word Jehovah inHeb^ew letters with clouds 
and rays above and below the sacred name. Outside the circle is the legend: 
Dns Fecit-Hoc-Ft-Fu-Mi-In-Oc-H 1574. It. is with some doubt that these 
abbreviations can be correctly made out. The following is suggested as the 
English equivalent: “The Lord made this and caused it to take place in the 
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eighth month of the year 1574?” 

Rev. A circle enclosing a triangular stone. Just beneath which is a 
crowned shield bearing the lion of Holland. Legend: Lapis Reiectus 
Caput- Anguli. “The stone that was rejected is become the head of the cor- 
ner. ” Mark XII, 10. Rare. White Metal. Size 18* 

This token is described by Dugniolle (No 2030) as denoting “freedom of 
worship.” Just how the triangular stone came to be used as a symbol for 
freedom of worship, Dugniolle does not say; but Reuchlin, the celebrated 
Kabalist and erudite scholar, gives us a hint by intimating that the first two 
persons in the fraternity are indicated hv the stone referred to in the passage 
of Mark that occurs in the legend, but Reuchlin does not appear to have 
known that the triangle in Masonic and Egyptian mysteries denoted the three 
persons in the trinity, hence his explanation does not include the whole truth 
and the real significance can best be determined by the study of the lithic cus- 
toms practiced in mithraic mysteries and by early races, for the stone as a 
primitive type is of very ancient origin, and to get at the real starting point 
it will be necessary to go back to the uhcivilized conditions of the human race. 
The first type-stone, then, was that of virility, from whence the fire of life was 
rekindled. This was the representative of the pubescent pro-creator, was the 
first seal of manhood which was imitated by the seal stone with the tattoo marfc, 
name of the totem, the tribe, and later that of the family, for a seal. (The 
boy was sealed when be became a “bull” or the wearer of a “bulla.” This is 
the origin of the seal-sign which has passed on with the papal-bull, or deeds 
sealed with bulla affixed being called “Bulls.”) 

The passage is Revelation, II; 17, “To him that overcometh will I give 
to eat of the hidden manna, and will give him a white stone and in the stone a 
new name written which no man knoweth saving him who receiveth it,” had a 
deeper meaning to the boy being initiated into the rights of “young man 
making” than in Masonic mysteries, yet the parallel is there in the stone of 
being made a “full brother.” The boy had the “mark” sacredly cut into his 
flesh with the “stone knife.” This “mark” was henceforth his totem or ideo- 
graph that he had been transformed into an adult, or had obtained freedom. 
Women and boys were dredges or slaves, but as soon as the boy has submit- 
ted to the mysteries of “young man making” he became free to go with the 
men. The mark that had been cut into his flesh was his badge of freedom, hence 
it became the custom to carve the same “mark” on flat stones and wear them 
as ornaments, and was the origin or prototype of all magical stones, charms 
and amulets that have ever been worn as signs of a power to protect the wear- 
er against the influence of the “evil eye.” This also is the origin of the real 
fatal stone that slew the monster, the giant, and the other forms of the ad- 
versary. As the first stone was a biological time teller it may have suggested 
the first idea of erecting a stone as a monument over the grave of the deceas- 
ed as a time teller, that the end of time had come to the one resting beneath. 
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The German word Denkmal is really a “think token,” and as such is more 
forcible than our word monument. 

The names of the twelve tribes of Israel were engraved on the two onyx- 
stones which was called “the stone or rock of the Lord.” ( Deut. XXXII. 18. 
Numbers XX., 8; 2 Samuel XXII, 2: Psalms XVIII. 2; and XLII, 9.) 

The “Rock of Ages” is the final form in a religious phase of the “stone 
of age,” the foundation stone of manhood that was laid when the boy first 
came of age at puberty, hence we trace the stone as a symbol of the Messiah 
who was rejected but became “chief of the corner” or “corner-stone” “foun- 
dation stone” and “stone of stumbling.” “Behold I lay in Zion a stumb- 
ling stone and a rock of offence and whosoever believeth on him shall not be 
ashamed.” ( Romans IX, 32; Isaiah VIII, 14. ) That is an account of the 
natural stone which furnished the figure, and Simeon said this child is set for 
the fall and rising again of many in Israel, the Messianic stone, the type call- 
ed Khemt or Triaded one in the dialogue between Justin andTrypho, we read 
that Christ was called a God, a Lord, an angel, a man and a stone. One of 
Trypho’s answers is, “Suppose i\ to be true that Christ was to be called a 
stone?” Here the stone is a type of the regenerator, of a divine Savior with 
power to overcome evil. The natural genesis of the symbol being, that as the 
first stone was a time teller or mile stone in the life of the boy, so the Saviour 
of mankind, as the stone of redemption, marked the boundary of religious be- 
liefs and furnished the true Rock of Ages for all that should believe in him. 

The people of Holland engaged in long and savage warfare with the 
Catholic power of Spain to obtain religious liberty, and while they did not 
get it at the date mentioned on the token, it serves to show their desire, and 
the stone here is symbolic of Christ, the stone of power to save mankind. The 
triangular form being the symbol of the Trinity ser\ed to distinguish the re- 
ligious beliefs of the people of Holland from that of the Spaniards who were 

The real meaning of the words “Rocks of Ages cleft forme,” can now 
be fully understood, as Christ our Saviour was the Rock which was “cleft” 

by the nails of the cross on Golgotha. 

XXVIII. 

English Sedition Token. 
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Obv. A female jinn flying bearing a banner with a crown, surrounded 
by dots or falling tears (?) surmounted by a Liberty cap. Three young jinn 
are nursing, one holding a small banner inscribed Faction. At the extreme 
right another youthful jinn is flying holding a lighted torch. Inscription: 
Our Food is Sedition. 

Rev. The sun shedding its rays upon a grassy meadow through which 
a large serpent is crawling. Inscription, Nourished to Torment. In ex- 
ergue. July 14, 1791. Condor, 207; 45. Atkins, 363; 35. 

Copper. 22 

Atkins says: “The monster Sedition flying with four imps.” This to- 

ken seems to have been designed by the enemies of Wm. Pitt. During one of 
George III paroxysms of rage he called Pitt the “father of sedition” and of- 
ten spoke of him as the “snake in the grass” for many of the speeches made 
by him were directly antagonistic to the views held by the king. There is a 
letter extant written by the king to Lord North, under date of August 9th, ^ 
1775, containing the following words “When decrepitude or death puts an end 
to him ( William Pitt ) as a trumpet of sedition, etc.” (Lord Brougham’s 
George III, Vol. 1, p 29. ) 

In order to get a clear understanding of the jinn, we must go to Rab- 
binic myths. According to Abraham Ecchellensis, Adam had two wives, Eve 
being his second. This opinion is based on the double account of the crea- 
tion of women in the bible. Vide , ( Genesis, 1, 27, and Genesis 11, 8. ) The 
name of his first wife was Lilith. She was seduced by Eblis, the prince of the 
devils. The children of Lilith and Eblis were called jinn. They were en- 
dowed with six attributes, three of which they share with men and three with 
devils. Like men they generate in their own likeness, eat food and die. Like 
devils they are winged, have a dragon tail, they could at will become invis- 
ible or assume human form and appear openly. They constantly plot evil 
against the human race. As breeders of sedition they wer e par excellence, this 
characteristic being derived from Eblis. 

Abou-Djafar-Mohammed Tabari says, “When God made Adam he bade 
all the angels worship him as their king.” The Khoran states, “All the 
angels adored Adam but Eblis, who answered God, “I will not adore Adam 
for he is made of earth and I of fire, therefore I am better than he.” (Khoran 
XV. 30 and VII, 11. ) 

From thence Eblis was constantly plotting against divine rule and his 
progeny continue to work destruction to all forms of government, hence the 
jinn were the photo-type of our modern anarchists, 

Eblis had many names, sucn as unclean spirit, leviathan, Asael, Satan, 
and because he had the power of metamorphosing himself into a snake, was 
called the “Old Serpent.” (Eisermenger 1, p 820. ) 

The significance of a snake in the grass is that of a secret enemy. The 
idea is taken from Virgil, III, 93; “Latet anguis inhevba” (a snake hidden in 
the grass.

Goree Medal. 



Obv. Bust of Britannia facing the left. Inscription: O fair Brit- 
TANNIA Hail, A trident extends from the neck. 

Rev. Victory standing on the prow of a boat holding a civic crown. 
Inscription: Goree Taken Mdcclviii. 

This medal is of interest to collectors of “island numismatics.’ ’ In the 
celebrated Joseph J. Mickley collection were three medals having similar 
obverses. Nos. 2879, 2880, and 2881. 

Goree is an island situated immediately south of Cape Verd on the west 
coast of Africa. Its population is about 3000. At the beginning of the year 
1755 William Pitt determined that the “red line of British Dominion” should 
be extended. Large fleets were equipped, armies were put in motion and the 
struggle against the French people was prosecuted with vigor. Clive, of India* 
Wolfe in Canada, and our illustrous Washington in America, that is now 
the United States, rendered signal assistance during this year. The capture 
of the little island of Goree was among the spoils of warfare. When peace 
was made in January 1783, Goree was given back to France and has remain- 
ed under French rule ever since. 

An anecdote of a British sailor that took part in the capture of this 
Island runs as follows: During the attack on Goree an English sailor being 
on the foretop had on* of his legs shot away by a canon ball. As he let him- 
self down by a rope he not only made no complaint of his sufferings and loss 
of limb, but said that “he should not have cared for the accident if he had 
done his duty; but it give him pain to think that he shouM die without having 
done anything on that day for his country,” 

The story of Britannia runs thus: The Emperor Hadrian waged war 
against the ancient Britains as the other Roman Emperors had done. In a 
battle fought at Wintona (now Winchester) in the year 121 A. D. many pris- 
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oners were captured. Among the female captives was a beautiful maiden 
named Marcia. Hadrian took his captive to Rome to enrich his triumph. 
The sculptor Critonius saw Margia among the group of slaves, but was so 
struck with her beauty that he besought Hadrian to permit him to make a 
statue of her. This the emperor agreed to and on the completion of the statue 
was so pleased with the work of Critonius that he gave Margia to him and 
ordered that Margia’s profile be placed on the reverse of the first brass to 
symbolize the province of Britannia. Such then is the romance of the first 
Britannia; though the legend states that Critonius made Margia his “legal 
wife” it is very doubtful if her lot was happier than that of any ordinary cap- 
tive in those warlike times.

SWEDEN. 

As in Denmark, during early times, large slabs of copper often several 
pounds in weight, passed current in exchange for other commodities of com- 
merce. These were stamped with their weight and value in Dalers in much the 
same way as later we find under Christiana and Charles X, XI, and XII. The 
first round coins appeared during the reign of Gustavus Vasa, but these are 
rare and seldom seen in collections.

A Rhinoceros Medal 

The brute creation has furnished many subjects to the coin engraver* of 
all ages. In our colonial coinage the elephant, the horse and the fox are 
represented, but it is verv seldom that individual animals have shared this 
honor with sovereigns and heroes of mankind. 

Three rhinoceri are among the exceptions. Two of these animals (of 
the two horned species ) were brought to Rome in the time of Domitian and 
were represented on certain medals of that emperor. During many succeed- 
ing centuries but very few of these great beasts were brought to Europe and 
they became so little known that, when two were transported in the middle of 
the eighteenth century, they were wonders to naturalists and artists* as well as 
to the public of all classes. One of them was exhibited at Strasburg, (among 
other cities) and the event suggested a commemorative medal of which the de- 
tails are here given: Obverse. A well designed side view of the rhinoceros 

facing right, standing amid stubbie; above a sun with rays extending to the 
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clouds; below “Strasburg 1849, I D. Kamm,” in two lines. Reverse, (in capi- 
tals. ) “Dieser Rhinoseros ist 1741 durch den capitain Dandimout von der 
Meer and Bengalen in Europa gebracht und ist in jabr 1741 alses 8i jahr alt. 
War 12 schuh lang und 12 schuh dick und 5 schuh 7 zol hoch, gewest es frist 
taglich 60 ( a peculiar sign ) her, V. 20 ( same sign ) 1 brod V savft 14 eimer 
Wasser.” This inscription in twelve lines fills' the $eld and with its details 
of transportation, age, measurement and food requirements, shows that the 
honored beast, after arriving at thp tender age of six months, had thriven 
finely during eight years of European travel^

ON THE CLEANINQ OF COINS. 


Metropolitan Philatelist, August 2nd. 

The majority of new collectors desire to learn how to clean coins. If 
we were inclined to give a short answer we would say, “the same as you clean 
your face. 9 * Cleaning is one thing, polishing another. Dirt disfigures every- 
thing it touches, but better let the dirt remain than spoil the article on which 
it has settled, because the dirt can be removed at any time, but once the sur- 
face of a coin or any article has been destroyed it can never be replaced. 
Copper coin and especially such as the collector discovers himself are usually 
dirty and can be greatly improved by careful washing in warm water and 
castile soap, using a good nail brush to remove the dirt from between the let- 
ters of the inscription. Ifthere is a particularly hard accumulation it may be 
carefully removed by the aid of a wooden toothpick. If the coin shows the 
slightest sign of becoming red or bright stop immediately and wipe with a 
soft cloth. Never use flannel, leather, or any polishing materialon a coin. 
Coins should be kept in a dry place under cover and free from dust. Sulphur 
is the most hurtful substance likely to come in contact with coins, because in 
one form or another it is frequently found in houses, the most common form 
is elastic bands and matches, but especially illuminating and sewer gases fre- 
quently ruin fine pieces. The same mode of cleaning can be used on silver 
and gold coid, but matters may be facilitated with these metals by adding 
ammonia to the water in which they are washed. Gold is rarely staiped but in 
the case of any particular obstinate marks refusing to come off under this 
treatmentlthe coins can be placed in the strongest ammonia for” a few minutes. 
Silver will always turn black when exposed to sunlight for a few days and 
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after prolonged exposure is very difficult to clean. Proof coins will be en- 
tirely ruined by such exposure; they should be carefully wrapped in jeweler’s 
tissue paper and then in another wrapper of heavy dark blue paper so as to 
effectually exclude every ray of light. They can only be kept in their original 
beautiful and brilliant condition by the exercise of great care. 


THE ST. LOUIS EXPOSITION COINAGE. 


Washington Evening Star. 


A design for the gold dollar to be coined as a souvenir of the St Louis 
exposition will soon be decided upon by the Treasury department. Ex-Gov- 
ernor Francis, president of the exposition, was expected in the city to-day for 
a conference with Robert B. Armstrong, private secretary to Secretary Shaw, 
and J. T. Morgan, engraver of the Philadelphia mint, but he hap not arrived. 
A decision as to the design will soon be reached, however. The question is 
believed to be practically settled now, and there will probably be no change. 
The understanding is that Jefferson’s bust will appear on 125,000 of the coins 
and the bust of McKinley on the remainder. There was a strong sentiment in 
favor of the busts of both men appearing on the coin, but the dollar will be 
too small for that. Another proposition was to place the bust of President 
Roosevelt on the coin, but the law distinctlv provides that the [likeness of no 
living person shall be used upon a coin. 

On the reverse side of the coin will be the words “Louisiana Purchase 
Exposition, and the dates “1801-1904.’’ 

The coin will be minted in Philadelphia and will be ready for issue to 
the public next January. The exposition authorities are expecting to see the 
dollars sell at a splendid premium. The sales will start off at $2 each, but it 
is believed by some coin collectors that the premium will go above that before 
tne total amount is disposed of. The coinage of the regular gold dollar was 
stopped a number of years ago, and these dollars have been at a premium for 
a long time. A gold dollar of the old mintage sells at almost any jewelry 
store at a considerable premium. Another gold coin that is scarce and com- 
mands a good premium is the $3 piece. Its coinage ceased a good many 
years ago, too, and that was one reason for the coin to be numbered among 
those worth more than their stamped value.

New York Evening Post. 

Half the gold dollars minted in honor of the St. Louis World’s Fair 
will bear the portrait of Thomas Jefferson, the President who made the 
Louisiana purchase from France, and the other half that of William McKin- 
ley, the President who signed the bill giving the sanction of the United States 
Government to the Centennial Exposition. 

The reverse may contain the Federal shield with the denomination. A 
quarter million of these coins will be struck. It will take about six months 
to get them out, as the class of engravers capable of doing such very fine 
♦work is limi ed, and the force is now busied with the dies for the Philadel- 
phia coinage. As the one dollar gold pieces was discontinued a good many 
y^ars ago, and the actual coinage had declined to insignificance some time be- 
fore the discontinuance by law, these little dollais will be a good deal of a 
curiosity. One question which is puzzling the authorities just now concerns 
the release of the new coins after they are minted. The law forbids the pay 
ment of any part of the five million dollars appropriated by congress in aid 
of the exposition till the ten millions which the managers have pledged them- 
selves to raise shall have been spent on the promotion of the Exposition. It 
may be questioned, therefore, whether any of the gold dollars can lawfully be 
turned over to the Exposition till this preliminary requirement is satisfied. 
The St. Lousians are hoping that the Comptroller, when the question comes 
before him, will find some way of treating them with liberality. Of the new is- 
sue the first coin struck will be presented to President Roosevelt, the second 
to Secretary Shaw, and the third put up for sale to the Louisiana Purchase 
enthusiast who is willing to pay most for it. The whole of the first hundred 
will be reserved for special prices. There is no way of marking these coins 
to show the order of their issue from the mint, but Treasurer Roberts thinks 
that the end desired will be attained by accompanying each with a duly au- 
thenticated certificate from the treasury. Much is expected from the sale of 
the souvenirs to the public, as the first Lafayette coin is said to have brought 
$10,000 in the bidding. 


Booker T. Washington is credited with telling of a confab he had with 
the sexton of a negro church in which he had interested himself to the extent 
of starting a subscription list for a new meeting place. The sexton, who 
knew intimately every member of the congregation, ran down the list of names 
with Mr. Washington, commenting as he went along. “Mr. Smif— he’s good 
for a dollar; Mr. Perkins- he’s good for $5, at least; Mr. Leedom— very re- 
ligious, Massa Washington, but poor*.’’

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THE NEW CANADIAN MINT. 


The Globe, (Toronto) August 29th. 

The Royal mint at Ottawa is to be erected on Nepean Point, to the 
northwest of the Government Printing Bureau, and fronting Major’s Hill 
Park. It is tQ face south and have its principal entrance on St. Patrick 
street. The building will be plain and substantial, quadrangular in shape, 
with walls of native limestone, and fireproof construction throughout. The 
south front will consist of two stories and a basement, and will be 40 feet 
deep, exclusive of projections, but 60 feet over all. On the ground floor will 
be located the mint office, chief clerk’s office, assayer and assistant assayer’s 
offices, entrance hall, bronze store, a stronghold and a furnace room: On the 
first floor will be a laboratory, a suit of offices for the deputy master and 
staff, and a four room suits of living apartments. The basement will contain 
the heating furnaces and fuel and stores. To the rear of the south front there 
will be a courtyard enclosed on all sides except at the southest corner, where 
entrance will be obtained. The extreme dimensions of this courtyard will be 
70 feet by 9C feet, On the north side of the courtyard will be a rolling and 
cutting room 100 feet by 60 feet, excluding a space 22 feet by 23 feet, which is 
to be used as a stronghold. It will be enclosed on the north, east 
and west by other portions of the building, light being derived from cleres- 
tory windows and large skylights. On the eastern side of the building to the 
north of the two-story entrance wing, will be established the following: Melt- 
ing house, grinding room, kitchen, gas plant room and disc room. On the 
west side, abutting on the two story wing, will be successively a weighing 
room, a press room, a washing and pickling room and a storeroom. Excep- 
ting on the southern front, and on the north side— where there is to be a base- 
ment for use as a boiler house and fuel store— the mint will be a one-story 
building.

Dear Sir:— I notice that my friend Heaton in his interesting article on 
Arrow Heads in your August number doubts the authenticity of one of my 
special pets. Speaking of the New Orleans mint half-dollars he says, “The 
same is true of the New Orleans coinage except as regards one disputed 1853

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piece apparently without them, but a number of coins of this aspect are evi- 
dent alterations, and the coining of any O mint half dollars without arrow 
heads is yet to be fully proved.*’ 

The above mentioned 1853 O mint half-dollar without arrows or rays has 
been carefully examined by six of the most expert coin dealers in this coun- 
try and every one of them has stated he believed it was a genuine piece and 
not an alteration. I have the written guarantee of the Messrs. Chapman that 
the piece is genuine and have a letter received from the late Mr. H. P. Smith, 

( after I had sent the piece to him for examination ) saying it is not an altera- 
tion. As is well knowu the weight of the half dollar was reduced from 206 i 
grains in 1852 to 192 grains in 1853. 

This piece, which is rated as good, is considerably worn and weighs 199 
grains. I have submitted the coin to several well known collectors who are 
rather bright in such matters, and every one has assured me *hat he believed 
it to be genuine. If brother Heaton will call some day ( as he has promised to 
do) and examine the piece, I will without doubt add him to the above list of 
believers. I am informed there were plenty of insinuations, doubts, and pret- 
ty strong language used to decry the piece at the auction sale, but the most of 
us know what such talk means and soon learn to bid without regard to it. 
There is not the slightest sign of alteration on either side and the piece stands 
every or any tests coin experts can apply to it.

Chicago Notes. 

Gold dollars and private issues of gold are becoming so shy that an 
advertisement is appearing daily for them in one of our morning papers. 


Louis Albenberg has just returned from Europe with a few hundred 
pounds of good things in the coin line. He seemed to have found a little of 
everything, and certainly secured some treasures. I noticed among other 
things an uncirculated cent of 1793, and a half cent of same date and con" 
dition. He secured many one and three dollar gold pieces, as well asterritor- 
ial pieces, mostly of small denominations. 
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There is considerable talk of a Chicago Numismatic Society, and there 
seems to be prospects of “something doing” in that direction this fall. 


It is my intention to give a short sketch of a Chicago collector or deal- 
er occasionally, and can do no better than to begin with Mr. Silas C. Stevens 
—the Nestor of things numismatic in this city. 

Mr. Stevens is a product of the Pine Tree state, and comes of good old 
New England stock, having made his initial appearance at Dover, Maine, in 
1837. In 1842, be brought his family by wagon to Quincy, 111., and lived on 
a farm near that city till 1855, when, Chicago having assumed satisfactory 
proportions, he came to this city. His life on the farm was not an idle one, 
as his father was a disciple of the “early to rise” school, so Silas was up with 
the lark, and to bed with the chickens. He often refers to the hard life he led 
on the farm, and disliked it very cordially. He thinks his father was too 
hard upon him, and relates how, when turning the grind-stone for the old 
gentleman, the latter would “bear down” till our subjectwas scarcely able to 
turn it. Mr. Stevens attended college at Hillsdale, Mich., for a few years be- 
ginning with 1855, and worked his way while there. In 1862 he went to the 
war with the Board of Trade Battery, and served three years with that well 
known organization. For soldiering he has lit tie liking, but from all reports 
he was fathful to his duties, and loyal to the cause he served. He relates how, 
once uoon a time his battery was ordered to move into a dangerous position, 
where bullets and shells were humming around like mosquitoes at a summer 
resort, and the men dropped upon their stomachs on the slope of the hill to 
lessen their chances of l>eing bitten, when the Colonel rode up shouting “get 
up there boys, and g^t busy, do you want, to live always*?” 

In 1872 Mr. Stevens was married to Miss Hattie Hansel), who died in 
1893. It was a varied experience that our friend had from 1865 until his ad- 
vent into the coin business iu 1879, he trying real estate and other lines with- 
out marked success. In 1877, however, he struck his gait, and, upon borrow- 
ed capital he began by buying uncanceled revenue stamps, and stamped bank 
checks. Having an almost phenomenal memory, Mr. Stevens mastered the 
detals of the coin and stamp business, and it is to be doubted if there is a 
better posted man in this line. He is an, omnivorous reader of history and 
biography, and has read a great deal of good fiction. He is a genial gentle- 
man, and grows enthusiastic in conversation. He believes every man should 
enjoy a few good laughs every day. His greeting to his callers, whether a 
lad intent on the purchase of a ten cent packet of stamps or a patriarch on 
the quest of a slug or some ancient pieces for study, is “Hello, young feller,” 
and all callers are welcomed and bidden adieu in his cherry, pleasant manner. 
’ Mr. Stevens has handled some notable pieces, among which are a half- 
dollar of 1853 without rays and arrows, and a John Parson 2i dollar gold 
piece. We believe he is guilty of starting the movement of collecting uncased 
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stamps, and owns a fine collection of them which he insists are not for sale. 
At various times he has had whole sets of early wrapper and all the depart- 
ment stamps. 

Our subject became a member of the American Numismatic Association 
in January 1892, his entrance number being No. 62. Heia now its Librarian and 
Curator, having been elected to that office last fall. By his efforts the library 
is sorted and placed in a commodious sectional book case, and his solicita- 
tions have brought some valuable additions in the way of books, pamphlets 
and coins. 


J. Barnet, the New York dealer was here recently, and, in consequence 
the local dealers have secured some of the treasures delved from Eastern auc- 
tions and other sources during the past few months. 


The writer will very soon hold his third mail auction sale, the proper- 
ties to be offered being the collections of W. A. D. Lees, Ottawa, Canada; E

New York Notes. 

Half an hour spent over the pages of the new directory for the City of 
New York reveals a curious analogy between nomenclature and numismatics. 
Thus the United States coinage is represented by two Eagles, one Dollar, one 
Dime, twenty -four Nickles, but not a single Cent. The surnames descriptive 
of English coinage are, (the number of times they occurbeing placed in paren- 
theses, ) Pound (6, ) Noble (83, ) Guinea (4, ) Sovereign (8, ) Angel (7,) Crown 
(6, ) Skilling (55, ) Penny (16, ) and Farthing (2. ) There is also a Sterling 
(45, ) and for Scotland a single Baubie. 

Germany has twelve Thaler, five Gulden, twentv-three Mark, four 
Kreutzer, one Pfenning, and no Groschen. The Florin occurs three times, 
and the Franc six; there is also a Rubel (15) and forty-two Reis. The Doub- 
loon, Ducat and Peso are missing. 

Not a single surname occurs which can be associated with the coinage 
of Greece or Rome, and this being the case it is perfectly proper that there 
should be neither Patina nor Corrosion. 

There is no mint, but money (2, ) without any moneyer. The surname 
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Bank occurs but six times and yet there are numerous banks. These contain 
Cash ( 16) and Bills ( 12, ) but no currency. 

Of the metals employed in coinage the directory has Gold (85, ) Silver 
(80, ) Copper (5, ) Brass (4, ) and PI atin a (1.) There is neither Bronze nor 
Paper, and worst of all there is no date, obverse, nor reverse. 

While many of the names are Good, sixteen are Fair, and only ten are 
Poor. Ten have a Hole, but none are Plugged. 


The philatelic journals are beginning to turn their attention to numis- 
matics, and several of them publish items of interest to coin collectors. The 
Metropolitan Philatelist had recently nearly half a page devoted to sugges- 
tions for the cleaning of coins, and Mekeel’s Stamp Collector has established 
a regular numismatic department in its columns, containing among other 
notes brief histories of the Confederate Cent and the Half Eagle of 1822. 


Readers of the Numismatist may recollect that in the August number, 
( page 250, ) there was offered for sale a collection of United States silver dol- 
lars, the property of R. C. Parvin of Denver, Colorado. This collection, 
which included the 1794, 1804, 1836 and 1838 dollars, has been recently pur- 
chased by the St. Louis ^tamp and Coin Company for $2300. Mr. Ellis, the 
manager, making two trips to Denver to secure it. 


Mr. Low began the autumn season with a sale on September 9th, which 
consisted of various consignments representing all classes of coins and 
medals.

Hooper’s Restrikes.

Herman Boyce, a German grocer at Goshen, Ind., has made a fad of 
saving pennies for the last twenty years. The quantity became so great that 
Boyce had no safe place to keep them, and he deposited them in a bank. 
There are 19,700 pennies in the accumulation, and the bulk of copper was so 
heavy that he had to take it to the bank on a dray. 


The finding of a twenty-five cent piece in the shoulder of a horse is puz- 
zling the veterinary surgeons of Newark, N. J. The horse, which was pur 
chased by its present owner last May, was used for delivery purposes up to a 
few days ago, when the driver noticed a swelling on its shoulder. Dr. James 
C. Corlies, a veterinary surgeon of 29 East Park street, was called in. He 
lanced the swelling, and in so doing his instrument came in contact with a 
hard object. That was extracted, and proved to be the quarter. The coin 
is dated 1898. 

The veterinary is inclined to believe that some one put the money under 
the horse’s skin during the healing of an old sore, but that theory is shaken 
by the failure to find an old wound. 
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Big Treasure Trove. 

London, August 10.— The Treasury Department has decided to turn over 
to the authorities of the British Museum and of other national collections the 
10,300 ancient silver coins that were unearthed a few days ago at Colchester. 

The find created great excitement in antiquarian circles. The coins 
were deposited in a leaden jar about the year 1*250. All are of silver, and of 
the denomination of one penny, the majority marking the reign of King Henry 
III. William the Conquerer is represented by one silver penny. While there 
are about two hundred of the period of King William, the lion, of Scotland, 
and his son, Alexander. 

While excavating for a new building in Colchester’s High street, a 
workman drove his pick into the leaden casket containing the coins, which 
were declared “treasure trove” and claimed by the Crown. The coins are be- 
lieved to have been buried by a merchant of the period, according to a cus- 
tom of that day, when banks were unknown. 

Field For Numismatists. 

Local Numismatists and collectors of old and rare coins are falling 
over one another in an effort to acquire all the Porto Rico money coined 
prior to the time that island passed from the crown of Spain under the flag cf 
the United States. This is due to the fact that in a few years, the Spanish 
coins of this island will be exceedingly scarce, for, now that the island is a 
colony of the United States, the government is rapidly relacing the old 
Spanish money of Porto Rico with our own. 

Quite recently a representative of the treasury returned from Porto 
Rico with $3,000,000 of the old Spanish colonial money of the island. This 
vast quantity of metal, amounting to several tons, was melted down at the 
mint and reissued in the form of American coin. In as much as Porto Rico 
is one of our colonies there will come a time in the future when old coin col- 
lectors will be anxious to secure samples of the money used on this island at 
the time it passed out of the possession of Spain into the hands of our gov- 
ernment as this Spanish coinage of the island is rapidly becoming scarce by 
reason of the fact that the treasury agents are gathering it up in every port 
of Porto Rico.

XXX. 

Medal op Julian Medices. 



Obv. Bust to left. Legend: Mag Ivlianvs Medices. 

Rev. Rome seated to the left holding a winded victory. In the field, 
on either side, C. P. In exergue: Roma. Wry rare. Brass. Size 20. 

This is a medal of Juliano De MedicU (the brother of Lorenzo) who fell 
a victim to the conspiracy of the Pazzi at Florence in 1478. 

The family of Medicis is renowned in Italian hist-c ry for the extraordin- 
ary number of statesmen it has given birth. The origin of the family is ob- 
scure. Some historians trace it back to Persius. The subject mentioned on 
this medal was the son of Piero, the Gouty, as was also Lorenzo. Julian be- 
ing the younger, hence Lorenzo seized the reins of state, but being more de- 
voted to literary pursuits than to financial affairs, soon ran short of funds 
and was sometimes driven to help himself from the public purse. This exci- 
ted the enmity of the powerful nobles, among whom were the Pazzi, who were 
about to inherit the large property of Giovanni Borromes, Lorenzo in or- 
der to obtain the property for himself, hastily caused a law to be passed that 
altered the right of succession. This act exasperated the enemityof the Pazzi 
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to fury. They organized a band of conspirators whose object was to put an 
end to the family. Juliano was mortally stabbed while attending mass, but 
his brother escaped and afterward brought the guilty to punishment. 

XXXI. 

The Isle of Wight Half-Penny Token. 



Obv. Bust to left. Robert Bird Wilkins. 

Rev. A beaded circle enclosing an autique ship. Inscription: Isle 
of Wight Half-Penny. In exergue: 1792. 

Around the edge: Payable at the Office Newport. Condor, 41, 
12. Atkins. 38, 26. Copper, size 17i. 

This token, while not rare, is interesting from the history connected 
with this island. Wight is said to be derived from two Celtic words, Gwy- 
water; and GwYTH-the channel. The inhabitants were formerly called Uuhtii 
or Gwythii, meaning the inhabitants of the channel isle. The famous Anglo- 
Saxon Chronicle says that the Island was named from Wihtgar, the great 
grandson of King Cedric, who conquered it, but like all eponymicnames, i. e, 
names of persons like names of places, are more fit for fable than history. In 
the Leland records we have the following account of the King of the Isle of 
Wight. Henry Beauchamp, Duke of Warwick, son of Richard, Earl of War- 
wick was crowned king of the Isle of Wight by Patent No. 24. Henry VI. 
King Henry assisted at the ceremonial and placed the crown upon his h e ad. 
In the records of the church where Warwick was buried is found the state- 
ment: “Beauchamp coronatus inreqem de Wighte .” One of the windows of the 

Collegiate Church has a representation of Warwick with an imperial crown 
on his head, and a scepter before him. This was but an empty title for ac- 
cording to Lord Coke in his “Institutes” the king had no power to transfer 
the sovereignty or any part of his dominions, hence though being titular 
king, the Duke did not even possess the lordship of the island, 

Selden in his “Titles of Honor” p. 20, in writing of the title of the King 
of Man (the island) says that “it was like that of the king of the Isle of 
Wight in the great Beauchamp, Duke of Warwick, who was crowned under 
Henry VI. Beauchamp was also crowned King of Guernsey and Jersey,

XXXII. 

Cleveland Satirical Medal. 



Obv. A Buffalo facing the left, typifying fx* President, Grover Cleve- 
land. Inscription. (Buffalo) Beep Takes the Presidential Chair, 
March 4 1885, R. R. R. Did it. 

Rev. A male Harpy (?) with whiskers perched upon a snake which is 
curved upward and inscribed, United South. On the left is a four line in- 
scription, I Say Nothing Because, on the right, I Have Nothing to Say. 
Beneath the snake are three labels inscribed: Renegade Press, Free Tra- 
ders, Dependents. Copper, size 18. 

The face of the Harpy is intended to represent James G. Blaine. The 
designer of this token has “dooe himself proud” in that he has 
given us a male Harpy. Virgil and Hesoid have given us only the females. In 
mythology the Harpies were vultures with the head and breasts of a woman. 
They were very fierce and loathsome, living in an atmosphere of filth and 
stench and contaminating everything which they touched. Virgil gives but one 
while Hesoid two, and later writers three. We now have four. The names 
given them were Ocypeta, Celeno, ind Aello. 

The three Rs, on this token have reference to the expression of “Rum, 
Romanism and Rebellion.” The following is a short account of its origin: 

During the closing days of the presidential campaign of 1884, a special 
meeting was held at the Fifth Avenue Hotel in New York City to call out the 
opinions of the clergy, in the interest of the republicans. About five hun- 
dred attended, all denominations being represented nominally. The principal 
speech was made by Rev. R. B. Burchard, D. D., a protestant divine, who 
committed the extraordinary blunder of describing the democratic party as 
the party of “Rum, Romanism and Rebellion.” Mr. Blaine who was present, 
failed to grasp the sifinificance of the fatal words, hence did not make suit- 
able rejoinder. The democratic leaders, however, were fully alive to the 
benefits to be derived from this error. The country was placarded with the 
three fatal Rs, the result proved that this bit of illiteration lost the battle for 
the republicans and placed Grover Cleveland in the presidential chair. His- 
tory’s page records many examples of the adage that “silence is golden. The 
following story of the fate that befell a punster will servo to prove that it 
“were better to think twice before speaking once.” A poet called Madera 
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having caluminated a noble Roman lady called Fontana, was called to an 
account for the imprudent attack by Pope Sixtus V. He declared that he had 
no reason for slandering her, but that Putana rhymed with Fontana. The 
witty Pontiff in the same vein of huni'.r, condemned him to the galleys, 
merely, said he, “because Gallera is a good rhyme to Madera.” 

Apropos, some of my readers may remember a coupletthatoncebrought 
trouble to a celebrated Englishman. 

“The rat. the cat, and Lovell the do#; 

Kule all England under the hog.” 

The rat, i. e. Rat-cliff, the cat, {. e. Catesby; aad “Lovell the dog,” is 
Francis Viscount Lovell, “the King’s spaniel. ” The hog orboar was the crest 
of Richard III. William Collingham, the author of this rhyme, (1413) was put 
to death for his pregnant wit.

The Ainos or “Hairy Men” live in the Island of Jesso, which is the 
most northern part of the kingdom of Japan. They trace their ancestry back 
to a bear or dog. The legend runs as follow: That the first human being 
was a woman who. when the world was formed, came floating on the waters. 
She landed on the Island of Jesso where she dwelt alone in a beautiful gar- 
den. One day a bear or dog entered the garden, and the woman being lone- 
some entertained him. After a time she gave birth to twins, a boy and girl, 
but they had very hairy faces. If the cut on this medal is a good likeness 
we might be tempted to accept the myth as a reality. 

This being combined with Napoleon was no doubt intended as satire, 
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and the following will aid us in understanding the object of this mule. Dur- 
ing the threatened invasion of England by Napoleon, the caricturists were 
not idle. Lampoons were very common. Sometimes coarse and laughable 
dialogues were given out as taking place between the Corsican and John Bull. 
Again, the invader was compared to a wild beast or object of curiosity. The 
following bill is given by Thomas Wright, p. 595. 

Most Wonderful Wonder of Wonders!! 

‘Just arrived at Mr. Bull’s Menagerie, in British Lane; the most re- 
nowned and Sagacious Man Tiger or Ourang Outang, ca led Napoleon Bouna- 
parte. He has been exhibited through the greatest part of Europe, particu- 
larly in Holland, Switzerland and Italy and lately in Egypt. He has won- 
derful power of speech and undertakesito reason with the most learned doc- 
tors in law, divinity, and physic, He proves incontrovertibly that the 
strongest poisons are the most sovereign remedies for wounds of all kinds; and 
by a dose or two, made up in his own way, he cures his patients of all their 
ills by the gross. He picks the pockets of the company, and by a rope sus- 
pended near a lantern shows them as clear as day, that they are all richer 
than before. If any man in the room has empty pockets or an empty stomach, 
by taking a dose or two of his powder of hemp, he finds them of a sudden full 
of guineas, and he has no longer a craving for food; if he is rich, he gets rid 
of his taedium vitae ; and if he is overgorged finds a perfect cure for his indi- 
gestion. He proves by unanswerable arguments, that soup maigre and frogs 
are a much more wholesome food than beef and pudding , and that it would be 
better for Old England if her inhabitants were all monkeys and tigers, as in 
times of scarcity, one half of the nation might devour the other half. He 
strips the company of their clothes, and when they are stark naked, presents 
a paper on the point of a bayonet, by reading which they are perfectly con- 
vinced that it is very pleasant to be in a state of nature. By a kind of hocus- 
pocus trick, he breathes on a crown, and it is changed suddenly into a guillo- 
tine. He deceives the eye most dextriously; one moment he is in the garb 
of the Mufti; the next of a Jew, and the next moment you see him the Pope. 
He imitates all sounds; bleats like a lamb; roars like a tiger; cries like a 
crocodile, and brays most inimitably like an ass. 

Mr. Bull does not choose to exhibit his monkey's tricks in the puffing 
way, so inimitably played off at most foreign courts; as, in trying lately to 
puff himself up to the size of a bull, his monkey got a sprain, by which he 
was very near loosing him. He used also to perform some wonderful tricks 
with gun-powder, but his monkey was very sick in passing the channel, and 
has shown a great aversion to it ever since.

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SIR ISAAC BROCK AND THE BROCK HALF-PENNIES.

Many collectors of Canadian coins no doubt desire to become better ac- 
quainted with the die varieties of the Brock half-pennies and the writer will 
endeavor to describe them, but before entering into details, a short history of 
the “Hero of Upper Canada’* may not be out of place. 

On June 18th 1812, Congress declared war against Great Britain (not 
however without considerable opposition from the American people) and 
took steps to invade Canada. This conflict was the result of bitter feelings 
held by both nations from the time of the Revolutionary War. The final cause 
was England’s claim to the “right to search” American vessels on the high 
seas for deserters and contraband goods. Britain was then in the throes of 
an European conflict and ill prepared to undertake anew war on the American 
continent. The total population of Canada at this time did not exceed three 
hundred thousand, while the United States numbered nearly eight millions. 
Within a month after the declaration of war General Hull with twenty-five hun- 
dred men crossed the Detroit river into Canada. 

It is a matter of record that greatmen have sprung to the front at criti- 
cal periods in national history, and this struggle brought forth none greater 
than the “Hero of Upper Canada,” Sir Isaac Brock. Born in the parish of 
St. Peter-Port, Guernsey, the sixth of October, 1769, the same memorable 
year that gave birth to Napoleon and Wellington. 

On learning of the invasion, Brock, who was the acting administrator 
at York (Toronto), called a meeting of the Provincial Parliament and troops 
were dispatched to Niagara and Araherstburg. On August 6th, Brock set 
out for the latter place where he was joined by the famous Shawnee chief, 
Tecuraseb, with whom he concocted measures to capture Fort Detroit, to 
which place General Hull had withdrawn. Brock put his small force in mo- 
tion and crossed the river into Michigan. Before assaulting the fort he sum- 
moned the garrison to surrender. To Brock’s surprise this was complied 
with and twenty-five hundred soldiers gave up their arms. By August 27th 
Brock had returned to York with his troops from which place he intended 
to set out to sweep the Niagara frontier, but his designs for the time were 
frustrated by an ill-timed armistice, which had beed agreed to by Sir George 
Prevost, who held supreme command in Lower Canada, (Quebec). This de- 
layed action until October and gave the Americans time to concentrate a force 
of six thousand men under Van Rensselaer near Lewiston. At daybreak, 
October 13th, the advance guard effected a landing on the Canadian bank of 
the Niagara River. General Brock, who was at Fort George, about seven 
miles below Queenstown, where the river enters Lake Ontario, hearing the 
cannonading galloped to the scene of action, and at once found himself in the 
thick of a desperate onset. The story is a brief one. Two companies of the 
49th regiment, with about a hundred of the Canadian militia, had for some

time been holdipg the enemy in check, when suddenly the engagement became 
general* A portion of the invading force, gaining the heights unobserved, and 
from this vantage ground began to pour a destructive fire upon the defenders. 
Brock, with his characteristic gallantry, instantly placed himself at the head 
of the troops, with whom were two companies of the militia of York, and 
hastened to dislodge the enemy from the heights. Conspicuously leading the 
storming party, and with the cry, “Push on the York Volunteers!” on his 
lips, Brock was struck by a musket ball and fell mortally wounded. Mad- 
dened by the death of their heroic leader, the troops twice essayed to clear 
the invaders from the flame-clad heights. Twice, however, were they driven 
back, and the galliant column of barely three hundred men, were compelled 
to retire upon the village to await reinforcements. Presently these came up, 
and under General Sheaffe they now outflanked the Americans and drove 
them over the precipice, or on the brink of the river forced them to surrender. 
Victory had once more rested upon the British arms, though its lustre was 
grievously dimmed by many losses sustained by the victors, and by the death 
of Sir Isaac Brock, their loved commander. Three days later they laid his 
body temporarily to rest in a bastion of Ft, George and twelve years after- 
ward it was removed to a vault on Queenstown heights. Such was the esteem 
in which Brock was held by the enemies of his country, for he could not have 
personal enemies— that Major General Van Rensselaer in a letter of condol- 
ence, informed General Sheaffe that immediately after the funeral solemnities 
were over on the British side, a compliment of minute guns would be paid to 
the hero’s memory on theirs. Accordingly the cannons at Fort Niagara 
ware fired,” as a mark of respect due to a brave enemy.” 

How much is it to be regretted, that two nations who possess the same 
origin and language should ever come into collision. May the future rival- 
ry of both powers be not for the unnatural destruction or injury of each oth- 
er, but for the betterment of mankind. To the “Hero of Upper Canada,” as 
he is affectionately termed, the provincial legislature erected a lofty monu- 
ment on Queenstown Heights. 

On Good Friday, April 17th, 1840, a miscreant named Lett introduced a 
quantity of gunpowder into the monument with the purpose of blowing it up. 
The explosion caused so much damage that to attempt to repair it seemed in- 
advisable. On July 30th a large public meeting was held on the Heights for 
the purpose of adopting resolutions for the erection of another monument. 
Thousands flocked from every part of the province to testify their affection 
for the memory of one who, nearly thirty years before had fallen in its defense. 
Resolutions were passed and the present monument testifies to the fact that 
Brock was and is still regarded as Canada’s greatest hero. The view from 
this fine column is probably the most beautiful in Upper Canada, (Ontario.) 

Breton, in his illustrated History of Canadian coins and Tokens makes 
mention of three copper half-pennies bearing the name of Sir Isaac Brock# 
Speaking ofthem in detail they may be described as follows:

Obv. A three masted ship in full sail and the legend: “Success to 

the commerce of Upper and Lower Canada.” 

Rev. The following inscription in nine lines, “Sirlsaac Brook (Brock 
misspelled ) Bart, The Hero of Upper Canada, who fell at the glorious battle 
of Queenstown Heights on the 13 Oct. 1812.” This is Bretons No. 723. 



Before entering into a discription of the die varieties of Breton’s No. 
724 a general idea of the pieces and their principle features may not be out cf 
place. All six varieties have diagonally milled edges, although some are 
found with the milling so faint that they might be classed as plain edges, 
All are struck on thin planchettes. On the obverse of No. 724 a sepulchral 
urn stands on a pedestal, on which is inscribed, “Fell Oct. 13, 1812.” Two 
winged genii hover over the urn and crown it with a wreath of laurel. The 
whole is surrounded with the legend, “Sir Isaac Brock, the Hero of Upper 
Canada.” On the reverse, in the centre of the field is the date 1812 between 
two ornamental stars. The legend reads, “Success to Commerce and Peace to 
the World.” 

In the six varieties of No. 724 there are four with upright reverses and 
two upsets. All six differ in obverses and reverses. There are no combina- 
tions. The principlepoints of difference are, size of cherubs bodies, position 
and shape of wings, arms and legs, shape and size of the pedestal and urn 
and the ornamental work on the urn, also in the wreath and shape of the 
leaves composing it. There is a difference in where the legend begins and 
ends at the base of the pedestal. The reverse varies in the size of the figures 
in the date, and in the stars above and below the date. There are variations, 
also in the space between the words in the legend. There are probably other 
varieties than those described herewith. 

No. 1. Obv. Head of cherub on right beneath the upright of the let- 
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ter R, legs tapering very small from the knees and slant downwards; last let- 
ter A. in Canada on a line with, but a short distance from the base of the 
pedestal; wreath held by the cherubs is nearly round, the other five varieties 
are oval. 

The words World and Success are close together and the ornamental 
stars are formed of very light lines. 

No. 2. Position of the head of the right cherub similar to No. 1. 

The wing of left cherub extends down to letter O in Brock; legs slant 
about the same as in No. i but are thick and shorter; the last A in Canada is 
opposite the middle of the bottom base of the pedestal. 

Rev. Rays in the stars larger than in No. 1. 

No. 3. The head of the right cherub is closer to the letter R. than in 
No. 1 or 2; legs not as thick as on No. 2, and at nearly right angles with the 
body. Last A. in Canada touches bottom corner of base of the pedestal. 

Rev. The words World and Success further apart than in either No. 1 

or 2. 

No. 4. The head of right cherub beneath the center of R; legs longer 
than in Nos. 1, 2, or 3, and at nearly right angles as in No. 3. Last letter A 
in Canada higher than in the la3t three and is on a level with the top of bot- 
tom base of the pedestal. 

Rev. The words World and Success are close together. This is milled 
opposite to the other varieties. 

No. 5. The head of the right cherub beneath the center of R, and the 
head of the left cherub points between T and H in the word THE, legs of right 
cherub are very long reaching nearly to the letter P. Letter A is on a line 
with bottom of base of the pedestal. 

Rev. Is upset with words World and Success close together. Stars 
smaller. 

No. 6. The head of right cherub is beneath upright of R. Head of left 
cherub beneath the base of letter T. Legs of left cherub short and thick and 
those of right cherub longer and at nearly right angles with the body. Letter 
A. in Canada opposite middle of bottom base of the pedestal. 

Rev. Is upset and the words World and Success very close together.

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THF COINS OF SINOORA. 


HOWLAND Wi OD. 

Singora, Sengora or Sungora, as it is variously pronounced, is on the 
east side of the Malay Peninsula and is the most southerly Siamese province. 
H. C. Millies in his book on the indigenous coins of the Malay Peninsular 
and the Archipelago gives the following account of Singora: ‘ Even today 

it is a Malay town, but it is now a province of Siam. It is divided in three 
parts; inhabited by the Chinese, Siamese and Malays. The Chinese part is 
the commercial one. It once had a very active commerce. Mgr. Palleeoix 
says— Singora and its neighbor, Thalung, were provinces of the Kingdom of 
Ligor, whose king, Siam had employed to ravage the neighboring Malay 
states.” The Siamese name for Singora is Songkhla. 



The first of these coins is described in Weyl’s book on the Fonrobert 
collection Page 161, vol. 3, No. 2258. The Obv. reads in Chinese Tschin (1), 
hing (2), tung (3), pao (4). fl,. in Malay Character “nagri Singora,” and in 
Siamese Songkhla. 
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The second one Millies describes as being in Dr. Frendenthal’s collec- 
tion. Obv. in Chinese Tsai (1), tching (2), tung (3), pao (4). The R. is the 
same as No. 1 except the Siamese characters are transposed. This latter 
coin I have never seen, though I have seen several of the former, all of them 
varying slightly. These coins seem to be a mixture of lead and tin and show 
Chinese influence, as do the coins of the same metals issued in Banten, Cheri- 
bon, Siak, Djambi, Palenburg, Keda, Tringanu and Patani. The Singora 
piece is, however larger. The round hole is common in all the above men- 
tioned coins. The coins, as a rule, used in Anam and Indo-China have a 
square hole and have a large per cent, antimony in their composition and 
follow more closely the ordinary Chinese cash. I have been unable to find 
any date for these coins, but think it probable they were made about 75 or 
100 years ago. 


FRENCH rilNT MARKS. 

Some readers interested in United States Mint Marks are also attract- 
ed by those on the coins of other nations. Not only letters but signs or ob- 
jects have been used in Europe to indicate the different mints, as will be seen 
in the following list copied from a French publication of 1833 and showing 
thirteen places of coinage in. existance under the reign of Louis Phillipe. 
Their letters and emblems are on coin reverses. 

Paris— A — An anchor and a C interlaced. 

Rouen — B — A lamb bearing a C ross. 

Lyon — D — Noah’s Ark, 

LaRocheile— H— A trident. 

Limoges — I— Two hands interlaced. 

Bordeaux— K — A vine leaf. 

Bayonne — L — A tulip. 

Toulouse — M — A T and C interlaced. 

Perpignan— Q— A bunch of grapes. 

Nantes— T— An olive branch. 

Marseilles— M A interlaced.— A palm tree. 

Lille — W— The wand of Mercury. 

Strasburg— B B— A beaver. A. G. H.

We have received many communications in regard to the St. George 
Amulet in our April issue, and several specimens have been sent us of them. 
Those we have had the privilege of seeing were all in brass, washed or plated 
with silver. They vary in size from the cut herewith given, taken from an 
amulet sent us by Mr. Black, to one size 22, sent us by Dr. Wright. They 
come circular, diamond, square and oval in form. They are all looped, or 
bear evidence of having the loops removed. J ack Tar is a superstitious “sea 
dog” but with one of these amulets around his neck feared neither storms or 
ship wreck in the service of his king or employer. Others, “who went down 
to the sea in ships/’ no doubt, ventured with braver hearts with this amulet, 
St. George to protect them from the dragonic rocks and shoals that encom- 
passed them, on one side; and Christ, who calmed the storms and bade the 
tempests cease, upon the other. The legendary lore we leave to Mr. W. E. 
Curtis, who lately wrote from Beirut, Syria, to the Chicago Record Herald; 
and Dr. Wright. 


Beirut Syria, March 12.— The Bay of St George, upon 
which Beirut is situated, gets its name from the fact that the 
tutelary saint of Great Britain slew the dragon upon its shores. Frag- 
ments of old buttresses on the roadside show where a chapel was 
erected to his memory by the Crusaders; in a garden that surrounds it, 
near a dilapidated old mosque, is a pit or well in which the carcass of the 
dead monster was cast, and just a little farther away is a spring in which St. 
George washed the blood from his hands after the deed. St. George was a 
native of the town of Lvdda, one of the stations upon the railroad between 
Jaffa and Jerusalem, and suffered martyrdom there during the persecutions 
by the Emperor Domitian. The Crusaders, when they arriyed at Lydda, 
found a church standing over his grave, which, in their opinion, was the best 
specimen of ecclesiastical architecture in the country, and they took it for 
their own. Richard Coeur-de-Leon decorated his ensign with a picture of

encounter with the dragon, and through his influence St. George became the 
patron saint of England. 

According to the records of the church St. George was one of the early 
converts to Christianity and lived not more than a century after the death of 
the Savior, but why he was prancing around Beirut on a charger, rescuing 
beautiful maidens from the jaws of fire-breeding monsters, is difficult to ex- 
plain. The legend says that a terrible dragon inhabited these waters from 
time immemorial, and, to prevent it from devouring the entire town, the peo- 
ple of Beirut were required to offer to it as a sacrifice one maid on the first 
day of every year. The custom became so fixed that the families of the com- 
munity took turns in furnishing the victims. When it came the turn of the 
governor of the province he refused to sacrifice his one beloved child, the 
most beautiful girl in the country, but the people insisted. They had seen 
their own daughters eaten by the monster year after year and did not propose 
to permit an exemption of their magistrate. So the girl was taken and 
chained to a rock on the edge of the bay, and the monster was crawling out 
of the water to seize her just as St. George came riding along mounted upon a 
beautiful steed, with a big white plume in his hat and a glistening spear in 
his hand. Hearing the shrieks of terror from the girl and the growls of 
satisfaction from the dragon, he recognized the situation, and, plunging his 
trusty spear into the open jaws of the beast, he pressed the point into its 
brain. The body of the dragon was thrown into the pit, the beautiful maiden 
was restored to her parents, and I supposed that Sir George married her. At 
least he ought to have done so. 


Dear Doctor Heath:— Concerning the puzzle propounded by our 
treasurer, Dr. Fisher, kindly let me state that he has given us a “nut that is 
full of meat” for the seeker after the curious. The obverse represents St. 
George slaying the dragon. The inscription can be rendered as follows: 
“Knight St. George our Protector.” The antique ship on “troubled waters” 
symbolically denotes misfortune. The legend can be rendered “Assistance 
in trouble”. Though this is a free rendering. I have a similar amulet with a 
hand extending from a cloud; this refers to the Deity as God is often repre- 
sented in this manner. St. George killing the dragon is merely a symbol of 
a relic of ancient amulito invented by oriental nations to express the virtues, 
of Mithra, the Sun-god. From the Pagans the use of amulets, phylacteries 
and charms passed to the Basilidians, where ( in their abraxas ) we see traces 
of the sun-god Mithra: thence to the heretics of tne dark ages and finally to 
the earlv Christians. The old idea was greatly changed in being transform- 
ed from the ancient Mithra to the Archangel of the Gnostics. The early 
Christians were wont to wear about their necks an amulet, (The Doctor’s 
specimen’shows a loop attached for this purpose; ) called “Ichthus” i e the 
Greek word fish, as this word is composed of the initial letters “Iesos CHristos 
THeon Uios Soter” which means Jesus Christ, Son of God, Our Savior. 
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This notarica being* inscribed on the obverse and the cut of the fish on the re- 
verse. In the Greek CH and TH are written thus X 0, I and J being inter- 
changable letters. 

Dr. Fisher’s amulet was doubtless a kind of badge worn by members of 
some of the numerous societies of St. George that flourished during the con- 
tinental wars in Europe in the fourteenth to the sixteenth centuries. My 
specimen is round, brass washed with silver, size 24. 

There are many curious myths of St. George. Gibbon in his ‘‘Decline 
and Fall” asserts that St. George was a veritable character born in Armorica 
and was beheaded in Diocletian’s persecution by order of Datianus April 23, 
303 A. D. St. Jerome (331-420) mentions him in one of his martyrologies. 
Alban Butler, the Catholic, identifies St George as the infamous Arian and 
states, 4t certain ancient heretics forged false acts of St. George which the 
learned Pope Gelasius condemned iu 494, A. D. Jurien, Reynolds and 
Ischard maintain that St, George and the Arian usurper of the See of 
Alexander, were one and the same, but history does not substantiate their 
views. The “history of the dragon” is symbolic as is also the “ship in 
troubled waters” and take their rise from the legendary lore, connected with 
those singular monsters in the mythology of the ancients. From the time of 
the Noachian and Deucalional deluges; ravages of floods have been emblema- 
tized as the malevolent deeds of dragons.” The French had a dragon named 
Gargouille ( a water spout) that lived in the river Seine. ( See life of King 
Dagobert. ) The Legend of Tarasqe give us the dragon of the Rhone. The 
river Draco (i e dragon) in Bithynia takes its name from its numerous 
windings like the movements of a serpent, and from the overflowing of its 
banks, becomes to the people a veritable dragon. The people of Switzerland 
use the same word Brack to describe impetuous mountain torrents which de- 
scend like avalanches on the lower country. 

The reverse of the amulet refers to Christ and his disciples. “And be- 
hold there arose a great tempest a sea insomuch as the ship was covered by 
the waves but he was asleep.” St. Matthew IX. 24. 

The literal translation of intempestate securitas would be, “in the tempest 
security”, because Christ was able to quell or quiet the troubled waters. 

The doctor’s amulet may have been worn as a phylactery against floods. 
The word is derived from the Greek 4>iAd7T7ro to watch, hence, to guard 
against or ward off evil. These tokens are very common and were issued 
often *,o sell to the ignorant.

PROOF AND PATTERN COINS. 

The most beautiful coins made by Uncle Sam are rarely seen by the 
public. They are what are called “proof pieces” and are specially struck 
for collectors and other persons who ar* willing to pay the price asked for 
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them only a small advance over their face value. Anybody may get those 
coins by applying to the Mint in Philadelphia. 

In their designs these pieces do not differ from ordinary coins of like 
denominations, but they are much more carefully minted. Special dies, used 
for striking them, are cleaned of the least particles of dust as a preliminary, 
and the metal dises, {or 4 ‘blanks ’ 1 employed are polished beforehand until 
their shine becomes positively dazzling. Collectors usually keep them in 
little pouches of chamois-skin, so that their brilliance may suffer no impair- 
ment. 

Whenever a coin of new design is wanted several samples of different- 
patterns, to afford latitude for choice, are turned out at the Philadelphia 
Mint. Usually, to save expense, they are struck in base metal, such as 
copper or tin; and in this shape the “trial pieces,” as they are called, are 
sent on to Washington, where they are submitted to the coinage committees of 
the Senate and House of Representatives. One out of the lot is selected, and 
with the approval of the Secretary of the Treasury, becomes the model of the 
new issue. 

In this way it comes about that gold eagles and double-eagles, silver 
dollars and half-dollars, and other coins are struck in tin or copper. Brass, 
aluminum and platinum have been similarly employed. Such pattern pieces 
are not infrequently made, and, quite naturally, collectors are eager to get 
hold of them; but such a thing is not permitted, and were any collector to be 
known to have in his possession a coin of this kind, the Secret Service 
would make every effort to confiscate it. 

Up to the year 1887, however, such pattern pieces were actually sold by 
the Mint, very high prices being asked for them. Having secured consider- 
able profits in this way, the Government suddenly turned about, and, declar- 
ed that nobody had a right to possess coins of the kind, attempted to con- 
fiscate some that were in the hands of collectors — notably a lot of them which 
were included in the collection of the late H. L. Linderman, of Philadelphia 
who had been formerly, Director of the Mint. This effort was defeated, but 
since that time (1887 ) the rule above stated has held. 

Pattern pieces on dates up to 1887 may be owned by anybody. Some of 
them are very valuable, and the treasury has actually refused an offer of 
$5000 for a gold pattern of the double eagle of 1849, which is preserved in the 
Philadelphia Mint. The Saturday Evening Post.

SLUGb AND STELLAS. 

BY FARRAN ZERBE. 

Slugs and Stellas I Ibelieve are of as much interest today to this countrys 
coin collector as are any other two pieces within the hope of the average col- 
lector and this interest answers the question as to why they are so rapidly 
advancing in price. A few year3 ago $'>0 gold pieces were readily obtainable 
at from $60 to $75, and a few years after their issue a prominent dealer refus- 
ed to pay $50 from ten Stellas. 

Having a customer for both I recently addressed a communication on the 
subject to the leading dealers, extracts from the replies I received is of interest 
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as evidence of the growing scarcity and increasing price of these two coins. 
Mr. Low “I am unable to supply either, both now very high.” — Messrs. 
Chapman “We can supply a $4 gold for 843 and a $50 gold for $150, both 
brilliant these are the cheapest we have.*’ Lionello, Perera & Co. the Wall 
bankers who usually have some slugs, said, “entirely out of $50 gold pieces 
may be able to obtain one or two pieces at from $100 to $150.” Mr. Barnet 
writes “No slugs at present, know where I may obtain two at $120 to $130 
both good, a proof Stella at $55“ the Arnold Numismatic Co. wrote “no slugs 
in stock have one Stella on which we will make you special price.’ ’ Morey 
writes from Boston “No $50 slugs in town, last sold for $125.” Mr. Prosky’s 
postal from Gotham said: “A fine $50 for $140 another for $150, a Stella for 

■$50.” Mr. Steigerwalt who usually has some good things says” Do not have 
either a slug or Stella, in fact have not owned a slug for several years, haye 
had several Stellas but they did not remain long, both coins are now high in 
price, for best Stella I received $55; The St. Louis Coin & Stamp Co. offered 
three slugs from $100 to $150 and a Stella for $40; they being the^cheapest, con- 
dition considered. I asked for two slugs and the Stella on approval, they pleas- 
ed my customer and all were immediately purchased. Some time ago a 
Washington correspondent wrote of an old gentlemen friend of his who had 
ten $50 pieces all fine, but he would not part with them for love or money, my 
•correspondent says he is “next” to them if they are ever offered for sale. 


New York Notes. 


It is to be hoped that the grand-children and the great grand-children 
of the numismatists of the present day will have the same tastes for collecting 
coins that their ancesters do— or did. If then, this magazine, and especially 
this present number, should be preserved for their enlightment, the future 
generations will no doubt be anxious to secure, or at least behold, the coins 
hereinafter described. 

On the seventh day of October, the corner stone of the new Custom 
House in New York City was laid by Leslie M. Shaw, the Secretary of the 
Treasury. From 1789 to 1815 the “Government House,” or a portion of it 
was occupied for custom purposes. That building stood on the site of Fort 
Amsterdam, and strangely enough, after the lapse of nearly an hundred 
years, the present structure will occupy the very ground where once stood the 
aforementioned “Government House” erected for, but never occupied by 
President Washington. 

The coin collecting fraternity will be interested to learn ttiat a copper 
casket was sealed and let into a hollow space in thecenter of the cornerstone. 
This casket contained, besides certain official documents, a complete set of 
United States coins of the year 1902, gold silver, nickel, and copper in bril- 
liant uncirculated condition, and while we are apt to ignore the coii age, our 
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descendants a hundred years from now, should the building then be taken 
down, may regard it with considerable interest. 


Dr. Jacob Hirsch of Munich, the well known dealer, has removed to 
number 17 Arcisstrasse, and mails a notification to that effect to all his pa- 
trons. It is in the form of a quadruple foldingcardboardjcircular, printed in 
four languages, and the typographical execution is excellent. 


We are are so accustomed to speak and write of “Scotts gold and sil- 
ver catalogue’ * and “Seotts copper and nickel catalogue,” that the majority 
of the younger collectors imagine that Mr. J. W. Scott was the compiler of 
these works. As a matter of fact, however, they were both made by Mr. 
Lyman H. Low, and Mr. Scott acted only as the publisher.

The ancient monuments of Egypt bear the name of the goddess Menk 
who “made truth visible.” Let us take this for our text and reply to our 
critics. First in line we have C. A. G. of Meriden Conn., who states (p. 210) 
‘coin No. 3 p 130 etc john chr reich was not the designer or 
die cutter, also that the world dant was an abbreviation for Dantes, which 
denotes Jeton, etc., is correct. Here our friend has made truth visible; 
has added to our knowedge and carried us over a difficult passage, hence we 
owe him our thanks.. We must also grant him his statement that the lines 
‘there appears to be an error’ etc., that his notes in this paragraph are cor- 
rect. Passing to No. 4 our friend gives us a new rendering. We will study 
this. In the first place we have two kinds of persons contrasted; the hoarder 
of corn and those who sell. The latter receive “blessings” (as our friend is 
again right when he refers us to the Proverbs of Solomon for the correct 
solution of S. P. Sal. 11. V. 28), the seller then is the recipient of blessings, 
hence could have no reasons to “dispair.” The hoarder, on the other hand, 
is pictured as having his grain dispersed. Also the Jew is figured as walking- 
going somewhere; he has a staff to assist him and immediately before are the 
open jaws of a monster and is, in absolute truth, an ideograph of Hell. To 
primitive man the wide open jaws of a crocodile typified an evil place and of 
death, and from this we derived our ideograh of Hades. If a man is cursed 
is he|not condemned? If condemned does he not go to Dantes *, a German ex- 
pression of our idea of hell? Decide this question as you may choose. Our 
Jew is going, his grain is escaping, the jaws of hell open immediately in 
front of him. What does this picture then tell? 

Theatrical people, when they refer to one who essays a part’or char- 
acter in which they cannot qualify say: “He can’t make good.” Our critic 

asks us to “dispair and go to the corn Jew.” Does he ‘make good’ or ‘fail 
to qualify?’ Passing to F. C. H. London and A. C. R. Montreal. Let us see 
if we can obtain light. In the Portugese language we find that the abbrevia- 
tion, Alg. is used to denote two words. 

Allobroges, meaning “people of another land.” 

Algarbiorura, meaning “West country.” 

Our friendly critics tell us the latter, is the one we should use, but at 
the same time say that the “West Country” denotes a part of Portugal. 
Now if a ruler of a country has the undisputed sovereignty does not his power 
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extend to and include every integral portion of that particular country? If it 
does, they why is it necessary to use an abbreviation in the legend of the 
coinage to express an idea already covered by the extent of kingly power? 
When we use the word Allobroges we obtain the idea expressed by our term 
“Colonial possessions” as denoting that the sovereignty not only extended 
to all parts of (in this case Portugal) but even to land beyond the seas or 
“people of another land.” 

The old authorities give the second reading, and as one author quotes 
from his own production, we find that in numbers the majority are in favor 
of this rendering. A few of our later writers, however, reject this reading. 
These are the facts and all have a perfect right to give the rendering tha 
seems the most reasonable. The objection to calling the coin one of “dire 
necessity” is hardly worthy of notice. Picture the poor Queen driven from 
her country by the usurper, Don Miguel, taking refuge in a sanctuary which 
soon burned. History tells us that she had neither gold or silver and was 
compelled to use the old bell for the purposes of coinage. This is the picture. 
Our critics would perhaps change their opinion were they in like circumstances. 
Again, coins of necessity have been issued for values of less than five or six 
cents-hence the last statement is simply nonsense. 

By the kindness of A. G. Heaton, I am able to make the following cor- 
rections. No. 1 of March. The translation of ‘ Dictateur des Cinq” should 
be “17th December arrival of two pigeons of the balloon, the General Re- 
nault.” One of the balloons used during the seige bore this name. The ab- 
breviation “Gt” in the obverse legend of No. 3 denotes “Government” hence 
the translation would read, “Government of the National Defense.” 

The word “Cachette” on No. 5 denotes a “living place” hence “I demand 
a livingplace of the King of Prussia” would be the correct rendering. “Le 
petit” equals, the little. The cigar in the mouth of Napoleon refers to the fact 
of his having smoked one while signing the terms of capitulation. The Prus- 
sian helmet on his head was added to heighten the satire. B. P. W. 


* There are two words in German that have this spelling. This word I 
believe to be taken from Dante, the author of “The Inferno,” and the word 
Danto is a “cant” expression for Hades or hell. If this interpretation be 
correct it equates with the ideograph expressed by the designer of this token. 
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Brother Heal sends us a rubbing of the new Canadian Cent with the 
King’s head. The coin is in bronze, beautiful in design and execution, in 
fact quite superior to the minor coins lately issued for the mother country. 
Our Canadian friends will be rather inclined to crow over this new coin and 
compare it with our own poor little Indian head that we have fostered so 
long and bore so meekly. Well we can’t help it.

Note:— I wish to express my thanks to Ex-President Heaton for his 
kind assistance in the above translations. 

In order to understand the meaning of certain symbols or devices found 
on coins, medals, etc., it is necessary to look back through the telescope of 
anthropology at our primitive ancestors and see them in their naked 
savagery.” mediaeval monks denominated twelve sibyls and gave to each a 
separate prophesy and distinct emblems. The ninth in this series was called 
the Phrygian Sibyle. Her prophesy was “Our Lord shall rise again,” 
signifying “Learning shall prevail against the darkness of ignorance and 
superstition.” Her emblem was a banner attached to a cross. As our Savior 
made vicarious atonement for us by suffering the death agony on the cross 
we must strive to enlighten our minds by following His teachings. Thus it is 
that the symbol of the cross with banner attached often occurs on the numis- 
matics of seats of learning and religious institutions. The emblem of the 
cross alone denotes “The Christian’s life conflict; the death of Christ for 
Man’s redemption.” In Christian art the Paschal lamb is an emblem of the 
Redeemer. It is often used by Catholic institutions of learning, especially of 
a religious order. In ancient times it signified the deliverance of the Israel- 
ites when the angel of death slew the first born of the Egyptians but “passed 
over” all the houses that had lamb’s blood on the door posts. 



Obv. A wreath enclosing the figure 10. Above and completing the 
wreath is the word Essai. In exergue, the date 1860, which is divided by the 
ends of the ribbon that unite the festoons of the wreath. 

Rev. A large star in the centre surrounded by eight shell-like orna- 
ments, which in turn are surrounded by a circle.

This may have been designed for Cuba, Chili or Texas, as they each 
have the “lone star” in their coat of arms.

Thirst Medal.

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The obverse is rather difficult of solution. In Rabelais is recorded a 
fable of one Gargantua by name that may give the key. 

The tale is “Gargantua was the son of Grangousier and Gargamelle. 
Immediately he was born he cried out ‘Drink! Drink! You do not know my • 

thirst,’ whereupon his royalfather exclaimed. 'Que grand tu as ’ which being 
the first words he uttered after the birth of the child were accepted as its 
name; so it was called Gah-gran-tu-as, corrupted into Gah-gan-tu-a. We 
are told “it needed 17,000 cows to supply milk for this babe. ” 

Certain authors maintain that this story is a satire on Francois 1. Mot- 
teaux claims Henried Albret, King of Navarre, was meant and that Gargan- 
tuas great thirst refers to the withholding of the wine cup from the laity and 
the clamor raised by the Reform party for the wine as well as the bread in the 
eucharist. 

The word Gargantuan is now used to mean enormous, inordinate, or 
great beyond all limits. When applied to a University, it denotes that all 
languages, ancient and modern, all sciences, allologies and onomes, together 
with calisthenics and athletic exercises are taught.

Frouae, in his history of England, gives the following sketch of Loch- 
leven and its castle, the scene of Mary’s imprisonment: The castle consisted 
of the ordinary Scotch tower, a strong stone structure five and twenty feet 
square, carried up for three or four stories (sic). It formed one corner of a 
large court room 90 to 100 feet across. The basement story was a flagged 
hall which served at the same time for kitchen and guard room. The two or 
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three rooms above it may have been set apart for the Lord and Lady and their 
female servants. In the angle opposite the castle was a round turret entered 
like the main building, from the court; within it was something like an or- 
dinary limekiln from seven to eight feet in diameter. This again was divided 
into three rooms, one above the other, the heighth of each may have been six 
feet. Here it was in the three apartments, that the Queen of Scotland passed 
the long months of her imprisonment. Decency must have been difficult in 
such a place, and cleanliness impossible. She had happily, a tough, healthy 
nature, which cared little for minor comforts. It is not easy to determine the 
significance of the tub woman, but it may be that some republican desired to 
sink the origin of the crown to the lowest grade. 

In the year 1768, there appeared in one of the English newspapers, the 
following paragraph, “During the troubles of the reign of Charles I., a 
country girl came to London in search of a place; but not succeeding she ap- 
plied to carry out beer from a brewhouse. These women were called ‘tub 
women.’ The brewer observing her to be good looking married her. He 
soon afterwards died leaving her a large fortune. She employed Mr. Hyde, 
an able lawyer, to settle her husbands affairs; he in process of time, married 
the widow and was made Earl of Clarendon. Of this marriage there was a 
daughter, who was afterwards the wife of James II. and the mother of Mary 
and Anne, Queens of England. 

The above story has many of the ear marks of a fable, still the designer 
of the token may have had it in his mind when he put the “tub woman” on the 
reverse, hence it is here presented for what it is worth. The significance of 
the Scottish thistles, and the origin of the Order of the Garter, will be re- 
served for a subsequent article. 

The reverse of this penny will be found illustrated in The Numismatist 
for October 1899.

Additional Mint Mark Varieties. 


As catalogues of coin sales mention, at long intervals, some branch 
mint variety as “not in Heaton,” the writer desires to say that all such 
pieces thus far noticed are found in the following list which was sent, as far 
as known, to owners of the Treatise a year or two after its publication in 
1893 and has since been included in all copies ordered. Differences in mere 
location of the mint marks are so numerous and often so difficult to describe 
accurately that this has not been further attempted and they are left to the 
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individual enthusiasm of collectors. Should any further varieties in the size 
or character of the mint mark appear which are neither in the treatise or this 
list, the writer would be glad to be informed:

Mint Marks. 


Mr. A. G. Heaton’s brief article on French Mint Marks in our last is* 
sue has brought us so many communications on the subject, and has evident- 
ly aroused so much interest that we are impelled to give our readers all there 
is available on the subject. Mr. Heaton’s article only pretended to give the 
places of coinage during the reign of Louis Philippe, hence rendering the 
subject quite limited, which fact several of our correspondents seem to have 
failed to comprehend 

Probably the most complete list of French minting places is that com- 
piled by M. de Sauley, and published in The Coin Collector’s Journal for- 
February, 1878, and which we copy in its entirity. 
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French Mint Marks. 

Up to the present numismatists have not so read the distinguishing 
marks on the French coins of the earlier portion of the middle ages as to be 
able to ascribe them confidentially to their appropriate mints. M. de Sauley, 
however, has devoted himself to the task of working out this branch of nu- 
mismatic research, and for some years has been preparing for the press a 
volume which will contain the results of his labors— when it is expected that 
all the little marks or signs on the coin issues of the different mints and 
reigns, will be fully explained. 

On the coins struck previous to the reign of Charles VI., 1380—1422, 
A. D., there are marks under the letters that go to compose the legend, but 
the reference of these is still unsettled. On the coins of later date similar 
marks occur, and these it has been ascertained, denoted according to the po- 
sition in the legend of the particular letter, the name of the mint, a semicolon, 
for instance, under the fifth letter of the legend was the mint mark of Toulouse; 
if under the sixth letter it denoted Tours, and so on. 

During the English occupation of France, the coins of the early part of 
the fifteenth century had the following distinctive mint marks: 

Paris, a crown. Lyons, a truffle. 

Rouen, a lion (leopard). Auxerre, a star. 

Amiens, a lamb. Dijon, the plant speedwell. 

Troyes, a cross. St. Lo, a fleur-de-lys. 

During this period, Charles VII., 1422-1461, established a number of 
temporary mints according to his necessities. These mints placed the first 
letter of the name of the place at the end of the legend, so that B stood for 
Bourges; C for Chinon ; O for Orleans ; and so on. When Louis XI., 1461-1483, 
occupied Perpignan, he placed a P in the centre of the cross, on the national 
coins he issued. On the subjection of Brittany to the crown N denoted Nantes 
and R Reims . 

This state of matters was wholly changed by the decree of Francis I., 
1539, A. D., establishing thirty-one distinct mints, each havingits distinguish- 
ing letter or mark. These letters were changed as follows: Lous XIV. by 
his victories added new mints to those already existing; Louis XV., in 1772, 
suppressed some; the Revolution of 1789 caused some to suspend work, but 
opened eight during the year— Four— 1792; the conquests of the first Republic 
and of the Empire opened additional mints which, however, were necessarily 
closed in 1814. Owing to the improvements in machinery, Louis Philippe 
closed a number of the mints in 1837. Since steam has been employed to 
drive the presses, the mints have been still further reduced, so that by the 
year 1848 there were only three in operation: Paris, Bordeaux and Stras- 
burg. The latter two, however, issued very few coins, and hence specimens 
from these mints bearing dates 1848-1850 are exceedingly rare. In 1853 on the 
great issue of bronze money by the Emperor Napoleon III., four new mints

were opened, Lille, Lyons, Marseilles and Rouen, all of which continued in 
operation down to 1857. In 1858 these were finally closed by an Imperial de- 
cree. Since the loss of strasburg, the French mints have been reduced to 
two, Paris and Bordeaux. 

The following is a list of the marks of the French mints and of the 
changes these have undergone:

Some English Porcelain Tokens. 


Howland Wood. 

Along with the various tokens and store cards issued in metal and 
other mediums by different English merchants, some china tokens used by 
porcelain manufacturers might be included in the category. Mr. Llewellynn 
Jewitt in his book, “The Ceramic Art of Great Britain” speaks of them. 



Mr. Thomas Coke in his china factory at Pinxton, in East Derbyshire, 
issued the above. Those issued in 1801 are circular, and are thicker in the 
middle than at the edge— -like a magnifying glass. They were white china 
with the writing in blue and all were well glazed. The denominations were 
as follows: 10s,. 7s. 6d., 5s., 3s. 6d., Is. 6d., and Is. respectively. There 

were others that bore only the values gilded or painted on an oval disc. 
There were 7s. and 5s. anyway if not other denominations. The different to- 
kens were payable in and around Pinxton for quite a distance, and were 
known as Mr. Coke’s coin or “chaine money” (china money) in the pro- 
vincialism of the locality. 
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The Worcester Porcelain Company, the Royal Worcester of to-day, is 
sued china tokens of various denominations for the convenience of the people 
about the factory. The date of these pieces was between 1772 and 1783. The 
W. Davis mentioned on the token, was one of the partners during those years. 
The initials on the reverse stands for Worcester Porcelain Co. 

These I think comprise all the porcelain tokens issued by British china 
manufacturers. 


Medals for Service in South Africa. 


Ottawa, Ont., November 1. — To-days militia order contains the text of 
a new army order, 232, regarding the grant of the king’s South African war 
medal. It says the king has been graciously pleased to approve that a sec- 
ond war medal; bearing his effigy, shall be granted “in recognition of the 
services rendered by the troops in the later phases of the campaign in South 
Africa, and to reward those soldiers who, by their long service in the field, 
have brought the war to a successful termination. n This medal will be 
known as the “King’s South African Medal.” The ribbon will be orange, 
white and green, in three stripes of equal width, and so worn that the green 
stripes of the ribbon shall be on the right. 

Provided the claims are approved by the commander-in-chief, the 
medal, in silver, will be issued to all officers, warrant officers, non-commis- 
sioned officers and men of the British, Indian and colonial forces; to civilian 
medical practicioners and others employed in military hospitals in South 
Africa, and to all nursing sisters, as defined in army orders 195 of 1901; pro- 
vided that|( a) they were actually serving in South Africa on or after the first 
of January, 1902, and (b) that on that date they had completed eighteen 
months’ war service or subsequently completed such service before the first 
of June* 1902. 
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Two clasps will also be granted— ( a). A clasp, “South Africa, 1901/ ’ 
to all who served in South Africa, between January 1, 1901, and December 31 # 
1901, both dates inclusive; (b) a clasp, “South Africa, 1902, M to all who 
served in South Africa between January 1 1902, and May 31, 1902; both dates 
inclusive. 

The above clasps will be worn with the medal granted by army order 
94 of 1901 by those qualified to receive them. If they are not entitled to re- 
ceive the medal granted by this order. If they are entitled to receive the 
medal granted by this order the above clasps will be worn with it. 


Americans Order the Official Medal. 


Many Americans who were over here for the coronation have left or- 
ders for the official medal to be sent to them, and I am told by one jeweler 
that he had booked hundred of orders and is still receiving others by post 
from America. The medal, which can be obtained in gold, silver or copper, 
will be issued from the mint within the next week or two. It will differ from 
most of the previous issues in that it will contain the bust of the king on the 
obverse and that of the queen on the reverse. Up to the reign of William IV 
it was the invariable custom to strike separate medals for the king and queen. 
The first coronation medal was that of Edward VI. for the medal of Henry 
VIII, which is sometimes spoken of as a coronation medal, was not struck 
until he took the title of head of the church in 1545, as the inscription in 
L=tin, Greet and Hebrew indicates. 

The silver medal of Edward VI has the half-length medal of the young 
king in armor, the sword of state in his right hand, the orb and cross in the 
left. Neither Mary nor Elizabeth issued such medals, but James I. had a 
a number of small ones struck and threw them among the people on his 
coronation day, and one of its inscriptions in Latin was “Caesar, Heir of 
Caesars, by the Gift of God.” 

Charles I had an elaborate one and Charles II several. That of James 
II had the head laureated, much as it appears in the grotesque statue which 
Americans will remember stands in Whitehall, just opposite the treasury 
building. After William and Mary had been on the throne some little time 
they issued a second medal on which their busts appear side bv side, and 
that of Queen Adelaide on the other — London Letter to Evening Star t 
(Wash.) 
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Roosevelt on the Medajq^ 


Washington, Nov. I.— For many years it has been the custom of the 
Treasury Department to perpetuate in bronze the features of ea?h new presi- 
dent inducted into office, but in the case of President Roosevelt it looked as if 
the line would be broken. 

There were any number of full-face photographs of the (President, some 
taken while he was Assistant Secretary of the Navy, others in Rough Rider 
uniform, but none of these was available for the medal. It was thought 
necessary to have a profile view of the President’s features, because features 
in full-face view, when produced upon medals look absolutely flat. The 
medal of the elder Harrrison is the only one in the collection of the Treasury 
Department made from a full-face photograph, and it presents a decidedly 
flat appearance. 

When President Roosevelt returned to Washington from his Wester 
trip Director Roberts secured permission for the official photographer to 
make the necessary poses. The medal is now being made in the mint at 
Philadelphia. Before it is completed, which will be in the course of a 
few weeks, the President will have to make one or two poses for the engra- 
ver. 

The medals of President Roosevelt will be struck in bronze and will be 
on sale to the public at $2 each. The medals of all the former presidents 
have been the same size and sold at the same price; except the medals of 
John Adams which was smaller and sells for $1.50. 

There was no Presidential medal struck in honor of Washington. There 
are, however, on sale at the bureau five Washington medals. The first and 
highest priced of these is “Washington before Boston.” which costs $2. The 
others are “The Presidency Relinquished,” “Time increases His Fame,” 
“Commencement of the Cabinet,” which sells for 25 cents, and “the Cabinet 
medal.” 

When President Garfield was assasinated the mint officials struck off a 
special gold medal in honor of his martyrdom. This sells for $9. There is 
a gold medal made in honor of Lincoln and Garfield which bears the profiles 
of both. As yet no such medal has been struck in honor of the martyred 
McKinley. 

For about $300 one can purchase at the mint a complete collection of all 
the official medals struck off to date. These medals furnish almost an un- 
broken pictorial history of the United States. There are in the collection 
twenty-five that have been voted by congress to officers of the army and 
twenty-three to naval officers for gallantry in action. The originals were 
struck in gold, but duplicates in bronze are on sale. Ail of the medals bear 
striking scenes of the wars of the United States, from the Revolution to the 
war with Spain. 
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The first medal vo id by congress was for Washington’s victory at 
Boston. The famous naval victory of John Paul Jones was pictured upon 
another. Taylor at Palo Alto is the subject of still another. Those more 
prominent among the recipients of these medals were Oens. William Henry 
Harrison, Scott, Jackson, Taylor, Grant and “Light Horse Harry” Lee; on 
the naval list are Hull, Decatur, Lawrence, Perry and Preble. 

Duplicates in bronze of the original medals can be purchased at any 
time by application to the Mint Bureau, of which Director Roberts is the 
head. The most expensive of the lot is that of Grant, which costs $8. It is 
four inches in diameter. Most of the others are sold for $1.50 each. A num- 
ber of the duplicates of the medals have been made in silver for those wish- 
ing handsomer designs. 

Four Secretaries of the Treasury have had their profiles perpetuated in 
bronze, but the present Secretary, Mr. Shaw, cannot be prevailed upon to sit 
for a profile photograph from which to have a medal made. 

“I guess that collection can get along without having my face in it,” 
said the Iowa secretary when asked about it. “Let the others have a show. I 
might spoil the beauty of the collection.” 

Several Directors of the Mint have also had medals made at the Phila- 
delphia mint; but the present incumbent, Mr. Roberts, has persistently re- 
fused to have a medal made. 

The mint at Philadelphia is authorized by law to strike off medals for 
all public institutions, societies or even from private individuals when the 
dies are furnished by themselves. The charge for this work is only the 
actual co§t of the labor and metal used. The mint, however, cannot make 
dies fo r individuals. 

The official portrait of President Roosevelt has been packed carefully 
away in the vaults of the bureau of Engraving and Printing. Uncle Sam has 
made it a practice since the first President was inducted into office to cut the 
features of the new Executive in steel and lock the plate up in a great burglar 
proof vault, in which there is a box for the purpose. There is on file one 
such plate for each president of the United States, beginning with Washing- 
ton. These plates are used for printing official portraits of the various 
Presidents. No other portraits are official. 

It has long been the custom of the government to do honor to dead 
Presidents by placing their official portraits on the money of the country is- 
sued from time to time. Another use to which the plates are put is in the 
case of the death of the President while in office. On such occasions an of- 
ficial memorial souvenir is always prepared at the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing. This memorial souvenir bears the official vignette. 

The portraits of dead Presidents only are placed on government securi- 
ties. Official memorials are only engraved to do honor to those who die 
while holding office, The memorials distributed at the time of the funeral of 
President McKinley were made at the Bureau of Engraving and Printing and 
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were engraved from the official vignette made just after President McKinley 
was inaugurated. 

The official vignette of President Roosevelt was made from what he 
considers his best photograph. From all of the thousands of photographs of 
which he was the willing as well as the unwilling subject he selected this one 
and it was sent to Director Roberts of the Mint to be reproduced in steel. 
This portrait is made especially interesting by reason of the fact that the 
President considered it the best that had been taken of him. 

The picture from which the plate was made is a two-thirds view. It 
pictures the President in the prime of physical condition. He is wearing eye 
glasses and has cn the familiar low-rolled collar that he has affected. A 
complete set of the official vignettes, from Washington to Roosevelt, inclu- 
sive, have recently been framed and hung on the walls of Director Robert’s of- 
fice. 

Until one of these official vignettes has been placed on government 
security it can be reproduced. But once it has been so used it becomes illegal 
for a reproduction to be made on any other paper. This was made necessary 
to provide against counterfeiters. At one time the Secretaries of the Treasury 
presented to favored friends copies of the Presidential vignettes, in complete 
sets, but an enactment of congress made this illegal and the practice was 
stopped.— 2V r . Y. Sun . 


The Seeming Indifference of Many Public Institutions in the Care and Dis- 
play of Curios.

When ever possible in my travels I visit the public institutions where 
curios and antiques are usually to be found and my experiences and observa- 
tions cause me with considerable regret to refer to the apparent unapprecia- 
tiveness or indifference of these institutions regarding the display and keep- 
ing of gifts and bequests of articles, perhaps prized greatly bv the doners 
and objects of considerable interest if properly displayed. On a recent visit 
to the large library in one of our leading cities, I made the acquaintance of 
the custodian of the museum connected therewith, finding my interest in nu- 
mismatic subjects he “permitted me” within the railing where the curios were 
displayed. There was much of interest, numismatics and philately were credit- 
ably represented and I alone looked over the several cases, while outside the 
railing perhaps more than a hundred cast envying glances at my opportunity 
to look at the “money” etc., while they had to be content with a view of some 
jpictnnes And manuscripts. I learned that only the favored few ev^r got with- 
in the railing, not that the exclusiveness was a precautionary measure against 
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theft but simply the indifference of those in charge, to the public’s interest in 
objects of curiosity, and this notwithstanding that the museum part of the 
library received its foundation by a bequest from one of the fathers of the 
city, who had been a general collector all his life and his gatherings, all 
really interesting had been presented to the city with the librarian as cus- 
todian, instead of this collection being a generally viewed and appreciated 
monument to his memory, they were regarded more as objects to be safely 
stored. In varying degrees I have found the same true to different cities, 
there may be an excuse for it in small cities but in large ones where the means 
is at command, public gifts and bequests should be for the benefit of the pub- 
lic. 

In another city I found even a greater lack of curio interest by a public 
library. The custodian knowing 1 had an interest in things numismatic re- 
ferred me to an old desk to examine its contents. Here in boxes, in books, in 
envelopes and in bags I found coins, stamps, paper-money and many other 
objects of interest, all gifts to the library for public display, but which had 
been accumulating for several years. A considerable collection of paper 
money had laid wrapped up for more than ten years, there really were some 
“good things” in the several lots and most all the packages bore inscriptions 
or letters enclosed showing at least that the doner took pride in making 
the gift and that they were thus indifferently kept and all things considered 
were certainly not in the shape the giver would have desired. 

Would it not be well for collectors generally to see that their city’s pub- 
lic possessions of a curio nature be publicly displayed and those with a 
thought of gift or bequest of worthy objects of curiosity to a public institu- 
tion let such gift or bequest be accompanied with conditions for their proper 
display for the good of the public. 


New York Notes.

Our associate, Mr. Heaton has lately visited in Philadelphia and New 
York, and under the date of Nov. 2nd. sends notes of his trip as follows: 
“In Philadelphia 1 found Henry Chapman in bed, having had his knee badly 
injured in a fall from a trolley car a week before.

On Thursday evening before last I went to the new rooms of the Numis- 
matic and Archaelogical Society and spent two hours very socially with 
Messrs. Drowne, Dodd, Belden, Valentine and Groh. who constituted the at- 
tendance. During the evenings chat, a large collection of medals of com- 
mittees and badges of the late G. A. R. encampment in Washington, (which 
had been lately received ) were inspected. The rooms of the Society are five 
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or six in number, one being quite large, are handsomely furnished and con- 
tain a large library and many cabinets. In the assembly room are many 
glass cases containing electrotypes of hundreds of ancient gold and silver 
coins in instructive sequences. The mantlepieces display some things of 
special interest, the latest being a (framed) letter of thanks from Prince 
Henry of Prussia, for a medal of the Society struck in his honor. I learn 
that while the Society has a strong list of members and ample support, it 
lacks in active collectors and social numismatic enthusiasts. Very few 
gather on Thursday evenings when the rooms are open and at the business 
meetings twenty-five or so is a good attendance. Yet the Society is an archae- 
logicai as well as a numismatic one, its rooms are at the most accessible and 
busiest part of up town New York, and in the millions of population are 
thousands of culture.”
